Several Wheeling officials, including 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon and Trustee 
Bill Hein, have been called to testify be- 
fore a U.S. Grand Jury investigating 
building and 
zoning shakedowns In 


Wheeling. 


A new wave of subpoenas was served 


on a number of officials earlier this week 
by Internal Revenue Service agents, the 
Herald has learned. 


Both Hein and Scanlon said yesterday 


they received their subpoenas earlier 
this week, but said they were unaware 
who else had been asked to testify. 


WHEN ASKED about the subpoena, 


Scanlon said, "I guess I have been 
lucky." He said the subpoena merely 
asked that he appear before the grand 
jury and notify them if he cannot appear. 
He was not requested to bring any 
records with him. 


Hcln said he had not yet had a chance 


to look at the subpoena. 


"It was delivered to my house and my 


wife received it for me, and I haven't 
even looked at It," he said. When asked 
if he know of other village officials who 
received subpoenas, Hein said he could 
only speak for himself. 


It could not be determined which other 


village officials have been asked to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. One source, 
however, Indicated that some members 
of village advisory boards and commis- 
sions were included In the latest group 
called to testify. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the village 


board said yesterday they had not been 
served with subpoenas. Several members 
of village boards and commissions also 
were contacted and said they had also 
not been subpoenaed to testify. 


However, Peter Egan, former trustee 


and a member of the police and fire 
commission, said ho would nut comment 
on whether he had received a subpoena. 


"I think if you want to find out, you 


should call the U.S. Attorney's office," 
he said. "As far as I know It's a secret 
thing, and you're not supposed to reveal 
any information. I wouldn't make any 
comment." 


Egan was a trustee for eight years, 


serving from 1963 to 1971, when he re- 
tired. 


Those officials who have been subpoe- 


naed are expected to testify on village 
action taken In approving several major 
Wheeling construction projects in the 
past five years. 


FEDERAL investigators are seeking 


evidence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible 
Income tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases.

BOTH Hein and Scanlon have called 


for an end to "accusations and asper- 
sions" resulting from the investigation 


until there is proof of guilt. Other village 
officials have said the probe has affected 
both their personal life and their fami- 
lies. 


The investigation is believed to center 


on some but not all village officials, as 
well as others. 


Assistant U.S. Atty Samuel Skinnner 


recently said the investigation "is prog- 
ressing at what I would call a normal 
pace " He declined to comment on any of 
the workings of the grand jury in- 
vestigation. 


According to Skinner, the investigation 


can be expected to continue until Sep- 
tember. "I don't anticipate that there 
would be any resolution of (the grand 
jury probe) for at least two months," 
Skinner said.

Charge! Run on meat

The scene yesterday at The Steak 


Shoppe, 19 S. Milwaukee Rd., Wheeling, 
may be representative of what's happen- 
ing at other meat stores around the coun- 
try, but it still was somewhat unbeliev- 
able. 


When the store opened at 1 p.m. yes- 


terday a line of more than 25 customers 
waited patiently to get into the store. 


According to store clerks, the lines 


have been forming daily for over a week. 


"I can't believe It. It's like during the 


wartime," a saleswoman said. 


She said she had not been able to take 


a three-minute break since the store 
opened that day. 


SIMILAR situations have been report- 


ed at other area stores, while many 
places have run out of beef entirely due 
to the shortage. 


The manager of the Steak Shoppe who 


asked not to be identified, reported that 
the store's supply of meat was holding up 
fairly well so far, although the shop was 
forced to close on Sunday, when they ran

Dist. 21 Assistant Supt. John Bargcr 


said yesterday the district was unable to 
obtain a permit to convert the system to 
gas from Northern Illinois Gas Co. 


"We decided to wait for the energy sit- 


uation to stabilize," Barger said. "Be- 
sides, we didn't have enough money to 
do everything we want to at the school 
this summer anyway." 


Barger added that school officials are 


concerned that they may also not be able 
to get gas permits for heating $1B mil- 
lion additions planned this year at the 
district's three junior high schools. The 
additions are to accommodate industrial 
arts and home economics programs. 


If the district can't obtain the permits 


for the junior high additions, Barger said 
it will be necessary to construct a sepa- 
rate oil heating system from the gas sys- 
tems that presently serve the rest of the 
buildings and to provide oil storage facil- 
ities. 


DEPENDING ON the availability of 


gas next summer, Barger said the Whit- 
man system may be converted to gas 
then. 


Maintenance workers began cleaning, 


pairiting and fixing things at Whitman as 
soon as school was dismissed for the 
summer last June. 


A large learning center Is being devel- 


oped at the school by combining three 
classrooms. The center will be equipped 
with an acoustical ceiling and carpeting. 


Another classroom is being remodeled 


for use as the principal's office. 


OTHER IMPROVEMENTS being 


made this summer at the school include: 


• Installation of new front doors and 


windows. 


• Addition of carpeting In the faculty 


lounge, kindergarten and first grade 
classrooms. 


• Repair of floors and plastered walls. 
• Replacement of coat racks and 


chalkboards. 


• Installation of non-slip treads on 


stairways. 


• Repainting throughout the building. 
Whitman is the only Dist. 21 school 


that was scheduled for major construc- 
tion this summer.

A new test for Muscular Dystrophy

An Elk Grove Village Laboratory dis- 


closed to The Herald yesterday that a 
new development will offer help In tho 
early detection and treatment of Muscu- 
lar Dystrophy. 


Alan Antonlk, president of Antonik 


Laboratories, said his lab has developed 
a more practical and effective means of 
screening ncwborns for the disease In 
testing whole dried blood samples. 


"It had never been thought possible to 


utilize whole dried blood samples In test- 
ing for this disease before. Ours Is the 
first known method of detecting serum 
enzyme activity In whole dried blood," 
Antonlk said. 


The new Antonlk screening method for 


Muscular Dystrophy utilizes portions of 
dried blood samples presently obtained 
by law from ncwborns to screen them for 
Phcnylkctonurls (PKU), an Inborn dis- 
ease causing mental retardation. 


A N T 0 N1 K ' S FORMER method of 


screen for Muscular Dystrophy with 
chemicals from common firefly* re- 
quired blood drawn from the infants' 
vein with a hypodermic syringe and have 


the scrum or liquid portion of the blood 
removed from the blood cells for testing. 


"Taking blood from a newborn's vein 


like this can be very dangerous In caus- 
ing hepatitis. The new method requires 
only a drop or two of blood from a heel 
or finger prick. Less blood is required 
and it can be screened more easily and 
more economically," Antonik said. 


The newest Antonlk firefly detection 


method for Muscular Dystrophy has been 
proven 100 per cent accurate by an inde- 
pendent laboratory and Is being clini- 
cally tested by Antonik In cooperation 
with the University of Iowa and with 
Northwestern Memorial Hospital In Chi- 
cago. 


DECAUSE THE whole dried blood 


sample can be more easily attained In 
small quantities from more volunteers, 
and can more easily be transported for 
testing than serum 
samples, mass 


screening for Muscular Dystrophy and 
other diseases arc now possible. 


"Enrly detection of Muscular Dystro- 


phy at birth will make it possible, with 
treatment, to prolong the mobility of the 
patient In many cases according to pub- 


Thaw on way? 


Beef price ceiling to stay 


until Sept. 12: administration

The administration said Thursday the 


celling would stay on beef prices until 
Sept. 12 as scheduled, despite Increasing 
pressure and action in tho U.S. Senate to 
lift It early. 


Mora packing houses were shutting 


down or stopping their beef processing 
and a nationwide shortage appeared 
unavoidable. 


Tho Senate Thursday Joined tho grow- 


ing protest by politicians, consumers and 
(ho meat industry by overwhelmingly 
passing an amendment to lift tho freeze- 
tacked on an obscure bill to protect coin 
collectors. 


AIICII. GOV. William G. Mllllkcn sold 


he and other Midwest governors had 
asked President Nixon to restore "nor- 
mal marketing procedures" to the beef 
Industry by lifting tho celling. Agricul- 
ture Sec. Earl L. Butz has also hinted 


that ho would like to end the freeze ear- 
ly. 


But John T. Dunlop, director of the 


Cost of Living Council, said he has not 
changed his mind about holding the 
freeze on beef prices until Sept. 12. His 
council Is responsible for administrating 
tho controls. 


Meanwhile, there were more reports of 


packing houses closing for the duration 
of tho feeze. Meat processors say they 
cannot buy beef at the price demanded 
by tho farmers and sell It under the price 
celling and still make a profit. 


Internal Revenue Service spokesman In 


New York and Los Angeles said they had 
under-covered 
Instances where beef 


prices had gone up contrary to the 
freeze. A federal attorney said he would 
begin serving subpoenas In connection 
with a special grand jury investigating 
the meat Industry in New York. 


. . . While Senate votes to lift it 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Senate 


yesterday overwhelmingly passed an 
amendment to lift the freeze from the 
price of beef. 


Passed by a voto of M to 5, the mea- 


sure would exempt tho only agriculture 
product now covered under the freeze 
that President Nixon plans to remove 
Sept. 12. 


The amendment, Introduced by Sen. 


John G. Tower, R-Tcx., and several oth- 
er Republican senators, was tacked onto 
, an obscure bill to protect coin collectors 
' and other hobbyists against reproduction 


of Imitation collectors' items. 


Tho Senate also added Wednesday by a 


79-9 vote an amendment by Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson, D-Wash., to impose a man- 
datory fuel allocation program on the oil 
industry. 


Attacking the administration's freeze 


on beef prices as "stupid," "naive," and 
"misbegotten," Republicans warned that 
If allowed to continue, It would lead to 
nationwide meat shortages, a black'mar- 
ket and skyrocketing prices after the 
freeze Is lifted in September.

cular Dystrophy, much research is being 
done In that area and the future "looks 
promising." When a cure Is finally 
found,lmmediate detection of the disease 
will make it possible for a patient to be 
treated with the cure right away and ex- 
perience full recuperation, Antonik ex- 
plained. 


SYMPTOMS OF Muscular Dystrophy 


do not usually manifest themselves until 
the victim is 2 or 3 years old after which 
time considerable muscular damage has 
already been done. The new detection 
process will detect Muscular Dystrophy 
before it has begun to do such damage. 


The new detection method will be 


ready for the medical community by Oct. 
1 when mass screening is completed. An- 
tonlk will establish a new laboratory 
near O'Hare Airport specifically de- 
signed to process large quantities of 
these tests. Antonik will also continue ex- 
perimenting with the use of firefly chem- 
icals and the testing of whole dried blood 
samples. 


The Antonik method measures activity 


of the serum enzyme Creatlne Phos- 
phokinase (CPK) that is present in 
greatly elevated levels In the blood 
stream of Muscular Dystrophy at birth. 
CPK produces the chemical adenosine 
triphophate (ATP), which Is present in 
all living things. 


WHEN ATP IS combined with the fire- 


fly chemicals, Luciferin and Luclferase,

Antonlk Laboratories has been collec- 


ting fireflies from area volunteers and 
contracted collectors for seven years. 
They are the major independent supplier 
of the two firefly chemicals in the world. 
In experimenting for further applications 
of firefly chemicals, Antonlk developed 
the first method of screening for muscu- 
lar dystrophy in treating blood from the 
vein of an infant with the firefly chem- 
icals. 


"The ability to test whole dried blood 


samples Is most important. Other en- 
zymes, useful in the detection of cancer, 
heart, liver and respiratory diseases can 
probably be stabilized in whole dried 
blood by pricking a finger and drying it 
on filter paper," Antonik said. 


"This new whole dried blood method 


will make it possible to mass screen mil- 
lions of people for several types of dis- 
orders with complete safety, convenience 
and economy," he said.

Skylab crippled but alive

Astronauts and NASA groundcrewmen 


have begun "round the clock" emergen- 
cy preparations for what may become 
the first rescue attempt in space. 


The emergency efforts are under way 


following discovery yesterday that two 
ferry ship control rockets were crippled 
by oil leaks on the Skylab 2 spaceship — 
it Is these rockets which must be used to 
bring the astronauts back to Earth. 


If the worst fears of NASA experts are 


realized and the three crewmen of Sky- 
lab 2 became marooned in their orbiting 
lab, a rescue attempt will be launched, 
although not until Sept. 5 at the earliest, 
according to late estimates. A decision to 
launch the rescue atterap is expected by 
Aug. 27. 


The astronauts now In orbit are not 


considered in any immediate danger be- 
cause of the supplies on board for the 
long 59-day mission. NASA engineers see 
no way to fix the crippled spaceship in 
orbit. 


MEANWHILE, Skylab 3, the spaceship 


which may conduct the historic in-space 
rescue, was being put to work. Skylab 3 
Astronauts Gerald P. Carr, William 
Pogue and Dr. Edward Gibson were at

The huge assembly of Saturn rocket

Skylab 3 and its sup- 
porting rockets will be erected on a 
launch pad within weeks to begin the 
long countdown for an early September 
launch. 


Aboard Skylab 2, Astronauts Alan 


Bean, Owen Garriott and Jack Lousma 


were safe inside their lab in the sky 270 
miles above the Earth. 


Under instructions from NASA direc- 


tors In Houston, Tex., the Skylab 2 crew 
was preceding "preduently" on their ex- 
periments in space. Although some 
scheduled activities of the crew may be 
curtailed or delayed, NASA officials in- 
sist that the full mission will be com- 
pleted. 


IF THERE IS immediate need for the 


orbiting Skylab crew to return to Earth, 
NASA experts believe a splashdown in 


the Pacific could be accomplished using 
backup rockets and control from the 
Apollo command module. 


NASA early yesterday considered an 


emergency splashdown in the Pacific 
near Hawaii today but that possibility 
was deemed unnecessary since the crew 
is in no immediate danger. 


Reaction of the crew to news of their 


crippled spaceship was optimistic. When 
informed that they would be attempting 
to complete their full 59-day mission, 
Skylab commander Alan Bean said, "we 
agree 100 per cent." 


Douglas slates bomb halt hearing

Supreme Court Justice William 0. 


Douglas agreed Thursday to hear argu- 
ments on a request by Rep. Elizabeth 
Holtzman, D-N.Y., and four Air Force of- 
ficers for an immediate halt to U.S. 
bombing In Cambodia. 


The vacationing Douglas met on the 


steps of his remote Goose Prairie, 
Wash., summer home with two lawyers 
from 
the American Civil Liberties 


Union. He told them he would sched- 
ule a hearing at 9 a.m. today at the fed- 
eral courthouse in Yaklma, Wash. 


He told the ACLU lawyers, Norman 


Slegel and Bob Free, "I wouldn't act 
without hearing the other side of the 
bombing question." 


The ACLU sought out Douglas after Su- 


preme Court Justice Thurgood Marshall 
refused to order an immediate bombing 
halt. 


MARSHALL railed Thursday that he 


lacked legal authority to order the bomb- 
Ing halt after reviewing a decision of the 
U.S. District Court In New York. That 
court had ordered a bombing halt at the 
end of last week on grounds the bombing 
was unconstitutional because it was not 
authorized by Congress. Subsequently, 
the U.S. 2nd Circuit Court of Appeals 
ruled this decision could not go into ef- 
fect before a hearing was held. 


Stymied by this delay, the ACLU took 


the case to Marshall, who administers 
the court where the suit originated. 


The ACLU is hopeful of getting a fa- 


vorable ruling from Douglas. 


Meanwhile, President Nixon is ex- 


pected to keep congressmen guessing for 
at least several more days as to whether 
he will call them back into special ses- 
sion in mid-August and ask for approval 
of continued bombing in Cambodia. . 


Congress and Nixon have agreed the 


bombing will end Aug. 15. 


ADMINISTRATION officials expressed 


the belief that Nixon would let the U.S. 
bombing campaign in support of Cam- 
bodian forces end without asking con- 
gressional extension, despite the general 
belief that this ran the risk of letting the 
Communists take the capital city of 
Phnom Penh.

Key decision on Alaska oil 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House Thursday tentatively 


rejected the major environmentalists' challenge to Senate- 
passed legislation that would remove legal obstacles to con- 
struction of the controversial trans-Alaska oil pipeline. 


By a 221-193 vote, the House defeated an amendment by 


Rep. John Dellenback, R-Ore., that would have eliminated a 
provision of the bill exempting the pipeline from further court 
review under the National Environmental Protection Act of 
1969. 


An effort to knock the exemption section out of the Senate 


bill failed last month when Vice President Spiro T. Agnew 
helped kill it on a 49-49 tie vote. 


The key decision by the House, subject to a final vote later, 


came a few hours after it began debate on the bill with a plea 
from President Nixon for prompt passage for the sake of 
"our economic well-being and our national security inter- 
ests." 


The President said the bill's proposed exemption of the 787- 


mile pipeline from court review of its Impact under environ- 
mental protection laws would not be considered a precedent 
for future action by the administration. 


There was little chance of final congressional action before 


next fall on the bill, which would require the interior secre- 
tary to Issue permits for construction of the pipeline from 
Alaska's frozen North Slope to its southern port of Valdez.

CIA: memo linking Ehrlichman changed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Former Dep- 


uty CIA Director Robert E. Cushman Jr. 
testified Thursday that a telephone call 
from John D. Ehrlichman prompted him 
to rewrite a sensitive memo which in- 
directly linked Ehrlichman to the break- 
in at the office of Daniel Ellsberg's psy- 
chiatrist. 


Cushman, a four-star general who now 


is commandant of the Marine Corps, told 
the Senate Watergate Committee that the 
Ehrlichman call resulted in his revising 
the memo. The new version no longer 
said that Ehrlichman sent E. Howard 
Hunt to him on July 22, 1971, with the 
request for CIA disguise and equipment 
used in the 1971 Ellsberg burglary. 


In the new memo, Cushman did not 


specify who sent Hunt to see him. 


He denied, however, that Ehrlichman 


instructed him to revise the memo. The 
first one was written on Jan. 8,1973, and 
the second version two days later. 


It developed In questioning that a tape 


recording of the conversation showed 
that Cushman mentioned Ehrlichman as 
the man who had arranged the meeting. 
It developed, too, that Cushman and Eh- 
rlichman had known each other since 
1960, when they were both associated 
with then Vice President Nixon. 


The first memo, Cushman said, men- 


tioned Ehrlichman, John W. Dean III 
and Charles W. Colson, special Presiden- 
tial counsel as among those who might 
have called him. 
' But Ehrlichman quickly telephoned to 
say he was out of town prior to the Hunt 
visit and Dean telephoned to say he had 
never spoken to Cushman. Cushman 
agreed with Dean, he said. So the re- 
vised memo did not say who had ar- 
ranged Hunt's visit

Helms testified that Dean suggested, 10 
days after the Watergate break-in, that 
the CIA post bail for the seven burglary 
suspects and put them on the agency 
payroll while they serve jail terms.

These folks offer tender loving care/

Rabbits with laryngitis, hamsters with 


tonsllltls, and polio-prone monkeys arc 
Just a sample of the patients regularly 
treated by tho Saldcl Animal Hospital in 
Buffalo Grove. 


But although the hospital clientele Is 


usually four-legged and furry, the animal 
hospital Is often very much like any 
medical center for people. 


There aro the same routine stretches 


of checkups and shots and dental work, 
tho same unexpected heartache and hap- 
py recovery, and tho same unpredictable 
pace, where an emergency can erupt 
without a mlnutcs's notice. 


"Wo never know what It's going to be 


next," said Dr. David Saldcl, owner of 
the hospital. 


HE DESCRIBED how tho hospital 


paco can vary from tho routine to the 
crisis situation. 


"It can bo a very calm day, with all of 


tho appointments proceeding smoothly on 
schedule. Mrs Jones is in boro with her 
two Poodles for their regular exam. 


"Then suddenly you'll have a hys- 


torlcal housewife appear at the door with 
her two crying children at her side. 
Their neighbor has just driven them over 
and they're carrying their blood-soaked 
dog, who's just been hit by a car. Dr. 
Cole and I will drop everything to handle 
the emergency." 
• 


Unlike some animal hospitals, the Sal- 


dcl Hospital has a 24-hour emergency 
service. When Dr. Saidel and Dr. Judith 
Cole, tho hospital's other veterinarian, 
are not at the hospital building, they can 
be reached by portable pagers that beep 
when the answering service has received 
an emergency call. 


AND THE CALLS can come for any- 


thing from an emergency Ceasarlan de- 
livery to a foreign object stuck in a pet's 
throat to the automobile accident cases. 


Tho hospital regularly handles out- 


patients in the morning and late after- 
noon by appointment. Exams, shots and 
other treatments aro administered in tho 
two exam rooms, decorated with animal 
pictures.

tors at the Saidel Animal Hospital In

Joker. The hospital treats all types of 
animals 
ranging 
from

Dr. Saidel and Dr. Cole perform oper- 


ations In the middle of the day, in the 
hospital's operating room. 


Dr. Saidel says the hospital handles an 


average of three to six operating proce- 
'dures a day, the majority of which are 
castrations and hysterectomies. 


The hospital uses strict asceptic tech- 


niques in the operating room, meaning 
that all tools used during operations are 
sterilized. Both the operating veter- 
inarian and the surgical assistant wear 
masks, caps, gloves*and gowns. 


"Some hospitals cut corners," Dr. Sal- 


del says. However, he says the strict 
procedures arc necessary since animals 
are subject to the same Infections during 
operations that humans are. 


ANIMALS RECUPERATING from op- 


erations can be kept in a room in back of 
the hospital. The 29 cages also house 
short-term boarders and a sleek black 
cat named Pierre who is a permanent 
blood donor. Animals with Infectious dis- 
eases are never permitted In with the 
other animals, but are treated as out- 
patients. 


The caged animals, predominantly a 


variety of barking dogs, ore let out to 
run three to four times a day, while their 
cages are sanitized. 


Dr. Saldcl says the hospital doesn't de- 


pend on boarders, however, as some hos- 
pitals do. 


"This is a medical practice, not a 


boarding practice," he sold. 


WHILE DOGS' and cats are the most 


frequent hospital visitors, the veter- 
inarians also treat birds, gerbils, ham- 
sters, guinea pigs, monkeys, raccoons, 
rabbits, and even an occasional horse, 
trucked in and checked out In the hospi- 
tal parking lot. 


Just as the doctors handle a variety of 


animals, they also encounter a variety of 
diseases ranging from laryngitis in a 
rabbit to polio in a monkey. 


In fact, the veterinarians at the Saidel 


Hospital must be orthopedists, gyneco- 
logists, ophthamologlsts, dentists, and a 
variety of other specialists all rolled into 
one. 


"We are true general practitioners," 


Dr. Saidel said. 


In order to handle the staggering 


amount of knowledge required, the doc- 
tors must keep up their education con- 
stantly. 


"I THINK ANYONE who doesn't go to 


short courses and continue his education 
is fooling himself. It's a matter of educa- 
ting yourself day after day," Dr. Saidel 
said. 


He says he orders an average of one 


new book on some aspect of veterinary 
medicine per month. 


"You've got to face it. The minute you 


graduate you're outdated unless you 
keep up," he said. 


The doctors also must keep up their 


skills at handling unruly or hostile ani- 
mals, which con range from the St. Ber- 
nard who doesn't want that rabies shot to 
the monkey who must receive a tubercu- 
losis test by means of an injection in the 
eyelid. 


"It can be a lot of fun," Dr. Saidel said 


with a wry grin. 


HE SAYS, however, that handling the 


animals is just something the doctors 
must learn with experience. 


"There are little things you pick up in 


the field," he says. 


The hospital also can be the scene of 


heartrending tragedy, as when a family 
loses a beloved pet. 


"Periodically a whole family will be In 


the office here on the couch crying," Dr. 
Saidel said. 


For people who wish the service, the 


hospital can arrange to have an animal 
cremated, through a pet crematory in 
Chicago. The owner can then preserve 
the pet's ashes. 


THE MORE COMMON family scene 


around the hospital by far, however, is 
when an entire family gathers in the 
exam room to watch their pet receive his 
checkup, Dr. Saidel says. 


"Some places only allow one person in 


the exam room with the pet, but we'll let 
all the kids line up in there if they want 
to watch," be said. 


Toe hospital also sponsors tours for in- 


terested groups such as scout troops. The 


children tour the building and listen to 
explanations of Interesting cases, in addi- 
tion to guessing what 'Specimen X' is. 
The specimen is a pacifier, retrieved 
from a dog's stomach after a few days, 
which fascinates the children, Dr. Saidel 
says.

Rough going 
for Marquette, 
Jolliet explorers 


CAIRO, 111. (UPI)-Tho Marquette-Jol- 


Hot voyagcurs headed up the Mississippi 
yestofday after experiencing some of the 
hardest paddling yet in their re-enact- 
ment of the exploration of the river 300 
yean ago. 


A combination of strong headwinds and 


swift current Wednesday left the eight 
canoeists at Wlckllffe, Ky., three miles 
short of the planned Wednesday night 
stopover In Cairo. 


But after pitching camp at Wlckllffe, 


the weary explorers were driven here for 
a 9:49 p.m. informal dinner arranged by 
tbo Cairo Chamber of Commerce. 


The explorers had been wondering why 


they were running about eight days 
ahead of the schedule of Father Jacques 
Marquette and explorer Louis Jolllct. 
They believe they came up with some of 
tho answers Wednesday. 


Wednesday's trip was mostly along 


natural shoreline which mokes for more 
difficult paddling than in areas where 
Army Corps of Engineers levees and re- 
vctraents provide some "dead water" 
area. They also do not have to stop early 
to forage for food as the original explor- 
ers probably did. 


Tho group planned to stop last night 


south of Etkins Landing, Mo., tonight at 
Thebes, 111., and Saturday night at the 
Troll of Tears State Park, 14 miles north 
of Cape Glrardcau, Mo. Sunday is 
planned as a rest day. 


The canoeists began their 3,000 mile 


round trip journey May 17 at St. Ignace, 
Mich., and is Is scheduled to end Sept. 19 
at Green Bay, Wls. They went as for 
south as the Arkansas River. 


They are expected to arrive at Alton 


between Aug 11 and 14 for a four-or-flve- 
day layover and then head up tho Illinois 
River at Graf Ion Aug. 20.

hoopla that got under way with a recrea- 
tion of the original trip. 


Each of the 40 remaining "tiny cars 


that climb halfway to the stars" at a 
rate of nine miles an hour was festooned 
with bunting and flowers. Blaring trum- 
pets, marching bands, ringing church- 
bells and piping pipers were on the pro- 
gram of a predawn anniversary celebra- 
tion in Chinatown. 


WHEN THE FIRST car descended 


Clay Street 100 years ago, a nervy min- 
ing engineer who invented the vehicle be- 
cause he was a humanitarian was at the 
controls. 


Andrew Hallldie was revolted by the 


sight of slipping horses breaking their 
legs as they tugged conveyances up the 
city's steep hills. So he invented the 
cable cars, drawing on his experience 
with mine carts. 


HalMe's problems didn't end, how- 


ever, with the invention and construction 
of the cars, often called "dinkles" be- 
cause of their diminutive size. 


With the first car poised at the top 


of Clay Street, his first gripman decided 
he didn't trust the apparatus and loathed 
heights. He walked off the job right then. 
Hallldie successfully took over. 


Because the cable slots no longer run 


up Clay Street, a motorized flat-bed trail- 
er was called out for Mayor Joseph LI 
Alioto to ride on the 5 a.m. anniversary 
trip. 


Hallidle set that time for his first trip 


because there would be fewer pedestri- 
ans around — just in case.

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Congressional wrapup 
Election campaign spending 
ceiling voted by Senate 


The U.S. Senate spent most of last 


week debating the Federal Elections 
Campaign Act of 1973, imposing a spend- 
ing limit of 10 cents per eligible voter in 
federal primary elections and 15 cents 
per voter in the general elections, but 
rejecting a proposal for public financing 
of congressional campaigns. 


In tho House, the major debate cen- 


tered on a bill limiting the President's 
authority to Impound funds appropriated 
by Congress. 


Following is n summary of the activi- 


ties and voting records of Illinois' two 
senators, Republican Charles H. Percy 
and Democrat Adlal E. Stevenson HI, 
and Northwest suburban congressmen 
Rep. PhlUp M. Crane, R-12th, and Rep.

Herald editorial 
Bus service plan 
deserves support 


If thorc Is ever going to be a sub* 


urban Hall of Fame, maybe one 
candidate right off the bat should 
be Claude Luisada, 


Lulsada may not be enshrined 


forever, but he will go down In lo- 
cal history as the originator — or 
nl least the developer — of a good 
idea. 


Lulsada's plan is remarkably 


simple: he Intends to provide bus 
service to residents of one subur- 
ban town, Arlington Heights, on the 
basis of when people need a bus 
and where they want it to take 
them. 


In what some observers have 


called a "50-50 chance" for either 
economic well-being or a finan- 
cial disaster, Luisada intends to 
bring neighborhood bus service to 
the suburbs, even If it is on a small 
scale initially. 


Luisada is not doing it all by 


himself, of course. The village of 
Arlington Heights is gambling that 
bus service will work and is buying 
two buses for $57,000. 


With the combination of some 


government financing and an en- 
trepreneur like Luisada, there is a 
chance local bus service can be 
made financially worthwhile and a 
benefit to the people who use it. 


On previous occasions we have 


commented on the welcome possi- 
bilities of renewed and vigorous 
bus service in the suburbs. In fact, 
the key to any suburban and city 
mass transportation plan must In- 
clude mass transportation to train 
stations and to the city Itself. 


But for the time being we will 


settle for Lulsada's plan and the 
commitment of the village of Ar- 


lington Heights because we think 
the reasoning behind the plan is 
sound and the chances of success 
good. 


The planners of this trial system 


correctly point out that traditional 
city-style bus systems will not 
work in the suburbs. 


Patrons who are used to the con- 


veniences of the automobile will 
not ride dirty buses or buses which 
go only indirectly to a common 
destination like • a train station. 
Suburban buses must be regulated 
to the hours of the people who live 
here and they must cover subdivi- 
sions and neighborhoods of a com- 
munity rather than the village or 
city as a whole. 


Bus experiments are now under 


study in other suburban towns in- 
cluding Wheeling, Elk Grove Vil- 
lage, Des Plaines and 
Buffalo 


Grove. Some apartment "villages" 
have gone ahead with their own 
private bus services hi response to 
genuine customer needs. 
, 


We find these experiments ex- 


citing but we maintain that some 
kind of governmental participation 
such as in Arlington Heights, Des 
Plaines and Wheeling is mandato- 
ry for any success. 


If the residents of the Northwest 


suburbs will get on a bus within a 
block from their home and ride on 
one mass transportation system to 
a train, another form of mass 
transportation, perhaps the sub- 
urbs will be a step closer to their 
Independence of the automobile. 


It's a long way off, but this step 


can lead to something big, and we 
hope the people support this plan 
as much for its idea as for its 
practicality.

White House counterattack

Sorely tired of being hammered dolly 


on tho Watergate affair, the Nixon White 
House Is poised for a counterattack. 


According to officials In a position to 


know, It will be launched in full a week 
or 10 days after the President's two for- 
mer high-It vol aides, John D. Ehrlich- 
man and II. R. Haldcman, complete their 
testimony before tho Senate Watergate 
committee. Ehrllchmon finished his testi- 
mony Monday ami Haldcman Immediate- 
ly followed him as a witness. 


THE PRESIDENT was said to be fear- 


ful that his prestige and credibility were 
being so eroded by the Watergate affair 
and all this has come to symbolize that 
his ability to govern Is In jeopardy. 


According to these sources, he Is being 


urged to escalate the conflict from a le- 
gal to o political or ideological battle in 
which it will bo charged that Nixon's 
enemies ore seizing on the issue not to 
punish wrongdoers for past excesses and 
prevent future ones, but to destroy him 
ami the policies he stands for, the pol- 
icies which more than 60 per cent of the 
electorate rated for last November. 


If Nixon follows the advice of some of 


his aides, tho countcroffenslvo will at- 


the motives of the Senate In- 


Ivestlgating Committee, the special Wa- 
ftergato prosecutor and the news media. 


ONE OF THE chief targets will be the 


office of Special Prosecutor Archibald 
Cox, 
whose past assocations with the 


Kennedys moke him vulnerable to 
charges of political partisanship. 


Some White House officials have made 


no secret that they would like to see Cox 
resign. There was tho fond hope among 
tome aides close to tho President that 
Cox would step down In protest at Nix- 
oo's decision not to furnish him access to 


tapes of Presidential conversations. 


Instead, Cox held a news conference in 


which he challenged the legal basis for 
Nixon's decision and announced ho was 
filing legal proceedings to obtain them. 


The President was infuriated by news 


stories saying Cox was Investigating tho 
financial transaction by which Nixon ac- 
quired his California estate. And he was 
little mollified by a statement from Cox's 
office denying that this was the case. 


COX HAS ALREADY built a sizr>"<* 


bureaucracy — some 33 lawyers am' • 
support personnel at last count — and so 
far has failed to return any indictments 
In the area he was assigned to in- 
vestigate. 


Several of his lawyers worked In tho 


Justice Department durirg the Kennedy 
Administration and already publications 
favorable to the President are accusing 
him of ranging far afield from his man- 
date, neglecting his legitimate function 
In order to dig up political dirt. 


Another feature of the coming counter- 


offensive was sold to be an attack on the 
news media for displaying a double stan- 
dard In condemning the theft of docu- 
ments from the Democratic National 
Committee but awarding journalistic 
prizes for publication of stolen Pentagon 
documents. 


THE IDEA THE President would like 


to leave in everybody's mind Is that 
while he Is not without fault in the Wa- 
tergate affair, the scandal cannot cause 
tho abandoning of the New Revolution he 
has launched. 


Herbert G. Klein, an old and valued 


Nixon associate who recently resigned as 
Director of Communications for the Nix- 
on administration, is quietly calling on 
tome of the contacts he made with edi- 
tors and opinion-makers during his White 
House years to push this line.

All - volunteer Army effort falters

Uncle Sam is no longer sternly pointing 


at prospective Array recruits, command- 
ing "I want you!" 


These days he Is down on his knees, 


proffering wads of money and photo- 
graphs showing messhall go-go girls and 
air-conditioned barracks, pleading, 
"Pretty please, join up." 


It Isn't working very well. 
There have been more and more re- 


ports lately that the Army and Navy 
have been falling short of meeting their 
quota of recruits under the new all-volun- 
teer military system. 


Despite a publicity barrage extolling 


the "new Army" — no KP, no reveille, 
higher pay and less-spartan living condi- 
tions — the armed forces' newly ex- 
panded recruiting departments still find 
most young men volunteering to stay ci- 
vilians. 


Once again circumstances have made 


a prophet of Thomas Jefferson, who said 
that the United States "can never have a 
regular army in America because there 
are not enough paupers to fill the 
ranks." 


The draft has not In fact been used 


since January, though the draft machin- 
ery still exists If it Is needed. And there 
is no reason why a reinstitutlon of the 
draft would have to be an event on the 
order of the return of Frankenstein. 


For what the military's current re- 


cruiting problems show is what many of 
the all-volunteer force's critics have al- 
ways contended: that revolutionary 
changes must be made in the armed 


THIS IS A SKETCH of a new enlisted 
men's barracks planned for construc- 
tion this year at Fort Carson, Colo., 


(forces before they can attract enough 
volunteers, particularly enough volun- 
teers who are not In Jefferson's "pau- 
per" category. 


The current starting pay for an Army 


private, for example, is $307 per month. 
This Is a gigantic Increase but it still 
adds up to only $3,684 a year, which Is 
not enough to keep most young men in 
haircuts these days, even at post ex- 
change prices. 


as part of the Army's campaign to 
lure recruits into its all-volunteer 
ranks. 


The all-volunteer concept was to a 


large extent a selfish device engineered 
to keep college men — the sons of the 
most vocal and Influential segment of the 
population — out of the service. Let any 
future Vletnams be fought by the poor, 
Its supporters were saving, In effect If 
not in Intent. 


The poor, to their credit, arc apparent- 


ly not buying the idea. 


One alternative, of course, Is to raise 


pay again — double or triple it — and 
make more civilizing changes in life and 
work styles in the armed forces. 


But it is doubtful if Congress and the 


majority of the people would be willing 
to spend the money that kind of program 
would require. And even if they did. the 
country would still face another danger 
inherent In the all-volunteer concept: the 
creation of a huge permanent force of 
career military men. 


As former Army Colonel George Wal- 


ton says in his recent book, "The Tar- 
nished Shield: a Report on Today's 
Army": "That military forces number- 
Ing two-and-a-half million should become 
isolated from American life, become an 
enclave within our society, is not only 
undesirable but dangerous." 


An alternative might be to explore 


changing the armed forces into para- 
military organizations whose members 
would be trained to fight but would also 
be trained for other, more constructive 
functions, perhaps in conservation and 
urban development. 


This would help to remove the stigma 


of a professional soldier as a "paid kill- 
er," it would give military men a more 
positive goal than the essentially nega- 
tive and morbid one of "defending their 
country" and even if It cost more in the 
short run it might turn out to be profit- 
able for the nation, even in financial 
terms. 


It could even make a return of the 


draft a bearable, If not welcome, phe- 
nomenon.

Nixon supporter is 'disappointed' 


As a long admirer — and supporter — 


of Richard Nixon, I have been very dis- 
strcssed and disappointed by the events 
of recent months. 


Although I cannot accept the premise 


that President Nixon was personally in- 
volved In the Watergate crimes, I am 
nevertheless disturbed by his judgment 
in selecting the key people for his staff.

handled; the Cambodian contradictions 
must raise doubts even In the minds of 
we Nixon partisans; and there has been 
enough substance to revelations on the 
Russian wheat and ITT deals to give 
pause for thought. 


YOU HAVE editorialized on these mat- 


ters during the past week, and while I do 
not concur with all your conclusions re- 
garding Nixon, I do concede that you 
have made some valid points. Just as 
other press editorialists have made valid 
points in spotlighting the White House di- 
lemma.

point expressed Tuesday (July 31} in the

Mongoloid insurance policy rapped 


As parents of mongoloid (Downs Syn- 


drome) children, we would take ex- 
ception to Joann Van Wye's article on 
July 23,1973. 


We feel the Insurance policy advocated 


by the National Mongoloid Council in this 
article is an unnecessary expense for 
parents and jeopardizes benefits pro- 
vided by the state. The Illinois state leg- 
islators passed House Bill 2783 in the 
1968-69 session. This provides $240 per 
month for all permanently disabled per- 
sons over 21 providing their personal as- 
sets do not exceed $400. In addition fed- 
eral law provides full social 
security 


benefits to these disabled individuals. 


You state ". . . mongololds respond 


more favorably, to a home atmosphere" 
and "The annual cost for each retardate 
In a state institution Is approximately 
$5,000 but has run as high as $14,000 an- 
nually in Illinois." Therefore we question 
the necessity of raising ". . . funds to 
build a pilot facility for the care and 
teadiing of mongoloids" as stated In 
your article. The Illinois Mandatary Edu- 
cation Law H.B. 4158 and H.B. 2671 pro- 
vides for public school education for all 
handicapped persons age 3-21. These two 
bills plus H.B. 2783 according to the Illi- 
nois Dept of Public Aid represents a 
$100,000 savings per child for Illinois tax- 


payers.

lionaire who spent three weeks there 
thinks the trade opportunities for Ameri- 
can businessmen ore limitless. 


Furthermore. Harold Wlllcns predicts 


China will become a world economic 
power within 10 years and thereby 
achieve political Influence 
"infinitely 


greater" than believed by many econom- 
ic and political experts. 


WILLENS, A 58-year-old self-made 


millionaire through real estate 
in- 


vestments and ownership of a service 
company, toured China with his wife and 
daughter as the result of a social in- 
troduction to the Chinese ambassador to 
the United Nations several months ago in 
Washington. 


They visited manufacturing plants, 


met with officials of the China National 
Textiles Import and Export Corporation 
and had considerable freedom to travel. 


"The meetings I had add up to In- 


controvertible evidence that they arc 
open for buttress with us," the president 
of Factory Equipment Corp. of Los An- 
geles said. "The store Is open." 


WILLK.NS SAID lie went to China 


believing a "myriad of myths" about 
trade possibilities and found most of 
them false. 


"I had assumed that an American 


businessman would have to take his 
wares to the semi-annual Canton Fair 
and that they would prefer to deal only 
with big companies. 


"But that was not so. My impression Ls 


that they would like as many suppliers 
at possible and would prefer to deal with 
many smnll and medium-sized com- 
panies," Wlllcns said. 


His firm services the textile manufac- 


turing Industry and most of his dis- 
cussions in China dealt with soft goods. 


"Within the limitations of what they 


can make and what they need," he said, 
"China is open across the board. Their 
only major concern is that there not be 
on Imbalance. They would not want to 
get into a large trade deficit." 


WHILE IN China Wlllens saw numer- 


ous shipments of wearing apparel ad- 
dressed to North Vietnam, North Korea 
and a number of African countries. 


Willcns said he saw some "well-styled 


and well-made clothes" in China, though 
few of them, except for export items, 
were Western. 


"They struck me as very meticulous 


and skilled work people, both men and 
women," he said. "They ore meticulous 
more energetic and they work with more 
dedication and more zeal than any one 
that I've seen. And they do It for very 
low wages (roughly $15 to $90 a month)." 


HOW WOULD an American business- 


man Initiate trade discussions with the 
Chinese? 


"I would suggest he write to the Tex- 


tiles Import and Export Corporation in 
Peking. There is no question that they 
would reply civilly and probably refer 
one to the proper corporation. I'm sure 
they would be glad to hear from Ameri- 
cans. 


"And once negotiations were com- 


pleted by mall, If a businessman wanted 
to go to Peking tho Chinese would ar- 
range It. 


"They arc telling us, 'We want to see 


what you have In materials and we want 
to show our goods. Come with your 
sample case*."

Managing your family's money 
Are you spending more, 
but enjoying it less?

Question: "Over Ilic pml two or three

Answer: Spending patterns do change 


slowly until, as apparent In your case, 
you're no longer spending according to 
your priorities. If you want to change, 
try borrowing a principle from the psy- 
chologists who study behavior modi- 
fication. This principle states — roughly 
— "by monitoring an activity, you ctfcc* 
lively change that activity." 


If you apply this to spending, it means 


— If you track your spending and moni- 
tor where >our money actually goes, you 
can effectively change your spending 
patterns. 


It works like this: As you keep track of 


how many dollars you spend on food, 
housing, transportation, and other cate- 
gories, you begin to sec how you can re- 
duce spending In one category and spend 
more In another. So, over several months 
you gain control of your spending again. 
Tho essential step — keep track of 
spending by category. Changes will fol- 
low automatically as your mind tunes In 
on your problems. 


Question: "Does It cost more lo me an 


electric fry pan for conking than a nor- 
mal fry nnn on n range top? How ahniit 
an Hcclrlc tea kettle \s, a range-lop 
kettle for uniting water? Is It levi ex- 
pensive lo bake potatoes on top of the 
range limn In an oven?" 


Answer: Cooking with any appliance 


that controls licnt with a thermostat uses 
less electrical power than an uncon- 
trolled range-top unit. Thus, a tcrmos- 
tnllcnlly controlled frypan uses less pow- 
er than a pan on the range. However, the 
difference is so slight you probably 
would not notice It. 


Using an oven can be less costly than 


you might suppose. Because on oven is 
heavily Insulated and thermostat con- 
trolled, it will be on about one-third of 
the time and off two-thirds of the time. 
Baking a few potatoes In an oven could 
actually cost less than attempting to 
bake them with a range-top oven — or n 
small portable oven. Of course, an oven 
full of food in several pans uses heat 
most efficiently. 


Turning a range-top unit to high heat 


wastes power because much of the heat 
splits around the pan. Electrical power 
for cooking costs about $1 to $3.30 a 
month depending on location. So, minor 
differences In power usage for cooking 
will hardly be noticeable.

Owners of 1974-model cars

DETROIT (UPI — Owners of 1071- 


model cars will receive a 20 per cent dis- 
count on the cost of personal injury pro- 
tection from at least one Insurance gr>up 
because their automobiles will be 
equipped with the new seat belt-ltnlglon 
Interlock system.

surance laws, M. Stanley Haughey, exec- 
utive vice president of the Kemper Insur- 
ance Group, said Wednesday.

The new safety belt system, required

ALTHOUGH THE system can be de-

Question: "When I retire, I expect to 


receive a ulienble lump sum from our 
company benefit plan. Part of this pay- 
nut will be the accumulated contributions 
paid Into the fund by my employer for 
ninny jears. Is this portion of my benefit 
taxable as a capital gain or as ordinary 
Income?" 


Answer: Prior to the 1969 Tax Reform 


Law, employer contributions for most 
benefit plans were taxed as capital gains 
when paid to retiring employes. Since the 
1969 tax reforms became effective, em- 
ployer contributions have been specifi- 
cally excluded from eligibility for capital 
gains treatment. 


But, the code permits Income aver- 


aging over seven years for employer- 
paid portions of lump-sum benefits 
classed as ordinary income. Usually, the 
seven year forward averaging results hi 
less tax being paid than under the for- 
mer capital gains treatment.

WASHINGTON (UPI)-WhoIcsale prices dropped In July by 


the biggest margin of any month in 24 yean, the Labor De- 
partment said yesterday, indicating that for the time being 
at least President Nixon's Phase IV economic plan was put- 
ting the brakes on inflation. 


Prices of industrial goods, farm products and a wide range 


of other non-retail products dropped 1.3 per cent last month. 


The sharp, surprising reversal In an upward climb of 


wholesale prices was the first since a small turnaround In 
October, 1972, and the largest for any month since February, 
1W9. 


PRICES OF FARM products, processed foods and feeds, 


dropped 4.1 per cent in July. In the past year, these prices 
have soared by nearly 27 per cent 


The freeze on prices imposed In June will come off most 


Items In 10 days. It is scheduled to stay on beef however for 
an extra month — until Sept. 12 — but there is growing 
pressure for this date to bo moved up. 


Agriculture Sec. Earl L. Butz, after hearing appeals and 


warnings from meat Industry leaders Wednesday, switched 
from a previous firm stand against relaxing the Sept 12 date . 
and said he would "seriously consider" lifting the beef freeze 
before then. 


SHORTAGES OF beet are becoming severe in parts of .the 


country, Butz said, because of a run on markets by house* 
wives fearing a shortage, and because beef suppliers are 
holding back meat animals until the freeze ends. 


While the over-all wholesale Idea — and all farm products 


— showed a dramatic drop in July, other wholesale prices 
registered only modest increases: consumer foods up 0.3 per 
cent and consumer finished goods up 0.2 per cent 


Since the behavior of wholesale prices tends to foreshadow 


retail price movements, the July report suggested a possible 
slowdown in the rise in the cost of living by early fall. This is 
what administration leaders have been hoping for.

Shortages still predicted 
Meat still available-but for how long? 


by United Press International 


Although the counters were bare in 


scattered areas of the nation today, gro- 
cers and wholesalers In many cities re- 
ported there was meat to be bought. The 
question was how long the supply would 
last. 


"We have a fairly good supply at pre- 


sent." said George Beiswinger, spokes* 
man for Acme Markets of Philadelphia. 
His reaction was typical of grocers sur- 
veyed by United Press International, 
most of whom said they were doing a 
brisk business In beef. 


Few, however, were sure beyond next 


week whether the meat would keep com- 
ing from the suppliers, and many pre- 
dicted that the supplies would run out 
before Sept. 12. 


"I don't know how long It will last," 


Beiswinger said. "Business Is brisk. 
We're not advertising beef heavily. It's 
moving fairly good without advertising." 


Paul Lostus, meat manager of a Grls- 


tede's grocery in Now York City, said 
although he was confident of this week's 
deliveries, "I just called up our meat 
supplier in the Bronx, and they told me 
that not week is going to be very short. 


They said I can expect drastic shortages 
in most chuck cuts." 


In Richmond, Va., a spokesman for 


Safeway Stores said the more expensive 
cuts — steak, roast, ribs, will be "in 
short supply" on a "day-to-day basis."

"This Is kind of a small one," mut- 


tered ono of the moving men, riding laz- 
ily In a truck following tho house. Ono 
man drove tho tractor pulling tlic heavy 
load and the other two watched tho sides, 
taking down mailboxes when necessary, 
lifting road signs out of tho way, kicking 
to tho roadside pieces of tree branch 
knocked down as the house passed. 


Tho men had an audience by 10 a m. 


when they were getting the house ready 
to be pulled off Its original site at 10 E. 
Camp McDonald Road, next to the Pros- 
pect HcighU Fire Station. The fire de- 
partment needed the lot for expansion 
and sold the house to a Prospect Heights 
man for $10 and his agreement to move 
It. 


THE CROWD grew larger as the 


movers laid down tho runners to pull the 
three-bedroom house out of tho mud and 
onto tho street. Tho same kind of runners 
are used by military to build temporary 
airplane runways. 


Everybody was ready to go. The Cook 


County Sheriff's police hod blocked Inter- 
sections to give full road to tho move. 
Yellow hard-hatted workmen from Com- 
monwealth Edison Co. were all set to 
take down tho electrical wires as the 
houso moved down the street and to put 
them back up after It passed. Illinois 
Bell was there to do the same with tho 
telephone wires. 


It looked like a disaster scene, with all 


the flashing lights. 


With a careful pull and n slow turn, tho 


house was out on tho road, moving east- 
ward to Its new site nt the corner of Al- 
ton Drive. Its front door faced south; Its 
back door faced north. Some of the win- 
dows were broken, but that had been 
done before the move. 


"It's quite marvelous what they can 


accomplish these days," a woman said to 
no one as the house passed by. Apparent- 
ly she didn't know that house moving* 
started decades ago, and that methods 
haven't changed much since 1954. 


IT TOOK AN hour-and-a-half to mmo 


tho house to Its new site — past houses, 
churches and the Rob Roy Golf Course 
where golfers stopped their game to 
gawk. It was like a parade — the moving 
men had their hands full keeping the 
kids following the house out of the way. 


There were a few stops to wall for 


wires to be lifted, for mailboxes and 
signs to be moved out of tho way. But 
the move was smooth. Tho houso stayed 
steady on the steel beams. Nobody pan- 
icked; nobody worried 


It was the way a house moving should 


be, according to Pete Frlcscn. And Fric- 
sen, part owner of Advance Moving Con- 
tractors of West Chicago, Isn't surprised 
that people stop and stare when a houso 
rolls by. 


"Houso moving Is not as popular as It 


used to be," Friescn said. "The reason Is 
simple. It's a matter of economics." 


WHEN FRIESEN started 
moving 


houses In 1948, back when houses wcro 
victims of highways and department 
stores, a house plus a lot cost $10,000 to 
$12,000. He charged $800 to move a 
house. Today, a lot alone costs $10,000 to 
$12.000 and Friescn charges $4,000 to 
$6,000 to move a house. Highways, shop- 
ping centers and stores are still being 
built, but construction Is not as heavy. 


"When I started, labor was 63 cents to 


75 cents an hour," Friescn sold. "Now 
It's 7.SO to $8 an hour. Our steady crew Is 
15 people, but we are moving them much 
faster than we did 20 years ago." 


The hardest part of moving a house Is 


the hard work, according to Frlcscn. 
"House movers are a special breed. 
They work under terrible conditions — In 
the mud, under houses." 


Workers started preparing the Pros- 


pect Heights house three weeks before It 
was moved, although total work time 
was only about four days. This time the 
house was empty, but Frlcscn has moved 
the whole kit and caboodle, right down to 
the priceless China. 


The first step Is called "opening up" 


when workmen dig around the house to 
get to the foundation. They break holes 
every four feet through the concrete 
foundation so steel beams can be In- 
serted criss-cross style under the house 
for support. Any unevcness Is taken out 
and machine-operated hydraulic jacks, 
designed by Friesen and worth about 
$20,000, are set under the beams. This 


He pays $7,500 
tab to move 
a $10 house 


It cost Randall Stcphenson more than 


$7,500 to move a two-story brick house, 
and he's not sure if he'd do it again. 


"Ask me in the middle of September," 


he said. That's when he expects the 
house, on Alton Drive in Prospect 
Heights, will go up for sale. First, Step- 
henson, a general contractor, plans to re- 
model the house, expanding the living 
room, adding a family room, and base- 
ment. 


Stephonson, 
a 
volunteer 
fireman, 


bought the house in June for $10 from the 
Prospect Heights Fire District. The dis- 
trict had purchased the house and Is lot, 
next to the fire station, for expansion. 
Instead of paying up to $3,000 to have the 
house torn down, fire officials decided to 
sell It to the highest bidder as long as he 
agreed to move It. 


"It was an experience," Stephenson 


said about the move. "Scheduling is the 
biggest problem. So many people have to 
be coordinated." 


BESIDES FINDING n licensed mover, 


Stcphenson had to get permission from 
Cook County to move tho house as well 
as obtain a building permit. Then the 
scheduling began — the Cook County 
Sheriff's police were needed to reroute 
traffic, Commonwealth Edison Co. work- 
men had to remove electrical wire along 
the route, Illinois Bell Telephone Co. had 
to take down telephone wires, and offi- 
cials from tho Cook County Highway De- 
partment Insisted on being at the scene 
to moke sure no damage was done to the 
road. 


"I wouldn't have done it if the house 


would have cost more than $100," Stcp- 
henson sold. "But being a fireman I 
wanted the fire station to save the money 
and get their now fire station. Of course, 
the end motive is money in my pocket." 


Stcphenson already owned the 100-by 


300-foot site for the house, which ho esti- 
mates would cost about $12,000 today. Ho 
Mill pay $275 for new sanitary sewer 
hookups to tho house and an estimated 
$1,500 to have a well drilled. 


Hero is an itemized list of the moving 


costs: 


Mover's fee $0,000, Commonwealth 


Edison $1,024, Illinois Bell $271, Building 
permit $208. 


way the house can be lifted tho same 
distance at all points at the same time. 


WHEN IT'S READY for wheels, the 


house Is about five feet off the ground — 
2Mi feet of steel beams, 2tt feet of 
wheels. Frlcscn is a firm believer in tho 
three-point loading system: a tractor in 
the front and two sets of wheels at each 
corner in the rear. 


The work Is not over when the house 


gets to the new site. Once a new founda- 
tion Is poured, the movers return to low- 
er the house on the foundation. 


"The biggest problems are the regu- 


lations you've got to follow," Friesen 
said. "We let our clients arrange all 
that." 


To move a house in unincorporated 


Cook County, you have to have a permit. 
To get one, you must hire a licensed 
house mover, fill out on application 
downtown at tho county building, sub- 
mit legal descriptions and surveys of the 
sites and routo and pay a building permit 
fee of $200 or more, depending on the 
size of tho building. Villages and cities 
have their own house-moving ordinances. 


A mile route is nothing to Friesen. He 


has moved houses 600 miles along the 
west coast by barges; 250 miles by coun- 
try road. He has moved houses In the 
center of Chicago, detouring a lot more 
t r a f f i c than travels down Camp 
McDonald Road. He has moved four-sto- 
ry apartment buildings, grain elevators, 
and warehouses weighing 500 tons. 


"I've moved A & Ws where the people 


didn't want to stop business. So we gave 
them temporary hook-ups, went slow and 
kept them open all the time," he sold. 


THE MOST challenging building he's 


moved was a rotting, crumbling syna- 
gogue In Madison, WIs. 


"We do quite a lot of historical stuff. 


There ore very few firms that move the 
nearly Impossible but we fools do it," he 
said. "There's nothing Impossible if 
enough money Is available. You could 
even move the Empire State Building or 
tho Sears Tower." 


Back in the '50s and '60s, Friesen 


moved about 200 houses a year. In a 
good year, the number was 400. Now he's 
lucky If he gets 100 jobs Including mov- 
ing mobile classrooms and heavy ma- 
chinery. 


Friescn said he's not rich, but he 


makes a good living. He foresees a bet- 
ter future. "House moving wll come 
into Its own again in five or six years. 
Builders arc running short of material 
and the cost is going up, and we're hold- 
Ing our costs down by building better 
equipment," he sold. "Besides, there's 
always the Crosstown."

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Residents vole clown proposal 
North Shore may get junior college -- but don 9t bet on it

The North Shore has taken steps to 


form Its own junior college, but the odds 
seem to bo against that college becoming 
a reality. 


Three rcfcrondums to form a Junior 


college have been defeated by North 
Shore residents. The first two elections 
triggered the formation of Harper Col- 
lege In 1965 and Oakton Community Col- 
lege In 1069. Since residents of those dis- 
tricts, disappointed by the overwhelming 
no vote on the North Shore, reorganized 
and passed rcfcrendums for junior col- 
leges In their own communities. 


Now these two colleges arc being 


haunted by the post. Their plans for the 
future could be changed overnight by 
their North Shore neighbors next year 
when the state requires the North Shore 
to get In a junior college district. 


"What chagrins us and causes us con- 


cern," said Paul Gllson, chairman of the 
Oakton board of trustees, Is "we built 
our college with blood, money and effort 
and now areas that didn't vote with us 
havo a voice In our future." 


SEVKKAL PEOPLE active 
In the 


planning for a North Shore college, feel 
the reason for the defeat of the three rcf- 
ercndums hinges on the attitude towards 
education among North Shore residents 
and a common misunderstanding of tho 
rolo of a junior college. 


For years students on the North Shore 


have attended prestige schools often on 
tho cast coast, and have sought profes- 
sional careers, said Forrest Shccly, su- 
perintendent at Glonbrook High School 
on the North Shore. The families of 
many residents of the North Shore came 
from the East cost and feel the eastern 
schools are better, he said, but their atti- 
tude Is beginning to change. 


Although most North Shore residents 


arc well-educated and support education, 
they don't send tliclr children to junior 
colleges, according to Raymond Nelson 
who campaigned actively for tho de- 
feated rcfcrendums. 


"Many considered it a step down," 


said Nelson, now chairman of a citizen's 
committee at Oakton charged with so-

New college 
grants available 


Students planning to enter college for 


the first time this fall may be eligible for 
new federal Basic Educational Opportu- 
nity Grants now available from the U.S. 
Office of Education. 


Students who will be first year, full- 


time students this fall may apply by fill- 
Ing out an application form that will be 
used to determine how much their fami- 
lies will be expected to contribute to 
their education. Maximum grants will bo 
$1,400 minus the family contribution. 


Application forms have been dis- 


tributed by the Office of Education to 
college financial aid offices, high school 
guidance offices, post offices and state 
employment offices. They arc also avail- 
able by writing Box G, Iowa City, Iowa 
52240. 


According to the office of education, 


$122 million will be available under the 
program. Grants arc limited to one-half 
the cost of a year's education. Eligibility 
Is basal on family income, with families 
of four earning $11,000 a year being eli- 
gible. Families In special financial cir- 
cumstances may be eligible even If their 
Income is higher. 


Icctlng a campus site for the college. 
North Shore residents "just didn't have 
any concern for junior colleges, because 
the Image of a junior college was that of 
a small, insignificant school," he said. 


BILL SPAULDING, chairman of a citi- 


zens committee now Investigating the 
feasibility of a North Shore college, said 
"Times have changed, tho philosophy of 
a junior college has grown on people." 


Mrs. Wilma Podulka, member of the 


board of education at Glcnbrook agrees 
with Spaulding. "People arc beginning to 
understand community colleges. Kids are 
becoming more occupatlonally and vo- 
cationally minded," she said. 


But Mrs. Podulka still has doubts 


whether a referendum to form a college 
will be held. "It's too soon to tell," she- 


^sald. The possibility of holding a referen- 


dum for a North Shore college, "really 
hasn't been decided yet," she said. 


Spouldlng's committee Is now making 


a report on the feasibility of forming a 
North Shore college. If the report Is fa- 
vorable, committee members will go 
back to their communities to determine 
whether taxpayers arc ready to pass a 
referendum. 


WHETHER A referendum Is held will 


depend on the "willingness and response 
of tho people In the North Shore area. 
Unless there Is community Involvement 
there Is no point In spending money for a 
referendum," said Mrs. Podulka. 


The Indecision of the North Shore Is 


particularly vexing to Oakton. The Oak- 
ton district needs land for a permanent 
campus, has been looking at campus 
sites in the Glcnbrook district in North- 
field Township and has urged residents 
of Northfield to annex to the college. De- 
spite Oakton's plea, Northfield residents 
on a citizen's committee snld they want 
to form their own district In combination 
with other North Shore communities, 
chose annexation to Oakton as a second

five high school districts on the North 
Shore (shaded portion] and Steven- 
son Township (white portion) are as- 
signed to a junior college district. A 
new map will be made public by 
state officials Jan. I. 


alternative and rejected the option of an- 
nexing to Harper College. 


Formation of a North Shore college 


will "keep the North Shore group togeth- 
er" and allow residents to develop their 
"own concept of education," said Spauld- 
Ing. Annexation to another college would 
mean "breaking of traditional tics with 
the North Shore," he sold, and make 
Northfield "a small fish in a big pond." 


ACCORDING TO THE report by the 


Northfield citizens committee, the com- 
mittee rejected annexation to Harper be- 
cause Harper's district Is too large. Lec- 
tures are held at the college with more 
than 100 students In a class committee 
members said. The committee said It 
wants a small college on the North Shore 
with an enrollment of about 2,000 to 3,000 
students. 


Jcssalyn Nlcklas, chairman of the 


Harper board of trustees, said Harper 
has the highest class size of any other 
junior college In the state and "we 
planned It that way." The large lecture 
classes are taught in combination with 
small discussion groups, she said. This 
method saves on Instructional costs giv- 
ing Harper "the most for the money and 
the greatest utilization of space." 


One reason the committee said It de- 


cided against annexation to Oakton f«i a 
first choice Is the college's "Image prob- 
lem" which is "based on Its struggle 
over land acquisition." 


"Oakton tried to acquire certain land 


for a campus and found reslstpnce on the 


part of residents," said Spaulding. 
"Their Image becomes a little tarnished 
because they look like they aren't want- 
ed. If Oakton had a Harper-like In- 
stitution, it would be an advantage to an- 
nex," he said. 


"That reveals their lack of under- 


standing what is happening here," said 
Nelson, chairman of the Oakton com- 
mittee. "Academically Oakton's program 
is on a level with Harper's," he said, 
"Good programs don't have to go on in a 
fancy building." 


THE NORTHFIELD committee saw 


two more advantages to forming their 
own district. A new district would mean 
an election for a board of trustees and 
Northfield would have a good chance of 
getting Its representatives on the board 
. immediately. A new district would also 
mean new programs, buildings, faculty 
and administrative staff and North Shore 
residents would have a voice in the oper- 
ation of the school from the beginning. 


In making their decision, the North 


Shore committee weighed some apparent 
disadvantages to forming their own col- 
lege. Creation of a new college district, 
with a new campus, faculty, and instruc- 
tional equipment, will probably be more 
costly than annexation to an existing dis- 
trict where staff and facilities are oper- 
ating. 


Creation of a new district also would 


mean a delay in use of the college. It 
takes time to elect a board of trustees, 
find a campus, hire an instructional and 
administrative staff and develop a pro- 
gram of courses. 


But some officials at Oakton Commu- 


nity College have said North Shore resi- 
dents overlooked some advantages of an- 
nexing to Oakton. 


OAKTON HAS the highest tax revenue 


per capita in the state, said Paul Gilson, 
chairman of the Oakton board of 
trustees. "Our growth Is in tax revenue," 
because the assessed valuation of the dis- 
trict Is going up but student enrollments 
in elementary and secondary schools are 
going down, he said. If the North Shore 
annexed to Oakton, it would share the 
district's "tremendous tax revenue po- 
tential," said Gllson. 


A North Shore college would also be at 


a disadvantage when they ask for funds 
to build a campus Gllson said. State 
money Is distributed on a first come first 
serve basis and colleges must wait in 
line to receive state funds. Oakton is 
near the top of the priority list, said Gil- 
son, and a North Shore college would 
take its place at the end of the line. With 
Inflation "it will cost them more and 
more money to build a campus," he said. 


A North Shore college would have diffi- 


culty getting approval of its career pro- 
p in- • aid OP nn. The state often docs 
not allow neighboring colleges to offer 
the snme programs. 


Students who want to enter a specific 


field of study may have to attend another 
school and ask their own college to p'ay 
their out-of-dlstrict tuition. By the time 
the North Shore builds Its college, most 
career programs will already be offered 
by Harper or Oakton, he said. 


GILSON DOUBTS whether Gov. Daniel 


Walker's administration, which is trying 
to cut back state expenses, would ap- 
prove a campus for the North Shore. Gil- 


son said he isn't sure the state "would 
agree to fund two campuses if there is a 
logic to form a single campus for the 
area," especially when campuses are go- 
ing for about $15 million these days. 


Meanwhile, Harper and Oakton are 


waiting. Both colleges are going ahead 
with their long range plans, keeping in 
mind that the direction of the colleges 
could be changed if a referendum falls 
and the North Shore joins their districts. 


North Shore students are waiting, too, 


and some are Impatient. One student in 
the Glenbrook High School district wants 
to attend a junior college, to become a 
registered nurse. She has been turned 
down by neighboring colleges because 
their nursing programs ore filled with in- 
district students. 


In desperation, she wrote to her state 


representative, asking for help. Her let- 
ter is typical of the problems many North 
Shore students are facing. She wrote, 
"As other programs in school curricu- 
lums become as popular as the nursing 
programs, there eventual y will be those, 
who like myself, living where we do, will 
become equally vexed and disenchanted

NATIONAL SELECTED MORTICIAN* 
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Luther's inner search gave birth to a religion 


by LOUIS CASSELS 


The Lutheran churches of the world — 


and indeed the whole Protestant Refor- 
mation — grew out of one man's tortured 
search for an inner sense of peaco with 
Cod. 


The man was an Augustinlan monk 


named Martin Luther, who taught thoo- 
logy at Germany's famous University of 
Wittenberg in the 16th Century. He is ono 
human being who can legitimately bo 
said to have changed the course of his- 
tory. 


Luther was obsessed as a young friar 


with his own slnfulness. He undertook 
rigorous acts of penance to make his soul 
and body as obedient to God as he felt 
they should bo. But no matter how many 
hours ho spent in prayer and fasting, or 
In "mortification of the flesh," wearing a 
hair shirt next to his skin, he never felt 
he had succeeded in making himself 
good enough to deserve God's love and 
forgiveness. 


THEN ONE DAY, while reading the 


Scriptures, Luther came upon St. Paul's 
statement that men are saved not by 
striving after goodness, but simply 
through the mercy of a gracious God. 


According to Luther, man Is "Justl- 


fled" — I.e., made right with God - not 
by religious works, but solely through 
faith In God's freely given love, mani- 
fested to humanity In and through Jesus 
Christ. 


This Is the celebrated doctrine of "jus- 


tification by faith," a theological key- 
stone of Luthcranlsm — and all Protes- 
tantism. 


To It, Luther soon allied another basic 


doctrine, which ho found in the pages of 
the Bible. Luthor named the doctrine 
"sola scriptura." The Latin means that 
the Bible atone Is sufficient guide to all 
the truth any man noes for salvation, 
cardinal principle of Lutheran and Pro- 
testant teaching. 


LUTIIEK HAD NO Intention, original- 


ly, of breaking with Rome and founding 
n new church. Ho wanted to share his 
new-found Insights with the world — and 
was naively surprised when the Pope of 
Homo disagreed with his argument that 
tho Bible takes precedence over papal 
authority. 


Relations between Luther and Popo 


Leo X worsened when Luther found him- 
self compelled by conscience to denounce 
the then widespread selling of papal "in- 
dulgences" which wore to remit part of a 
sinner's punishment In purgatory. Leo 
was then saving indulgences monies to 
complete the magnificent church he was 
building in Rome (the present St. Pe- 
ter's). 


Ho tried to silence Luther with warn- 


Ings and threats. Finally, ho ex- 
communicated the troublesome monk. 
On Dec. 10, 1S20, at Wittenberg, Luther 
p u b l i c l y burned the bull of ex- 
communication. Tho Protestant Refer- 
nation — and tho Lutheran Church — 
wero born that memorable day. 


WITHIN HIS OWN lifetime, Luther 


saw churches bearing his namo flower 
throughout a large part of Germany and 
Scandinavia. These Nordic lands remain 
tho center of Lutheran strength, and ac- 
count today for about two-thirds of the 75 
million Lutherans, tho largest worldwide 
Protestant family. 


During tho 10th Century German and 


Scandinavian immigrants to America 
brought with them the particular ex- 
pression of Luthoranlsm they had known 
in their homelands. Tho main difference 
between them was language, each group 
holding services In Its native tongue. A 
Danish Lutheran would havo felt entirely 
at home with tho theological doctrine of 
n German Lutheran church — If he could 
have understood tho sermons. 


Time and the melting pot of American- 


ization have largely eradicated these old 
differences. Services are now conducted 
In English and contemporary Lutheran 
congregations Include millions of Ameri- 
cans with no ancestral tics to Germany 
or Scandinavia. 


MOREOVER, a scries of mergers has 


drastically reduced the proliferation of 
Lutheran bodies. Most of America's 8 
million Lutherans now aro associated 
with three strong national denominations 
— tho Lutheran Church in America, the 
American Lutheran Church and tho Lu- 
theran Church — Missouri Synod. 


The former Is tho most liberal, on theo- 


logical and social issues, but the adjec- 
tive b relative. Compared to many Pro- 
testant denominations, the Lutheran 
Church in America is a bastion of Chris- 
tian orthodoxy as Martin Luther taught 
it. 


The most conservative major Lutheran 


body is the Missouri Synod, also the larg- 
est. "Missouri," as it is known among' 
Lutherans, is currently greatly divided, 
perhaps even to the brink of schism, by 
controversy between rigorous fundamen- 
talists who insist on the "plenary in- 
spiration and verbal inerrancy" of the 
Bible, and those who cannot accept the 
idea that God personally dictated the 
choice of every single word and sentence 
in the Scriptures. 


LIKE ANGELICANS and Catholics, 


Lutherans believe in what theologians 
call the "real presence" — that is, Christ 
is not merely symbolically, but really, if 
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mystically, present in the bread and 
wine which is consecrated as His body 
and blood. This belief gives a high de- 
gree of solemnity and importance to 
Holy Communion service. 


Lutherans venerate saints mentioned 


in the Bible, and often name churches in 
their honor, but do not accept any saint 
canonized after the biblical era. Thus 
you may find a Lutheran Church of St. 
John or St Paul or St Thomas, but not 
St Francis or St. Augustine. The Virgin 
Mary is venerated as St. Mary, but Lu- 
therans do not cotton to the Catholic 
practice of calling her "Mother of God." 


Confession of sins normally Is a public, 


corporate act — a regular part of each 
worship service. But any Luthern with a 
burdened conscience may ask for the op- 
portunity to make private confession to a 
pastor. 


Lutheran churches have brought to its 


highest stage of development that great 
American folk custom, the parish sup- 
per. The excellence of Lutheran church 
suppers is appropriate to a denomination 
bearing the name of Martin Luther, who 
yielded to no one in his love of good food. 
But it probably owes less .to Luther's 


tastes than to the cultural tradition of 
good cooking that has long prevailed 
and, thank Heaven, prevails yet, among 
women of German aid Scandinavian de-

When a woodchuck Is spotted In 
some distant meadow the boat Is 
beached and the fisherman — now 
turned hunter — makes his stalk. 


Most floaters who combine fishing 


with crow hunting wait until they hear 
crows, then beach their boat, find some 
good cover, and call the crows In with a 
hand caller. It pays too, to use the caller 
occasionally while floating along, be- 
cause any crow In hearing range will 
likely respond.

ing trip be sure that you will not be vio- 
lating any conservation laws, nnd also be 
careful not to trespass on posted lands.

Bicycles have gained a new acceptance

covered that bicycling Is a great means 
of exercise and a way to see some gor- 
geous country at the same time. 


Wisconsin, with its thousands of miles 


of hard-surfaced back country roads, 
might well be considered a "bicyclist's 
dream." On the roads which were dedi- 
cated as the Wisconsin Blkeway in 1966, 
bicyclists can be assured of very light 
automobile and commercial traffic, near- 
by towns for rest, refreshment and rela- 
xation, and scenery that reflects an ear- 
lier era. 


The statewide bicycle route runs from 


LaCross to Kenosha and covers a 300 
mile stretch that Is characterized by eth- 
nic settlements and country charm. 
Along the way, biking tourists will find

tourist rooms, youth hostel accom- 
modations, as well as fine motels and 
hotels. 


The bikeway can be divided Into five 


convenient sections about GO miles each. 
Starting in LaCrosse and ending in Ke- 
nosha, the major trails are the Coulee 
Railroad Trail, from LaCrosse to EIroy;

Too little 
oil can cause overheating, detonation 
and accelerated wear, while too much 
oil can result in fouled plugs, loss of 
power and hard starting. 


Check the gearcase for proper lub- 


ricant level. 


If you are the owner of a brand new 


outboard, remember that the breaking-ln 
period is Important Run the engine at 
about half throttle for the first hour. Ev- 
ery few minutes during this period, open 
the throttle slowly to full, hold it there 
for a minute or so, then throttle back to 
half. 


By keeping an eye on that engine, you 


can eliminate a lot of needless head- 
aches. But no matter how conscientious 
an owner may be about maintenance, he 
may experience hard starting at times, 
due to overchoking. One cause of this 
malady is when the engine Is tilted up 
for trailering or launching. 


Extra fuel may enter the carburetor, 


so it Is a good idea to disconnect the fuel 
line whenever the engine Is not in use. 
Overchoking can also result when the 
fuel tank is exposed to the blistering sun 
which can build up enough pressure in 
the tark to override the float needle. 


By following these suggestions you'll 


not only have quick starts and smooth 
running this season, but for many sea- 
sons to come.

Electric charge to brain changes mating habits, prof finds

IIAMDEN, Coni\. <UPI) - When psy- 


cnology professor Cornelius C. Meyer 
snys chicks can be lurned on and olf 
sexually, he means just that. 


Moycr, a 30-year-old professor at Quln- 


nlplac College, has found that shooting a 
charge of electricity Into the brain of a 
baby chick can change Its mating pat- 
tern. 


The charge Is aimed so It will destroy 


a specific part of the brain, he said. The 
chick's sexual behavior can then be mod- 
ified through sex hormones. 


Meyer's findings ucre the result of a 


study to determine how the brain In- 
fluences sexual experience and how ear- 
ly sexual experience affects the devel- 
o p m c n t of the b r a i n circuit. 


BY USING a radioactive clement In 


the hormone, Meyer was able to trace 
Iho pattern of sexual behavior In the 
brain cells. 


The research may enable those treat- 


Ing mental illness to have a better under- 
standing of the troubles afflicting their 
patients, he said. The study also may 
provide clues to the development of 
scxuallity In humans, he said. 


Assisted by his wife Olita, also a psy- 


chology graduate, and a staff of four, 
Meyer Is now engaged in the second 
phase of the federally funded project-to 
Identify sexual behavior "as a function of 
the Interaction between the brain circuit 
and early sexual experience." 


THE PATTERN of the hormones has 


enabled Meyer to compare brain circuits 
In male chicks which have mated and 
those which have not. 


"The suggestion has been that animals 


with an early history of copulation would 
have a differently developed brain cir- 
cuit than those with no experience," 
Meyer says. 


The Doctor Says

The Qulnnlplac College professor says 


he believes that brain cells originally are 
quite plastic and amenable to the in- 
fluences of early experience. 


"The way we treated sexual behavior 


in the past had been to look at it as if 
one was born cither a male or a female 
and sexual behavior developed automati- 
cally," ho said. 


"But I think there are a number of 


avallables which influence this devel- 
opment," Meyer said. 


MEYER HOPES the project will lead 


to an answer to "what kind of external 
controls make a male a male, and a fe- 
male a female." 


Sexual behavior, Meyer said, like all 


other behavior patterns Including learn- 
ing, Is something which develops. 


"We don't come into the world with 


everything set out for us," he said. 


Studies have found that the brain Is 


quite plastic but it is not definitely 
known how long it remains flexible. 


"That's why the Importance of deter- 


mining how sexual experience in the ear- 
ly stage of life affects brain devel- 
opment," he said. 


MEYER, WHO holds a master's de- 


gree from Connecticut College and a doc- 
torate in psychology from the University 
of Waterloo, Ont., says he expects to 
complete his study within the next two 
years. 


Meyer said he is unable at this point to 


say whether the research will aid In the 
Sreatment of sexual deviants. But he 
said, the research could prove helpful in 
the treatment of mental Illness by throw- 
Ing "more light on male and female 
sexuality."

All 
was fine until we were airborne, then 
came the bombing of smokers so bad 
that I had to use the oxygen to help me 
breathe, but seeing me struggle to 
breathe, a man across said, "Can I help 
you," as he blew a cloud of smoko into 
my face which almost made me die. 


To mako the story short, I had to 


spend two weeks In the hospital after the 
trip In t ic airplane. I was und»r oxygen 
for 12 hours so my lungs could breathe 
on their own. I have cancer all over and 
my lungs arc now getting bad. Why 
couldn't I have enjoyed my first and 
maybe my last trip? Tell this to the 
people who smoke In the planes, please. 


Dear Header — Your point Is well tak- 


en. Even dividing tho planes Into smok- 
ing and no smoking sections doesn't 
eliminate tho real hazard that individ- 
uals with medical problems have during 
air travel. In fact, If you're In tho row 
just in front of the smoking section the 
smoke from the scats behind you will 
drift up directly to your area. 


I just can't bcllcvo that people who 


smoke appreciate how they are In- 
fringing on other people's rights, and 
even their health. Your case Is a good 


example. There arc a number of people 
who travel by air who have medical 
problems, such ns asthma or severe al- 
lergies, who simply cannot tolerate to- 
bacco smoke. One individual's freedom 
should stop where the other person's be- 
gins. The right to breathe clean air dur- 
ing public transportation Is surely where 
the next person's freedom begins. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I have a bone out of 


place in tho upper part of my back. I've 
had tills for over n year, and it never 
gave me very much trouble before. Ono 
time I stretched with my arm over my 
head and I got a sharp pain In my chest 
that went up to my car. I felt dijzy, 
weak, and nauseated, and short of 
breath. I'm only 18 and I've just de- 
scribed a heart attack. I'm 5 feet 6 
inches tall and I weigh 126. Could this 
have been caused by the bone being out 
of place? 


Dear Reader — I hate to disillusion 


you, but you have not "just described a 
heart attack." You have described a set 
of non-specific symptoms, all in the ball 
park of an Impending faint. Causes for 
fainting arc innumerable. Tills Includes 
ovorbrcathlng, pain, and even psychic in- 
fluences. 


Heart attacks arc not very often asso- 


ciated with sharp pains. These arc more 
often musculo-skclctal. You may indeed 
have a cramped muscle which can ctwe 
pain referred to other parts of the body. 
Pain in the back or muscles along the 
spine can cause pain In the front of tile 
chest. 


If you continue to have symptoms, let 


a doctor decide what the diagnosis Is, but 
I would like to reassure you that your 
symptoms arc not those of a heart at- 
tack.

Lear develops 
butteiy charger 


RENO, Nov. (UPI ) - Inventor-Indus- 


trialist William Lear, who has put mil- 
lions Into a vapor engine for automobiles, 
has come up with a new invention — a 
battery charger that he says will re- 
charge a battery for an automobile, 
truck, tractor or boat in 10 minutes. The 
device already Is in production and will 
be marketed through automobile and 
machinery equipment dealers. It will sell 
for $276 to $298. 


LEARN ELECTROLYSIS 
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Radiologists at Duke University medi- 


cal Center here reviewed the x-ray stud- 
ies of 52 young patients who had swal- 
lowed kerosene and noticed a double 
fluid level In 22 youngsters' stomachs 
which led them to a laboratory ex- 
periment that may provide an answer to 
the medical puzzler. 


Drs. Richard H. Daffner and John P. 


Jlmlnez poured three-fifths of a pint of 
water into a plastic bag shaped like 
a stomach and then added kerosene in 
one-fourth teaspoon amounts (1 mlllill- 
ter.). They radiographed the bag In an 
upright position In front of a phantom 
abdomen after adding each amount and 
found that the x-ray study revealed a 
double fluid level (oil atop water) when 
l'/i teaspoons had been added. 


They recommend giving patients who 


have swallowed kerosene a large glass of 
water prior to x-ray examination to help 
show tho double fluid level on the devel- 
oped film so that proper treatment can 
be given.

million yean, so I will tell you. Tho 
primary key Is, of all things, money. 


I know that Is hard to believe, but 


that's what the magazine says: 


What we have here then is on apparent 


conflict between psychology and philoso- 
phy. 


Philosophers have been telling us for 


years that money can't buy happiness. 
Yet the surveys Indicate money is essen- 
tial to achieve the psychological stale 
universality defined as happiness. 


Puzzled about this, I called up my 89- 


year-old father, who bos studied at the 
feet of Glenn Turner, Bltlio Sol Estcs 
and other contemporary philosophers. 


"THERE'S NO contradiction," my fa- 


ther said. "It's simply a question of 
which came first — the money or the 
happiness? 


"It Is still valid to affirm that money 


can't buy happiness. But happiness can 
procure money. 


"The psychological traits associated 


with happiness — a sunny disposition, op- 
timistic outlook and so forth — also tend 
to promote economic \\cll-belng. 


"In other words, a person may not be 


happy because he has money, but he 
may have money because he Is happy." 


"Turning this around, it is generally 


assumed persons In poverty areas are 
unhappy because they are poor. Actual- 
ly, however, they may be poor because 
they are unhappy." 


I THANKED my father for clearing 


this up for me. And now I finally under- 
stand what has been wrong with the U.S. 
foreign old program all these years. 


We made the mistake of trying to help 


underdeveloped countries prosper by giv- 
ing them financial assistance. Which ex- 
plains why little progress was achieved 
and why some countries resent American 
aid. 


Instead of sending them money, we 


should have been sending them smile 
buttons and "Have A Nice Day" bumper 
stickers. 


Make people happy and the money will 


take care of Itself.

character studies of guest stars. The re- 
sult is a series which tells tales that are 
pretty much universal, with the western 
setting merely a backsrop. 


Because Matt Dillon (Jim Arness) was 


the symbol of violence, he's become al- 
most a part-time performer. Katzman 
says the current formula is to focus on 
the marshal perhaps six or eight times 
during the season. In the others, he's 
very light, although he's always present 
to some degree. 


"Then we have a few Kitty shows, 


some Doc shows, some Festus shows, a 
couple of Newly shows," Katzman says. 


Fortunately for Arness, this corre- 


sponds with his own wishes. He can 
spend more time off the set than on and 
that's the way he wants it. 


KATZMAN SAYS the show pushes 


heavy on the first few programs each 
season to recapture its audience and 
fight the stiff competition of the new 
shows. So the first four or five are big 
and expensive, usually shot on location. 


"To balance our budget," he says, "we 


do a few 'bottle' shows — that's our word 
for programs which are inexpensive and 
require only small sets. That way, we 
come out even at the end of the season — 
at least, that's what we strive for." 


The show has survived one major cast 


change, one major illness and the va- 
garies of public taste for almost two dec- 
ades. It looks like it can go on for a few 
more.

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Bobby Fischer's contribution to the game can't be measured 


Success In America may have its 


ironies: especially if your name Is Bobby 
Fischer. 


Although a legend for more than a dec* 


ado, Bobby only earned a moderate In- 
come at best. His professional tifo fea- 
tured continual conflicts with chess 
promoters and organizers. Once ho for- 
feited an important match over sched- 
uling disputes. 


Ho lost a chance to become world 


champion four years earlier than he did 
because of another quarrel over sched- 
uling. Ho had bitter struggles tourna- 
ment after tournament over playing con- 
ditions. (His latter efforts have set high- 
er standards for grandmaster tourna- 
ments and are appreciated by Fischer's 
colleagues). 


NOW, AS WORLD champion, he con 


command literally millions of dollars in 
income If be wishes. He can have his 
demands for playing conditions satisfied 
down to the last detail. He Is the Idol ant! 
scapegoat of tens of millions of Ameri- 
cans who witnessed his escapades before 
and in Iceland and his relentless batter- 
ing of Boris Spassky both off and on the 
board. His foibles, his future matches, 
his refusal to garner a fortune (so far) 
ore topics for articles, stories and gossip. 


Yet his essential accomplishment has 


not been fully appreciated: his extraor- 
dinary performance at the chessboard In 
Reykjavik. Although everyone knows 
that he defeated Spassky, few appreciate 
the magnificence of his effort. Fischer's 


second, Father William Lombardy, aptly 
described one aspect of bis achievement 
when he observed while the match was 
in progress that, "This is the most ex- 
citing chess played In a world champion- 
ship match since the days of Steinitz." 


According to some newspaper ac- 


counts, Bobby is now withdrawn, depr- 
essed and not on top of the latest devel- 
opments in world chess. Is Fischer suf- 
fering a natural letdown after achieving 
his lifelong dream and raison d'etre? 
Bent Larsen, the Danish Grandmaster, 
has suggested that Fischer is still affect- 
ed, perhaps irrevocably, by the strain of 
the events of last summer. 


Spassky himself, although visibly re- 


covered according to observers, con- 
fesses to still being depressed by his own 
defeat in Reykjavik. 


BOBBY'S SITUATION is different, of 


course. After all, he was the winner. But 
his role was even more trended; he was 
perhaps even more subject to extremes 
of emotion and tension. 


It Is most unfortunate that Fischer ex- 


cites such relentless curiosity. It seems 
he will always be in the public eye. He 
will undoubtedly be forced over and over 
again to relive some of the more sensa- 
tional and unpleasant aspects of his past 
as well as have the slightest details of 
his private life subjected to scrutiny and 
Inference. 


Such sketchy information as recent re- 


ports have been based on can furnish no 
more than a fleeting impression of limit- 
ed validity. Those who took for Fischer 
to withdraw completely from the chess 
world had best remind themselves that 
he has refuted such predictions in the 
past. He has always returned to chess to 
take up play at an even higher level the 
phrase "Fischer Fear" refers not to Fis- 
cher's own fear of taking up the chess 
gauntlet but to the psychological state of 
bis opponents when they face the terrify- 
ing (to them) vitality and health, the su- 
perhuman force that Bobby Fischer Pre- 
sents at the chessboard.

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Memorable visit to birthplace of baseball 
History unfolds in charming Cooperstown 


ITS A STEP AWAY from the con- 


fusing bustle of our times, a step back- 
ward into a calmer era. 


It's the green hills of author James 


F e n l m o r e Cooper's leather-stocking 
country. 


It's the tree-laden summits surround- 


ing mirror-like Lake Otsego, crowning a 
sense of pastoral beauty which, a centu- 
ry before, had been justly celebrated In 
Cooper's famous talcs of Natty Bumpo, 
f) the copper-skinned Uncas and Chin- 
gachgook. 


It's the birthplace of baseball, home of 


the Hall of Fame, and that's what drew 
the Frisk family there on the trip home 
from a New England vacation. 


Cooperslown, N.Y., was everything I 


had hoped It would be — and more. As 
someone Involved In the business of 
sports, I had heard about this small vil- 
lage nestled In upper New York State 
and wanted to make It part of some va- 
cation. That chance came this summer. 


B a s e b a l l ' s birthplace is an In- 


corporated village of 3,000, situated In 
the east-central part of New York State, 
about 200 miles northwest of New York 
City. It lies on a line between Albany and 
Buffalo, although barely sixty miles due 
west of the state capital. 


Like almost all villages, Coopcrstown's 


life and commerce revolve around Main 
Street, and the streets leading Into this 
business center are quiet, placid with 
neat, white houses nestling behind the 
elms, mnplcs and oaks.. 


The Cooperstown man who touched 


most lives — In fact, exerted more in- 
fluence indirectly rn the folklore of our 
country and others than perhaps any oth- 
er one American — was Abner Double- 
day. 


II was Doubteday who In 1839 made 


radical and pioneering changes to what 
had been called "town ball," a game 
wlth.no limit to the number of pla>ers 
on a side and, as a result. • game of 
chaos. 


The side remained at bat until every- 


body was out on a fly, a catch on first 
bounce or being hit with a thrown ball 
while running bases. In some inter- 
pretations, whenever a side made three 
home runs, the entire side was allowed 
to bnt around again until everybody was 
out. The distance between bases was not 
always the same. 


Doublcdoy wonted to simplify and or- 


ganize to make the game more inter- 
esting. 


Ho devised a diamond with bases equi- 


distant, limited the sides to 11 players, 
ruled that putouts could bo made by 
throwing to a fielder covering a base, or 
tagging a runner. 


After laying out the first field, the 20- 


year-old Doubleday explained his game 
of baseball In other parts of Coopers- 
town and at schools. He was an Invcntcr 
and a crusader. 


Doubleday soon had other responsi- 


bilities. He was appointed to the U.S. 
Military Academy at West Point, gradu- 
ating In 1042. He served in the Mexican 
and Civil Wars and as a captain fired the 
first gun on the Union side in the Civil 
War, defending Fort Sumtcr. 


Although the war separated Double- 


day from his game of baseball, it did 
Iwlp nationalize the sport. The game be- 
came a way to pass time for war prison- 
ers In Southern concentrations. Young 
men from all sections of the country 
played baseball with their captors watch- 
ing from the sidelines. 


The origins of baseball are necessarily 


of abstract and gradual nature, but It Is 
known that baicbnll was played In Coop- 
erstown and that Doubleday's changes 
with the town games helped put some 
needed organization Into what now Is 
called our national pasttlme. 


Doubleday Field Is located on Coop- 


crstown's Main Street. The Village Board 
of Trustees transformed the erstwhile 
pasture, where Doubleday and his 
friends first played baseball in 1830, into 
a ball park of major league specifica- 
tions In the 1930s. 


You can't help but look at the ground 


when you stop at the field, ground as 
deeply hallowed to baseball as Kitty 
Hawk, N.C. is to aviation. You pass 
through the Imposing stone gateway, 
past a circular memorial of while pillars, 
and Into a modern stadium seating 8,000 
with grandstand and bleachers encircling 
the entire arena. 


It's only a short walk from Doubleday 


Field to the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame and Museum.

village about three miles from Coop- 
erstown found an ancient trunk in his at- 
tic. It bad been stored there untouched 
for generations, and In the dust-covered 
trunk they found a ball. 


The ball was undersized, misshapen 


and obviously home made. The cover 
had been torn open, revealing a stuffing 
of cloth. It had a stitched cover and 
there was no doubt after additional ex- 
amination of the trunk that the ball be- 
longed to Abner Graves, a friend of 
Doubleday. 


The discovery of the relic added color 


to the belief that the game originated in 
Cooperstown and the idea was conceived 


to put on exhibit the ball and other base- 
ball objects. 


The Hall of Fame was dedicated on 


June 12,1939. There's nothing pretentious 
about the building, but that's the way It 
should be. Years of baseball history un- 
fold as you travel through the museum. 


Historic baseball equipment of all 


types — both ancient and modern — is 
on display. There are actual lockers of 
several Hall of Famers, Including Babe 
Ruth and Lou Gehrlg, and many famous 
trophies. 


One room Is devoted exclusively to me- 


mentos of Ruth's career, and you can 
listen to the recorded voice of the Bam- 


bino as you study the exhibits. Unfortu- 
nately, there were mechanical problems 
when we visited, and the Babe sounded 
like Bugs Bunny. 


The uniforms and equipment of many 


of baseball's immortals, as well as an 
authentic reproduction of an 1876 uni- 
form, are on display. 


The Hall of Fame remains up-to-date. 


They had the hat worn by California's 
Nolan Ryan and the ball used for the 
final out in his second no-hitter this sum- 
mer, and they were on display two days 
after the mound masterpiece. 


The National Baseball Library is a 


storehouse of the game's history and 
folklore. Motion pictures, television and 
tape recordings recreate the most ex- 


citing moments in the sport's colorful 
history. 


It's the actual Hall of Fame room that 


overwhelms any baseball fan. The room 
occupies a separate wing of the Museum 
and Is constructed of brick and steel with 
pillars of marble supporting the lolty 
ceiling. The plaque of each of the im- 
mortalized players occupies a niche in 
one of the alcoves in the shrine, and sky 
domes and special lighting Illuminate the 
details ot the base-relief plaques. 


Upon entering the gallery, you ex- 


perience an unusual feeling. There's a 
hush of solemnity when confronted with 
the scene. For someone who has any 
feeling for sport, for tradition, for base- 
ball history, it's a very memorable mo- 
ment.

From a standpont of participation, 


baseball is essentially a small-town 
game. Big-city attendance enables tho 
sport to operate as a big business, but so 
many players grow up in country vil- 


The tourist from a bigger city viewing 


Cooperstown for the first time may re- 
gard the village as quaint, neat and dif- 
ferent, but to the majority of baseball 
players, making the trip to the shrine for 
the first time, it is something else. It is a 
nostalgic duplication of earlier surround- 
ings. 


Cooperstown, the birthplace of base- 


ball, has retained the serenity of the vil- 
lage founded almost 200 years ago. Ab- 
ner Doubleday would be proud of his 
hometown. 
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Arlington man donates 
painting to Hall of Fame 


Many oil paintings by famous 


artists aro on display at the Na- 
tional Baseball Hall of Fame and 
Museum In Cooperstown, N. Y., 
including a work by Kenneth 
Adams that was donated by an 
Arlington Heights man. 


"Tho On Deck Circle," dls- 


played on the second floor, was 
presented to the Hall of Fame In 
1972 by Lawrence Hogrcfc, 633 S. 
Beverly, Arlington Heights. 


"Ken Adams was my step-fa- 


ther," Hogrcfc said this week. 
"He died about six years ago and 
my mother died a year ago. I In- 
herited the painting, and it really 
belongs In some public place be- 
cause of its size. My mother and 
I had talked about it before her 
death, and we worked through a 
gallery in Albuquerque, N. M., 
and the Hall of Fame. They were 
quite happy to have it in Coop- 
erstown." 


Kenneth Adams, who painted 


"The On Deck Circle," was an 
artist all his life and the last liv- 
ing member of the Taos Society 
of Artists, a group of famous art- 
ists from the early 1900s who 
were mainly easterners who 
moved west. Adams came to 


New Mexico In the 1920s. 


"My step-father's first love af- 


ter art was athletics, mainly 
baseball," says Hogrefe, a direc- 
tor of marketing research for a 
Chicago firm and an Arlington 
Heights resident for 12 years. 
"The picture itself is of a black 
baseball player and a white bat- 
boy, and it just seems to capture 
so much more than just a player 
waiting to come to bat." 


Hogrefe has not had a chance 


to visit the Hall of Fame since he 
presented the picture but hopes 
to make a visit this year. 


Norman Rockwell's painting, 


"Tho Umpires," Is also displayed 
in a prominent place in the Hall 
of Fame. The original painting 
that hangs in the Museum cap- 
tures the spirit of baseball. The 
scene Is old ICbtets Field in 
Brooklyn; it is the sixth inning, 
the Dodgers are behind — and it 
is raining. Will the game contin- 
ue? Rockwell magnificently re- 
creates the drama of that mo- 
ment. 


In addition to the paintings by 


famous artists In the Hall of 
Fame, there are also hundreds of 
photographs on display. 


THE WORLD-FAMOUS National Baseball Hall of Fame 
and Museum was dedicated in Cooperstown, N. Y., on 
Juna 12, 1939. Cooperstown was selected because it is 
recognized at the birthplace of baseball. The Hall of 


Fame is open seven days a week from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
May I through Oct. 31 and 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Nov. I 
through April 30. Admission rates are $1.50 for adults 
and 40 cents for children 7 to 15.

DearMr. (Ed)Dodd, 


I read and highly recommend your out- 


door tips ("Mark Trail") every day. On 
July 24, your outdoor tip on refrigerator 
shclfs made me take exception. 


Per 1969 printing of Boy Scouts of 


America's Camping Merit Badge Book, 
page 81: 


Don't use refrigerator shelves as bar- 


becue grills. The problem is the possi- 
bility of food poisoning If the plating of 
the refrigerator shelf contains cadmium. 


The practice of plating refrigerator 


shelves with cadmium was discontinued 
sometime ago (as long as 15 years). 
However, It Is not possible for a Scout to 
determine just how old a refrigerator 
shelf is, nor can he tell what the element 
is that covers the shelf. That's why wo 
strongly recommend that refrigerator 
shelves not be used as barbecue grills. 


Ed, I think they're worried about food 


that could be placed in direct contact 
with the grill for cooking and not pots 
and pans. But because the grill is usually 
made with small openings between tho 
rods, someone could fry something on it 
and get into trouble. 


The cloth sack for carrying Is a must 


— that many people don't think about. 


Keep up the good outdoor tips because 


we use many of them at our Scout meet- 
Ing.

Pro racing had Its heyday during the 


Twenties and Thirties at places like the 
Now York Velodrome. "During the 
month of August," said Peden, "If you 
didn't get there early, you didn't get a 
seat." 


That meant 29,000 hearty lunged parti- 


sans for bike racing In a town that fea- 
tured baseball seven days per week at 
tho Polo Grounds and Yankee Stadium. 
Other distractions were pro boxing and 
wrestling, great in their own right. 


During the Thirties, at least one dozen 


pro circuit riders were grossing over 
$20,000 per year with a few making about 
$50,000. Pcdcn's best campaign was 
$35,000 In 1934. 


The sport died an almost Instant death 


around World War II. It's true that mili- 
tary service absorbed the nation's best 
young men. But good reasons for rac- 
ing's demise don't stop there. 


Like any sport, bicycle racing must 


be promoted. There are "his and outs" 
that must be mastered by experts 
Without promoters, 
you've 
got 
no 


publicity or event. 


Racing's biggest 
pre-war 
hustlers 


were John M. Chapmnn and Willie 
Spencer. Both faded away about 1937-38. 
Chapman was sidelined by a heart at- 
tack. Spencer, says Peden, "spent a 
little more money than he had a couple 
times. That doesn't work." 


The money was there, but bad public 


relations and Inexperienced promoters 
kept the sport from making a success- 
ful post-war comeback. 


Professionals tried a rebirth this past 


May In Los Angeles* "It was a flop," 
Peden says bluntly. It flopped so badly, 
that a June date In Milwaukee was can- 
celled. 


There had been August dates for Det- 


roit and Toronto but those are now 
doubtful. Further pro meets in Chicago 
and New York are almost impossible. 
"That Los Angeles thing set us back at 
least a year," said Peden who very 
much wants pro racing back on the 
track. 


"There were some television people In- 


volved who thought they'd put on a few 
flashes and the money would roll hi," he 
said. "But there's too much competition 
for tho sports dollar to get by with some- 
thing that's cheaply done. 


"Our sport suffers from people want- 


Ing to hold onto It for themselves. They 
realize If they bring in people who know 
more about it than themselves, they'll 
lose it. So they run a fiasco instead of a 
success. 


"That's happened In many sports," 


continued the recently retired Peden. 
"It's not peculiar to our own. How many 
times did pro basketball flop In Chicago 
before It made It? I think It's the same 
thing." 


Babe Ruth's largest annual baseball 


salary was $80,000 which some people in- 
sist would be equivalent to about $350,000 
under today's Inflated economy. So the 
money Peden made was no small bank- 
roll. 


But there was an even earlier time In 


bicycle racing annals when enormous 


sums of money exchanged hands. The 
game's leading money winner in 1893 
was A. A. Zimmerman with $125,000. 


America's version of this European 


sport goes back to 1878. The summer of 
that year, Will Ptoara rode a "high- 
wheeler" with its 60-Inch front wheel to 
victory in the country's first one-mile 
bike race. His time was three minutes, 
57 seconds. 


Twenty-five years later, racing's top 


riders were Zimmerman and a young 
black man, "Major" Marshall Taylor, 
who was strong In sprints with good en- 
durance. During one six-day race In 1896, 
Taylor covered 1,786 miles to place only 
eighth! 


Pre-1900 bicycle racing gripped Amer- 


ica as few other sports had except box- 
ing. Football and baseball were infants. 


The Chicago Tribune round bicycle rac- 


ing worthy material for a mld-1880's Me- 
morial Day editorial cartoon. A one-leg- 
ged Union Army officer commented: 
"We thought Decoration Day belonged to 
us, but the bicyclists seem to have gotten 
away with it this year." 


The first of racing's two slumps came 


shortly after 1900 when Americans were 
goggle-eyed over their newest toy, the 
automobile. 


But racing had been an Olympic event 


since tho Games' 1896 resumption and 
was going strong when Peden journeyed 


14. The Lob 


The lob Is a proundstroke 


In which the ball Is hit up Into 
the air, the object being to lilt 
the ball over the opponents 
head. It Is hit with the same 
grip end toot work as the 
backhand 
and 
forehand 


groundstrokes. However, In 
order to lott the ball over the 
net man, the racket face must 
be open. The backswlng le 
the same, but the tilt of the 
racket and the follow-through 
are different from the ground- 
strokes. 


There ere two kinds of lobs 


— the defensive and the of- 
fensive. The farmer Is used to 
get the player out of trouble. 
The bell Is sent high Into the 
air well out of the reach of the 
net man, and It lands In the 
area of the baseline. 


The key Is height end 


depth. The ball should be hit 
either flat or with backspln. 
Where backspln Is used, the 
racket face Is open and the 
motion of arm and racket le 
forward but only slightly up- 
ward. When the ball Is hit flat 
(or with slight overspln), the 
racket face Is almost com- 
pletely open and the motion 
Is almost straight In the air. 


The offensive lob Is de- 


signed to catch the opponent 
off balance. Its basis Is dis- 
guise, for. If the opponent 
sees It coming, he only needs 
to take a few steps backward 
and smash the ball away. The 
shot Is not as high as the 
defensive lob: It clears the 
extended racket of the net 
man by a safe margin but It Is 
not a sky-ball. 


The racket face Is half 


open — at about a 45 degree 
angle — and the racket trav- 
els upward at about a 45 
degree angle also. The trajec- 
tory should Just clear the net 
men's jump reach, land deep 
In his court and bounce for- 
ward from the topspln.

Big years followed for Peden and rac- 


ing before it hit the skids again. All that 
remains today is competition sanctioned 
by the Amateur Bicycle League of Amer- 
ica.

brook's Meadowhlll Park. Just eight oth- 
er track nationwide host races such as 
MeadowhUTs weekly Thursday night 
card.

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Six women on Kentucky's board of directors 
Ellie Brown tries to get Colonels popping

WASHINGTON (NEA)-The Kentucky 


Colonels may be the only team In the 
American Basketball Association to wear 
law-trimmed jockey straps next year In 
deference to the wishes of their new own- 
er, a decidedly feminine 33-year-old bru- 
nette. Mrs. Elllo Brown, who recently 
bought 52.5 per cent of the Colonels for 
12 million, has already appointed her 
board of directors. They are her five 
best friends. 


The ladles, all of them veterans of vol- 


unteer charity fund-raising drives, have 
atlackcd the Colonels' major problem — 
a yearly deficit — with a flair that 
seemed to have been lost with Perle 
Mcsta's retirement. 


"We have 25 to 30 parties planned al- 


ready," Mrs. Brown said spiritedly In a 
recent telephone conversation. "We plan 
to get out into the community, stir up 
Interest, and sell some season tickets. 
Lost week wo hod a party for 450 people. 


"I can only talk far about two min- 


utes," she went on. "I have an appoint- 
ment downtown with a bank president to 
talk him Into baying a block of tickets. I 
plan to sell Mm on the Idea of Its promo- 
tional value — giving the tickets to or- 
phanages and charities, that kind of 
thing." 


Elllc Brown is no newcomer to such 


hardsell tactics. She Is on the board of 
the Ixnilsville, Ky. Actor's Theater. With 
Elite'and her five friends spreading the 
word, the theater boasts a full bouse ev- 
ery night 


The Colonels' previous venture in 


Louisville wasn't as successful as Elllo's 
theater, however. The club was owned by 
five businessmen, one of whom is John 
Y. Brown Jr., Ellle's husband and out- 
going board chairman of the Kentucky 
Fried Chicken Corp Under his manage- 
ment, and with the help of four male 
friends, the decision was finally made to 
sell the floundering club to a Cincinnati 
group. Elllo bought it back two months 
later. 


She described the emotional upheaval 


involved. "My 10-year-old son, John m. 
read in the paper about the Colonels 
being sold. He said to his father. 'Tell me 
it's not true, Dad.' and there were tears 
in his eyes. My husband saw every 10- 
year-old boy In the city in our son. So 
when I had the chance to buy the team 
back," I said yes. 


"When I told John I was the new own- 


er, his first reaction was 'You, Mom?' 
But he was so excited about keeping the 
team here." 


And it seems that although the Colo- 


nels weren't packing them into the are- 
na, there were plenty of potential fans in 
the area. "There was a tremendous out- 
pouring from the fans when the club was 
sold to Cincinnati," said Mrs. 
Brown. "And now my board and I are 
busy selling the tickets that match the 
emotions. We're having teas and lunch- 
eons all over town. We stand up and talk 
about the team and sometimes we have 
some of the players there. And when we 


leave, we give everybody mail-in appli- 
cations for season tickets." 


The Junior League approach to selling 


pro basketball seems to be working. 
"We got a letter from a man yester- 
day," and Elite giggled. "He enclosed 
a signed check with the money amount 
left blank. And in his note, he said, 'Go 
get 'em, girls!1 " 


With money and open-end checks roll- 


Ing in, EUle has turned partial attention 
to the future. "We plan to expand the 
board soon. Of course, I plan to ask only 
women. And right now we're all busy 
with the problem of hiring a new general 
manager. I've got 10 applications on my 
desk right now." She gave a small sigh. 
"I expect I'll have to ask my husband for 
advice on thot." 


But one gets the distinct Impression 


that Ellie and her friends are no mere 
figureheads. And their feminine touch 
may well change pro basketball. "We 
plan to have some fancy half-timq 
shows," Ellie explained. "Before there 


was no budget for It." And she paused to 
emphasize the change the female board 
hod made in the team's solvency. 


"We're thinking about having a big 


style show — maybe with the players' 
wives modeling. After all, the men go out 
at half-time; it's only the women who sit 
and watch anyway." 


Her logic may be fuzzy but Ellie 


Brown and her fund-raising, ticket-sell- 
ing board have pumped up a fantastic 
interest in the nearly anonymous Ken- 
tucky Colonels. "My board and I are go- 
ing to New York this week," EUle said. 
"I think we'll be on the Today Show. And 
we're having a press conference and 
Time and Newsweek are writing about 
us. It's Just great; all this attention for 
the team." 


I congratulated her on her success and 


wished her luck with the bank president 
she was off to badger. But she wasn't 
quite through with our interview. "I'd 
love to see the column you're doing," she 
said, probably thinking of her growing 
scrapbook. "OK," I said, "I'd be happy 
to mail you a copy of it. What's the ad- 
dress of the Colonels?" And I licked the 
tip of my pencil, ready to write. 


Ellie Brown, chairwoman of the board 


of the Kentucky Colonels, turned to her 
secretary, and with her hand politely 
placed over the phone mouthpiece, she 
inquired with a certain pertness, "Hon- 
ey, what IS the address here?" 


Go get 'em, Ellie!

Porcelain painting 


The ladies are reviving it 


PUTTING THE FINISHING touches 
on her mug is Marianne Ball Johnson 
of Des Plaines, one of the few mom- 


bars of the china painting class who 
has had prior experince and training 
in art.

"That's the trouble, my bridge Is long- 


er than anyone else's," lamented one 
woman peering over at her neighbor's 
work. "And my tree Is much too fine," 
decided another. 


But not a word was spoken until Lillian 


designated ... "Well, ladies, Is it going 
to bo mugs today?" 


The mugs are plain white china and 


they do lend themselves well to draw- 
bridges and trees, even rippling streams 
and fluffy clouds, in a situation where 
one Is engrossed in creating a woodland 
scene In-the-round. 


Painting china mugs was the challenge 


at hand one morning for a small class- 
room of suburban women who were gath- 
ered around the worktable In the second 
floor Palatine studio of Mrs. Lillian 
Walkowiak, an Instructor In porcelain 
painting. 


AND ALL TIIE while the handful of 


homemakers diligently but delicately 
stroked their mugs, they talked about 
families and weekend activities and nib- 
bled on freshly washed blng cherries one 


pupil had been kind enough to bring back 
from northern Wisconsin. 


Yet, lest this informal setting detract 


from their intent, the local women are 
serious enough about china painting to 
have recently formed a new chapter of 
the Illinois State Federation of China 
Painters. They call themselves, "The 
Happy Hands." Motto: "Every Bloomln' 
Thing." 


This is the second chapter based In 


Palatine. The first, also organized by Lil- 
lian, is n bit more conservative in name, 
the Northern Illinois China Art Guild. 


Each Monday morning the group 


meets for 'additional Instruction from 
their leader, Mrs. Walkowiak, one of the 
few Chicagoland instructors in porcelain 


. painting. 


ONE WEEK IT entailed copying birds 


onto blank plates. This time It was plain 
mugs, painted with a scene taken from a 
pitcher Lillian had already completed. 


Originality is not so important. The 


pleasure of company, the pride in accom- 
plishment and a regal looking finished 
product that hints of age even if brand 
new, are of greater value. 


Though the choice of apparel, shorts 


and sleeveless dresses to counteract the 
heat and high humidity, would contrast 
sharply with fashions of 1889 or there- 
abouts, and the table conversation Is al- 
most a hundred years updated, the Mon- 
day morning scene might otherwise con- 
jure a familiar picture of the late 19th 
century when ladies would leisurely 
gather of an afternoon to chat and paint. 
Like quilting and petit point, porcelain 
painting was a handed down art in which 
all genteel women were expected to ex- 
cel. 


TIIE CRAFT CARRIED over into the 


20th century but declined drastically with 


World War I when the Limoges and 
Haviland factories in France and Ba- 
varia were shut down or totally de- 
stroyed. They had been the main sup- 
pliers of blanks (plain white china). 


Though Interest was revived in the 


1920s and '30s, once again war broke out 
and the European and Japanese markets 
of Imported blands were cut off. 


The craft is again coming into focus 


and has become much more popular in 
just the last couple of years, one strong 
indication being that the State Feder- 
ation of China Painters organized In 1966 
with just one club and 24 members. 
There are today 12 guilds and some 300 
members. 


Imported porcelain Is still preferred 


because the United States just doesn't 
have the quality of clays necessary for 
producing the pure white porcelain. 


"IT'S ALL COMING out of this current 


craze for nostalgia ... for antiques and 
authentic looking reproductions," said 
Lillian, whose own interest in porcelain 
painting blossomed from an antique col- 
lecting hobby. 


"I wondered how beautiful handpainted 


things were done," she said. 


But at that time, a little over 10 years 


ago, the art had not yet revived and Mrs. 
Walkowiak couldn't even locate a teach- 
er. 


Though it took her over four years to 


find someone who knew the art, today 
her own studio upstairs is lined with 
rows of shelves filled with china blanks 
which do not even begin to equal the 
number of plates, tankards and whole 
dish sets she has already completed. 


SHE HAS perfected portrait china 


painting, a most difficult aspect, through 
additional training and attending special 
seminars. 


She also restores old dish sets and 


lamps with missing pieces by matching 
the design on new pieces of china that 
most laymen would be hard-pressed to 
distinguish from the original. 


The porcelain painter is currently 


working on a Bavarian plate for Vice 
President Spiro Agnew. Commissioned 
by a personal friend of the vice presi- 
dent, the plate will be made into a clock 
for his office and decorated with black- 
berries and tiny white flowers. 


Lillian states emphatically that she 


can teach anyone to paint china. 


"It takes one-eighth talent and 99 and 


seven-eights determination" Is how she ' 
puts It, emphasizing that she herself bad 
no prior experience in art. Neither do the 
majority of her pupils. 


A grease pencil Is used to sketch on the 


design. Paint in powder form mixed with 
mineral oil is then applied through deli- 
cate shading strokes. A light touch is 
most important for when the design is 
completed, the china piece is fired in a 
kiln at temperatures of 1300-1500 F. 


PAINT THAT has been applied too 


thickly will simply bake off. Further de- 
tail can be painted on with firings follow- 
ing each application. 


Art clubs and organizations are just 


beginning to recognize porcelan painting 
for what it is.. .a revived craft. Con- 
sequently, some pieces of handpainted 
china are being accepted for display in 
area art fairs and shows. . 


But the best exhibit will take place 


when the Illinois State Federation of 
China painters holds its annual show Oct. 
11-13 at Glenview United Methodist 
Church in Glenview. 


Lillian and many of her students will 


be participating. 


THERE ARE MANY more things to 
paint than just plates. Mrs. Walk- 
owiak recently received a ribbon for 


this plaque that highlights a winter 
scene.

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If you have ever visited Lincoln's 


Home at Springfield. III., >ou may have 
noticed tho china In the dining room cup. 
board, tho same as that shown In the 
picture. It Is called tea leaf lustre, and 
most of It was manufactured In England, 
anywhere from about 1840 to 1900. The 
'design Is called 
'tea leaf" because of 


the tiny sprigged flowers of coppery lus- 
tre which resemble tea leaves. It Is made 
of Ironstone varvlng In quality. Some Is 
more like scmiporcclaln, the color off- 
white. Others are finer heavier types of 
stone china and the color may vary from 
snow white to creamy. 
, The sprigs and leaf shapes varied from 
manufacturer to manufacturer. There 
arc some who Insist the leaf Is strawber- 
ry leaf, and so It seems on some ware. 
Well-known makers arc Mcakln, Furnlv- 
al, Burgess, Wedgwood and Co, and In 
our country, Mayer Brothers of Beaver 
falls, Pcnn , and Cartvvrlght of East Liv- 
erpool, Ohio. 


The shapes to be found In lea leaf arc 


varied and Interesting. Teapots and cof- 
fee pots arc usually large and ornate 
with nut or flower finlnls. Sometimes, In 
addition to Uie leaf decoration, there Is a 
tracery of leaves and berries all over the 
article, such as In the coffeepot shown. 
Square or rectangular covered dishes arc 
common, and large square platters most 
attractive. 


The first teacups Eu.vpcans ever used 


were the handlclcss rncs used In China, 


and the practice of hnndleless cups held 
over until the mld-IBOOs; thus many tea 
leaf cupi are found without handles. With 
this type of cups are found targe deep 
saucers, called by the French tremb- 
Icusc, that Is, so deep that the cup would 
not slip even with a trembling hand. 
Common practice was to pour the tea or 
coffee into the trcmblcuse and drink it 
therefrom, while setting the cup on a 
tiny "cupplatc," also available in tea 
leaf. My grandfather always "saucored 
and blew" his coffee, but he didn't call 
his saucer a "tremblcuse " 


Lustcrware of any kind must be 


treated gently, as the color may wear off 
with harsh cleaners A friend was most 
chagrined when she washed her tea leaf 
cake plate In the dishwasher and found a 
plain white one when she opened the ma- 
chine. Most of the decoration Is not that 
easily removed, since It Is under glaze, 
but some of the later wares evidently 
were painted and not fired sufficiently. 


The Idea of this particular decoration 


on china had Its origin In superstition, 
for It was thought that good luck would 
follow one whose cup had a whole tea 
leaf unfurled In the bottom. 


May all your cups have tea leaves un- 


furled in their bottoms.

The Book Stall 


"WHERE IS HE NOW?" 
by JACK DREES AND 


JAMES MULLEN 


Jonathan Dot Id Publisher), $7.93 


You get the Idea from Jack Drees' new 


book on sports heroes of the past that the 
veteran announcer views today's athletes 
with contempt even though they can out- 
run, outmusclc and outthink the stars of 
yesteryear. 
-In "Where Is Ho Now?" Drees and 
Chicago Sun-Times sports editor Jim 
Mullen take a fleeting look at the athlet- 
es they revered while covering the sports 
scene way back when In the glory days 
before the big monlcd Interests took over 
and spoiled Dick Allen, Duanc Thomas, 
etc., etc. 
'The book L* 30 chapters and 240 pages 
long, which sounds like a lot of writing, 
fiut the effort Is, In fact, a bunch of very 
s{iort biographies on athletes from al- 
most every major sport. The authors did 
the interviewing, but the main contribu- 
tions probably came from the typists. 


Drew-Mullen don't even make any 


editorial comment anywhere in the book. 
They make their statements In tho type 
of questions they ask their favorite ath- 
letes, leading some of them Into inad- 
vertantly knocking today's heroes at the 
benefit of the old timers. 


INDEED. DIIEES-MULLEN let base- 


ball's most opinionated non athlete-owner 
BUI Vccck (as In wreck) make the 
charge that yesterday's hero Is today's 
self-centered, egotistical, money-hungry, 
selfish toad. 


"Forget Dink Stover, shun Jack Arm- 


strong, spurn Old Slwash and Camclot," 
said Vccck In the foreword to the book. 
"Their day is done. They're over the hill, 
finished, posse, dead as Kclccy's; rele- 
gated to limbo by today's spanking new 
crop of modern, exactly life-size, anti- 
hero heroes. 


"So get with It. It's the warts not the 


exploits (hat count. Cupidity, venality 
and violence ... not heroics ore the 
watchword of today's athletes. At least 
that's how It would appear in tho most 
up-to-date, with It, sgcments of our cur- 
rent literary efforts. And yet... 


"Despite the ever increasing impor- 


tance of athletic contests in our day-to- 
day life, despite the oft-repeated, trite, 
well-worn axiom that today's games are 
but a mirror of the speed, action and 
violence of our society — still, a nagging 
doubt remains that maybe in our head- 
long rush towards fulfillment, we are 
capriciously interring all the good of the 
post along with the obvious evil. Despite 
tho present trend, there is much to be 
learned, admired and enjoyed fr>m what 
happened before."

What we do get, and this is especially 


Important for those who lived bock then, 
is a walk down memory lane with the 
greats of the past who would no doubt 
excel in their specialties today.

Other greats Include Archie Moore and 
Carmen Baslllo of boxing fame; Jesse 
Owens, Olympic hero; Eddie Arcaro, 
jockey; Tony Trabert, tennis; Don Lar- 
son of baseball; and Tom Gola of basket- 
ball. 


Hartnctt, perhaps, In baseball, and Na- 


gurskl and Turner, In football, command 
the most Interest and respect from Chi- 
cago sports enthusiasts. But one of tho 
most Interesting stories in sports oc- 
curred off the field on March 1,1959. 


IT INVOLVED the trade of Matson, a 


slashing, tackle-busting running back for 
the south side Cardinals, to the Los An- 
geles Rams for nine players. That year, 
each team finished dead last in its divi- 
sion of the National Football League with 
Identical 2-10 records. 


Where Is Ollic Matson now? The for- 


mer Olympic competitor lives with his 
wife and four children In Los Angeles. 
Matson is a physical education Instructor 
and coach at Los Angeles High School. 


Where are some of the others now? 


Hartnett died last December on his Tlnd 
birthday after running a bowling alley In 
suburban Lincolnwood. Nagurskl, 65, is 
retired and living in International Falls, 
Minn., while Turner, 53, a Hall of Fam- 
er, lives with his wife on a farm in 
Texas.

When Davey Johnstonc learned to play 


the violin at age 7, he little knew it 
would eventually lead to his becoming 
Elton John's lead guitarist. 


That violin did lead to his forming a 


group In Edinburgh while only 11 and a 
number of years on the folk club circuit 
after be turned 15. It was Bernlc Tnupln, 
John's lyricist, who Introduced John and 
Johnstonc and by then Johnstone had be* 
come skilled with the guitary. 


Johnstonc joined the Rocket Man for 


the letter's "Madman Across the Water" 
album and has been with him since. 


Recently, when John and some friends 


formed the Rocket Record Co., they se- 
lected a solo album by Johnstone as one 
of their first releases. The album Is 
called "Smiling Face" (Rocket MCA- 
340). 


ALL THOSE YEARS of preparation re- 


sult In a very polished debut. John- 
stone not only proves himself a very ca- 
pable guitarist, but he also shows skill 
with the mandolin and sltar. (He also 
plays electric piano, harmonium, dulci- 
mer, banjo and electric and acoustic 
guitar.) The rest of John's band helps 
him out on most of the songs — Nigel 
Olsson on drums and Dee Murray on 
bass. 


The first side of the album has two 


excellent songs and two good songs. 
"Keep Right on" gives the album a good 
harmonica opening. An Interesting "Jo- 
nine" follows, but It Is overwhelmed by 
"The Boatman," which Is made delight- 
ful wit Its beat and the North London 
Banjo, Mandolin and Guitar Orchestra. 


"Walking Out" gets Into some ragtime 


and "Out Dsar Friend" has a catchy 
chorus. The side ends with the sltar- 
domlnated "Island," a soaring up-llftcr. 


Side Two Is a shade under in quality, 


but It too ends with a nice touch in "A 
L a r k In the Morning With Mrs. 


McLcod," which Is a blending of tradi- 
tional folk melodies. 


This fine album deserves to be heard. 


Johnstone is more than just a good back- 
up guitarist for an established rock star. 


ANOTHER FIRST effort Is "Home- 


grown" by Don Agrati (Elektra EKS- 
75057). The name probably means noth- 
ing unless you were a "My Three Sons" 
television show freak (and I'm not so 
sure there were any freaks In those 
days). Agrati Is in fact better known as 
Don Grady, who played Robbie in the 
long-running series. 


When Agrati was young he borrowed a 


neighbor's guitar or something, and ever 
since then he's thought he could sing and 
write music. Well, he writes it better 
than he sings its. 


Of the 11 original songs, only one real- 


ly has any snap. It Is the very first one, 
"Bloodstream," which has a pick-me-up 
sound. The rest of the tunes range from 
pleasant to ho-hum. "Protoplasm Blues" 
reminds me an awful lot of Harry 
Nllsson's "Coconuts," and then several 
of the other songs remind me o f . . . and 
. . . Agrati's "Hollywood Song" does 
have a nice sense of bitter disillusion- 
ment In part and, I suppose, if you 
have to buy this TV-oriented pre-teen 
music, at least Agrati has stuck in some 
sophistication. (True his TV name Is 
mentioned on the album — but that 
face!) 
• • • 


"COUNTDOWN TO Ecstasy" (ABC- 


ABCX779) proves it. Steely Don is great- 
er than the sum of its part. 


Steely Dan, If you haven't heard, Is the 


LA band who took their name from Wil- 
liam S. Burroughs' "Naked 
Lunch." 


(Most likely, In view of the recent Su- 
premo Court decision on pornography, 
I had best skip over exactly where in 
the book tho name came from. But use 
a little Imagination.) 


This album Is very subtle. You'll listen 


to It and not get very excited. But, 
sneaklly, you'll find yourself putting it on 
yourt urntablc again and again. It grows 
on you. 


My favorites are "The Boston Rag," 


which has a good chorus, nice guitar 
part and a rhythm that kind of lopes 
along, and "My Old School," which is 
strengthened by four snazzy saxes. Jim- 
mle Haskell gets the credit for that ar- 
rangement. 


For tho rest, It's fun In a collection of 


bccbop, Latin and cha cha cha sounds. 
You'll not find hard rock here.

fate which cost more than half of the 12- 
member expedition their lives. 


Mount McKinley, towering above the 


Alaska tundra and tho capstone to the 
rugged and beautiful Denall country, Is 
the highest peak In North America and a 
formidable climb for even experienced, 
high altitude dlmbcrs. 


Why the 1967 expedition lost seven men 


and why this Alaskan mountain Is repeat- 
edly cUmbcd by various teams Is the 
author's theme. 


OR PERHAPS THE real theme Is men 


in crisis — men who look to frozen moun- 
tain slopes In search of themselves and 
who tax themselves for on extra yard of 
attitude. 


In any cose, Snyder tells a fascinating 


story, made all the more so because we 
know from the start this was a tragic 
climb and some men would never come 
back off the face of Mount McKinley. 


Hoard Snyder was part — and in fact 


the leader — of a smaller, more experi-

expedition party which was 


formed to join the tragedy-bound Wilcox

At first his views seem suspect. Snyder

"Sharing art experiences with other

So believes Rose Ahem of Hanover 


Park. She promotes public art. 


And right now her creative philosophy 


— allowing people to personally Identify 
and actively participate in art together 
— Is being enacted in the social center 
basement room of St. Marcelline Church 
of Schaumburg. 


A mural gracing one entire wall, 31 by 


11 feet, highlights a tree with hands sym- 
bolizing different aspects of human na- 
ture. 


A MATERIALISTIC hand clutches a 


diamond. An adult hand reaches out for 
a child's hand. Another, limp and worn, 
depicts hopelessness. 


Rose, who is a senior at the Art In- 


stitute of Chicago and hopes to earn her 
teaching certificate next year, Is receiv- 
ing college credit for this mural from Co- 
lumbia College. She Is primarily inter- 
ested in public art and art education nnd 
"mural painting is a great part of that," 
she feels. 


Wilcox. Snyder portrays Wllcox as a vain 
man who made some bad decisions while 
on McKlnlcy and perhaps he is right 
The Wilcox Expedition cost too many 
lives for some burden of blame not to fall 
on Its leader. 


BUT. OF COURSE, the real culprit is 


Mount McKinley. She rises mean and cold 
20,320 feet from the Alaska Range. In all 
the world there is not another Mount 
McKinley — not in stature, not in the 
fees it extracts in tho endurance needed 
to climb her. 


The story of this tragic climb is ex- 


citing reading, although you have to be a 
confirmed mountain nut to appreciate 
the climbing detail which Snyder gives 
the reader. 


"The Hall of the Mountain King" will 


not rival James Ramsey Ullmon's mag- 
nificent "Americans on Everest" as the 
best mountain book of recent years, but 
It is a comfortable second. 


And if you are really thinking about 


living outdoors, Snyder provides an ex- 
cellent group of appendices which in- 
cludes a listing and rating of mountain 
equipment by brand name. 


That in itself is worth the book, be- 


cause If Howard Snyder says a particular 
brand of boot or sleeping bag is good, 
believe It.

Last May Miss Ahern presented a pro- 


posal for the mural before the parish 
council of St. Marcelline Church. The 
Idea was accepted and a core group was 
formed to finalize the design.

Writer finds humor in daily life 


Mr. and Mrs. Mustafa PouiUnchlan 


Paradise Valley, Ark. — She's a 


weight-conscious housewife and mother 
of three who's managed to cope with the 
trauma of being over 40. In between 
doing loads of family wash, she raps out 
one of the funniest newspaper and maga- 
zine colums going. 


Erma Bombeck has the knack of find- 


Ing humor in the foibles of family life. 
"It's a matter of putting thugs in per- 
spective," she says. "Besides, I have an 
understanding husband and children who 
have not sued me for what I've said 
about them." 


Until recently, she never pinpointed 


her real family in print, sometimes writ- 
ing about three children, sometimes four 
or five. "You'll notice, in some columns I 
have children as young as three — which 
Is a medical miracle right there!" 


THE FACTS ABOUT the Bombeck 


household? Husband Bill is an educator. 
There's a daughter 20, who's completed 
two years at the University of Colorado 
and is working, and two sons, aged IS 
and 14; "normal kids — whatever that 
means." 


Like every mother of teenagers, Erma 


Bombeck occasionally has trouble "com- 
municating" with her children. "You go 
in cycles," she notes. "Sometimes you 
have a very good relationship with one, 
and the other two will turn their backs. 
Never, you understand, am I hitting on 
the same cylinder with all three." 


But a simple philosophy dictates the 


way the Bombecks have raised their 
kids: "I've always felt they were on loan 
to you for so many years. You do the 
best you can and say 'fly, I hope.'"

The points about the sober alcoholics 


are made In a report on them by Dr. 
Charles P. Newmann, medical director 
at Silver Hill Foundation, and Dr. John 
S. Tamerin, director of research. 


"THE CONCLUSIONS ... are as true 


of physicians as housewives, executives 
as dowagers, middle class school teach- 
ers as upper class aristocrats." the doc- 
tors reported. "They apply as much to 
self-employed contractors In Fairfield 
County as to top corporate executives in 
South America or the Far East."

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Americans want economy - with class 
Small cars carry big price fags 


DETROIT (DPI) — Some Americans 


may be buying small cars because of 
concern over the fuel crisis. Others may 
want an inexpensive car. But most are 
not getting a cheap automobile. 


Small cars are obviously the "hi" seg- 


ment of today's car market, but small 
does not necessarily mean cheap. 


The American car buyer, says John B. 


Naughton, vice president for sales at 
Ford, "wants the best in a small pack- 
age." 


"Small cars really weren't very jazzy 


items when they first came out," Nau- 
ghton said. "But now they're high-style 
items and the public Is reacting." 


What does a car buyer get when he 


plunks down almost $3,000 on a relatively 
small car? He gets a small, easy-han- 
dling car with good to relatively great 
gas mileage, but no indication to the 
neighbors that he's trying to save a 
buck. 


The growth of the small car market — 


a market that's made up of domestic 
compacts, subcompacts and imports — 
has been well documented. They have 
moved from 22 per cent of all sales in 
1969 to 41.7 per cent of sales in May. 


By 1975, agree most automotive execu- 


tives, the small car will account for one 
of every two sales in new car show- 
rooms. 


BUT WITHIN this small-car market 


Toyota's 'black box' a gas saver 


TOKYO (UPI) — Toyota Motor Co. 


said it soon will market an electronic 
"black box" that turns off a car's engine 
when it stops at an intersection and re- 
starts the engine when the driver is 
ready to go. 


A spokesman said the device will offer 


major savings in fuel consumption and 
contains anlt-pollution features for big 
cities, where most driving is on a stop- 
and-go basis. 


Called the "automatic engine stop and 


start system," the device will sell In Ja- 
pan for $75.50 as an accessory at Toyota 
dealers. 


A company spokesman said the small, 


box-like device also has been tested with 
success on such models as the Chevrolet 
Camaro and the Ford Maverick. 


THE DEVICE, the company said, is a 


small computer that automatically stops 


the engine when the car reaches zero 
speed. It restarts the vehicle when the 
driver puts the car In gear and touches 
the accelerator. 


But, the company said, the device will 


not shut off engines when cars stop on 
slopes of greater than three degrees. 


Moreover, the company said, the de- 


vice will not stop engines when batteries 
are run down or when water tempera- 
tures in radiators are excessivly hot or 
cold. 


The company said the device is easy to 


Install. 


A spokesman said tests in traffic driv- 


ing in Tokyo indicated fuel savings of 
more than 12 per cent and reduction of 
the vehicle's output of air polluting gas- 
ses by about 21 per cent. 


Toyota said it has applied for patents 


in Japan, the United States, France, 
Britain and West Germany.

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The developer of Cambrldge-on-the- 


Lako will begin correcting humidifier In- 
stallations in the development Monday, 
Buffalo Grove Chief Inspector William 
Dcttmer said yesterday. 


The village board about two weeks ago 


granted the developer, Richard J. 
Brown, a change in the final building In 
the development providing the faulty hu- 
midifiers were corrected. Residents in 
the Brittany building, the first phase of 
the project, have complained that the de- 
veloper has not corrected violations that 
existed when the first residents moved 
Into the building, about two and a half 
years ago. 


BESIDES THE humidifier problems, 


some residents have charged there are 
also some fire code violations In the 
building. Dettmer, however, said a re- 
cent inspection of several units have 
turned up no such violations. 


"I did not see any violations. I or one 


of my Inspectors will Inspect every unit 
to make sure there are no violations," 
Dcttmer said. 


Although the village board granted 


Brown's request for the change, it di- 
rected the building department to hold 
back building permits until all violations 
In the Brittany building are corrected. 
"Until everything is corrected on that 
project, they will get no building permits 
for building the sixth (final building)," 
Dettmer said. 


Dettmer said many residents In the 


Brittany building have complained be- 
cause the structure lacks adequate sound 
insulation. He said, however, the village 
cannot hold the developer responsible for 
the sound problems because when the 
project was approved there was no sound 
ordinance. "Because of the problems we 
have experienced in Cambridge number 
one (Brittany building), we now have a 
very good sound code," he said. 


In addition to holding back building 


permits for the final building, village of- 
ficials have directed Dettmer to Issue ci- 
tations for every violation that is not cor- 
rected by Aug. 23. The citations would 
carry a fine. 


ROBERT VERBIC, project manager of 


tho development, has told officials the 
violations will be corrected by the dead- 
line. He said the developer Is anxious to 
get building permits and start the final 
phase. 


Some residents have complained that 


the village has allowed occupancy of the 
Brittany building, although certificates of 
occupancy were never issued to the de- 
veloper. Dettmer said the certificates 
were held up at the request of residents. 


Dettmer said the village allowed occu- 


pancy of the building with the under- 
standing the violations would be cor- 
rected. Village Mgr. Daniel Larson said 
two weeks ago such an agreement be- 
tween the village and a developer is not

Originally constructed as a four-room 


grade school, the building at 133 S. Wille 
Ave. is the oldest one In the district. 


Improvements totaling $75,000 have 


been made at the school this summer as 
the first stop of an overall updating of 
the building. 


SCHOOL OFFICIALS had considered 


converting the oil heating system at the 


school to gas this summer, but decided 
against making the move now because of 
the current shortage of natural gas. 


Dlst. 21 Assistant Supt. John Barger 


said yesterday the district was unable to 
obtain a permit to convert the system to 
gas from Northern Illinois Gas Co. 


"We decided to wait for the energy sit- 


uation to stabilize," Barger said. "Be- 
sides, we didn't have enough money to 
do everything we want to at the school 
this summer anyway." 


Barger added that school officials are 


concerned that they may also not be able 
to get gas permits for heating $1.8 mil- 
lion additions planned this year at the 
district's three junior high schools. The 
additions are to accommodate industrial 
arts and home economics programs. 


If the district can't obtain the permits 


for the junior high additions, Barger said 
it will be necessary to construct a sepa- 
rate oil heating system from the gas sys- 
tems that presently serve the rest of the

Continuing probe of building, zoning shakedoivns 
Wheeling mayor subpoenaed by federal jury

Several Wheeling officials, Including 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon and Trustee 
Bill Heln, have been called to testify be- 
fore a U.S. Grand Jury Investigating 
building and zoning shakedowns In 
Wheeling.' 


A new wave of subpoenas was served 


on a number of officials earlier this week 
by Internal Revenue Service agents, the 
Herald has learned. 


Both Heln and Scanlon said yesterday 


they received their subpoenas earlier 
this week, but said they were unaware 
who else had been asked to testify. 


WHEN ASKED about the subpoena, 


Scanlon said, "I guess I have been 
lucky." He said the subpoena merely 
asked that he appear before the grand 
jury and notify them If he cannot appear. 
He was not requested to bring any 
records with him. 


Hein said he had not yet had a chance 


to look at the subpoena. 


"It was delivered to my house and my 


wife received it for me, and I haven't 
even looked at it," be said. When asked 
if be knew of other village officials who 
received subpoenas, Hein said be could 


only speak for himself. 


It could not be determined which other 


village officials have been asked to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. One source, 
however, indicated that some members 
of village advisory boards and commis- 
sions were included in the latest group 
called to testify. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the village 


board said yesterday they had not been 
served with subpoenas. Several members 
of village boards and commissions also 
were contacted and said they had also 


not been subpoenaed to testify. 


However, Peter Egan', former trustee 


and a member of the police and fire 
commission, said he would not comment 
on whether he had received a subpoena. 


"I think if you want to find out, you 


should call the U.S. Attorney's office," 
be said. "As far as I know it's a secret 
thing, and you're not supposed to reveal 
any information. I wouldn't make any 
comment." 


Egan was a trustee for eight years, 


serving from 1963 to 1971, when be re- 


tired. 


Those officials who have been subpoe- 


naed are expected to testify on village 
action taken in approving several major 
Wheeling construction projects in the 
past five years. 


FEDERAL investigators are seeking 


evidence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible 
income tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


Earlier this summer, the grand jury 


also issued subpoenas to former village 
trustees Michael Valenza and William 
Hart. Also testifying was Village Mgr. 
George Passolt, who brought several 
cartons of subpoenaed village records 
with him when he appeared before the 
grand jury. 


A number of developers have also been 


called to testify and some reportedly 
have been granted immunity from prose- 
cution for their testimony. It could not be 
determined which of the developers have 
been given immunity or what their grand 
jury testimony has disclosed. 


The investigation, under way for sev- 


eral months, has caused some local offi- 
cials to complain that it has slowed the 
operation of village government Village 
officials have repeatedly denied any 
wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling is only 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. 


BOTH Heln and Scanlon have called 


for an end to "accusations and asper- 
sions" resulting from the Investigation 
until there is proof of guilt Other village 
officials have said the probe has affected 
both their personal life and their fami- 
lies. 


The investigation is believed to center 


on some but not all village officials, as 
well as others. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Samuel Skimmer 


recently said the investigation "is prog- 
ressing at what I would call a normal 
pace." He declined to comment on any of 
the workings of the grand jury in- 
vestigation. 


According to Skinner, the investigation 


can be expected to continue until Sep- 
tember. "I don't anticipate that there- 
would be any resolution of (the grand • 
jury probe) for at least two months," 
Skinner said.

These folks offer tender loving care1

Rabbits with laryngitis, hamsters with 


tonsllltls, and poUo-prono monkeys are 
just a sample of the patients regularly 
treated by tho Saldcl Animal Hospital In 
Buffalo Grove. 


But although tho hospital clientele Is 


usually four-legged and furry, the animal 
hospital Is often very much like any 
medical center for people. 


There are the samo routine stretches 


of checkups and shots and dental work, 
tho samo unexpected heartache and hap- 
py recovery, and the same unpredictable 
pace, where on emergency can erupt 
without a minutes'! notice. 


"Wo never know what It's going to bo 


next," sold Dr. David Saldcl, owner of 
tho hospital. 


HE DESCRIBED how tho hospital 


pace can vary from tho routine to tho 
crisis situation. 


"It can bo a very calm day, with all of 


tho appointments proceeding smoothly on 
schedule. Mrs Jones Is in here with her 
two Poodles for their regular exam. 


"Then suddenly you'll have a hys- 
terical housewife appear at the door with 
her two crying children at her side. 
Their neighbor has just driven them over 
and they're carrying their blood-soaked 
dog, who's just been hit by a car. Dr. 
Colo and I will drop everything to handle 
tho emergency." 


Unliko some animal hospitals, the Sal- 


del Hospital has a 24-hour emergency 
service. When Dr. Saidel and Dr. Judith 
Colo, tho hospital's other veterinarian, 
are not at the hospital building, they can 
bo reached by portable pagers that beep 
when tho answering service has received 
an emergency call. 


AND THE CALLS can come for any- 


thing from on emergency Ceasarlan de- 
livery to a foreign object stuck In a pet's 
throat to the automobile accident cases. 


The hospital regularly handles out- 


patients in tho morning and late after- 
noon by appointment. Exams, shots and 
other treatments are administered in the 
two exam rooms, decorated with animal 
pictures.

Joker. The hospital treats all types of 
animals

Dr. Saidel and Dr. Cole perform oper- 


ations in the middle of the day, in the 
hospital's operating room. 


Dr. Saidel says the hospital handles an 


average of three to six operating proce- 
dures a day, the majority of which are 
castrations and hysterectomies. 


The hospital uses strict asceptic tech- 


niques In the operating room, meaning 
that all tools used during operations are 
sterilized.' Both the operating veter- 
inarian and the surgical assistant wear 
masks, caps, gloves and gowns. 


"Some hospitals cut'corners," Dr. Sal- 


del says. However, he says the. strict 
procedures are necessary since animals 
are subject to the same-Infections during 
operations that humans are. 


ANIMALS RECUPERATING from op- 


erations can be kept in a room In back of 
tho hospital. The 29 cages also house 
short-term boarders and a sleek black 
cat named Pierre who Is a permanent 
blood donor. Animals with infectious dis- 
eases are never permitted in with the 
other animals, but are treated as out. 
patients. 


The caged animals, predominantly a 


variety of barking dogs, are let out to 
run three to four times a day, while their 
cages are sanitized. 


Dr. Saidel says the hospital doesn't de- 


pend on boarders, however, as some hos- 
pitals do. 


"This Is a medical practice, not a 


boarding practice," he said. 


WHILE DOGS and cats are the most 


frequent hospital visitors, the veter- 
inarians also treat birds, gerbils, ham- 
sters, guinea pigs, monkeys, raccoons, 
rabbits, and even an occasional horse, 
trucked in and checked out in the hospi- 
tal parking lot. 


Just as the doctors handle a variety of 


animals', they also encounter a variety of 
•diseases ranging from laryngitis In a 
rabbit to polio in a monkey. 


In fact, the veterinarians at the Saidel 


Hospital must be orthopedists, gyneco- 
logists, ophthamologists, dentists, and a 
variety of other specialists all rolled Into 
one. 


"We are true general practitioners," 


Dr. Saidel said. 


In order to handle the staggering 


amount of knowledge required, the doc- 
tors must keep up their education con- 
stantly. 


"I THINK ANYONE who doesn't go to 


short courses and continue his education 
is fooling himself. It's a matter of educa- 
ting yourself day after day," Dr. Saidel 
said. 


He says he orders an average of one 


new book on some aspect of veterinary 
medicine per month. 


'^You've got to face It. The minute you 


graduate you're outdated unless you 
keep up," he said. 


Tho doctors also must keep up their 


skills at handling unruly or hostile ani- 
mals, which can range from the St. Ber- 
nard who doesn't want that rabies shot to 
the monkey who must receive a tubercu- 
losis test by means of on Injection In the 
eyelid. 


"It can be a lot of fun," Dr. Saidel said 


with a wry grin. 


HE SAYS, however, that handling the 


animals Is just something the doctors 
must learn with experience. 


"There are little things you pick up In 


the field," he says. 


The hospital also can be the scene of 


heartrending tragedy, as when a family 
loses a beloved pet. 


"Periodically a whole family will be in 


the office here on the couch crying," Dr. 
Saidel said. ' 


For people who wish the service, the 


hospital can arrange to have an animal 
cremated, through a pet crematory in 
Chicago. The owner can then preserve 
the pet's ashes. 


THE MORE COMMON family scene 


around the hospital by far, however, is 
when an entire family gathers in the 
exam room to watch their pet receive bis 
checkup, Dr. Saidel says. 


"Some places only allow one person in 


the exam room with the pet, but we'll let 
all the kids line up in there if they want 
to watch," be said. 


The hospital also sponsors tours for in- 


terested groups such as scout troops. The 


children tour the building and listen to 
explanations of Interesting cases, in addi- 
tion to guessing what 'Specimen X' is. 
The specimen is a pacifier, retrieved 
from a dog's stomach after a few days, 
which fascinates the children, Dr. Saidel 
says. 


THE THANK-YOU notes, scattered on 


the hospital bulletin board testify to the 
interest and delight of the children, after 
visiting the hospital. 


"We enjoyed it very much," reads a 


note from one girl scout troop. 


"We thought the operating room was 


clean and neat. It is nice for any animal 
to come to your hospital," it says.

unusual. "When he (Dettmer) is satisfied 
that no danger exists for residents mov- 
ing into the building, he can allow occu- 
pancy," he said. 


SEVERAL RESIDENTS told the vil- 


lage board they feared their insurance 
companies would not pay off in the event 
of a fire or other tragedy because occu- 
pancy permits were never issued. A 
check of several insurance companies re- 
vealed that this is not the case. The 
firms said its Insurance policies never 
take into account local ordinances as a 
criteria for paying claims. The firms 
said company inspectors check the build- 
ings before issuing a policy. 


When asked by the village board two 


weeks ago why the humidifiers were not 
corrected sooner, Verbic said delays 
were due to "personnel problems." Lar- 
son said the reason for the delay was 
"because they just didn't schedule any 
personnel to do it." 


The developer has asked the village for 


permission to construct a four-story 
building about 600 feet long as the final 
phase of the development. The original 
plan called for two six-story buildings 400 
feet long. The change will reduce the 
number of units in the development from 
512 to 392. 


SOME RESIDENTS have opposed the 


change because they say the reduction in 
units will cause an increase in the 
monthly maintenance fee for residents. 
Each homeowner is assessed each month 
to help pay for the care of the common 
areas in the development. 


Verbic said the fee will Increase about 


$4 a month, but some residents believe 
the increase will be more substantial. 


Trustee Clarice Rech, the only trustee 


to vote against the change said she ques- 
tioned whether the developer could sup- 
ply enough parking space and build with- 
in height restrictions required by the vil- 
lage.

Police said Johler, who has been ac- 


cused of eight holdups in Des Plaines, 
Mount Prospect, Park Ridge, and unin- 
corporated Elk Grove Township had 
been under surveillance for three days. 


THE ROBBERY VICTIMS identified 


photos of Johler as the holdup man. He 
was charged with only seven counts of 
robbery because the Park Ridge store- 
keeper declined to sign a complaint. 


He was arraigned before Associate 


Judge Marvin Peters yesterday and was 
released on $25,000 bond pending a hear- 
ing next Thursday in DCS Plaines branch 
of Cook County Circuit Court. 


Police became suspicious of Johler af- 


ter "a lead developed to where we had 
an Idea of who he was," according to 
DCS Plaines 
police Detective John 


Mccse. 


Mcese said Johler was seen leaving his 


house about 6:30 p.m. Tuesday with his 
mother in a green, metallic, late model 
Mustang described by several of the vic- 
tims as the robber's getaway car.

Lack of riders forces another cutback in bus route 


A new Des Plaines bus route may be 


cut back if the number of riders does not 
increase. 


North Suburban Mass Transit District 


(NSMTD) trustees have discussed cut- 
backs of United Motor Coach bus Route 
50 which runs from downtown Des 
Plaines to Evanston via Dempster 
Street. 


The buses run every 20 to 25 minutes. 


During the July NSMTD meeting 
trustees heard reports which Indicated 
cut backs In some service may be neces- 
sary In order to reduce a cash drain on 
the district. 


Trustee Bart T. Murphy said late hour 


service and Saturday service on Route 50 
may not warrant the intense service duo 
to lack of ridcrshlp. 


"WE MAY HAVE to reduce the fre- 


quency of service," Murphy said. "This 
is not a recommendation at this point, 
but merely something that we are study- 
Ing " 


The route, one of two which started op- 


eration June 18, has shown an increase 
in ridership of 64 per cent since it began 
on a trial basis. 


The other route which may bo cut back 


runs from the Jefferson Park CTA to 
Golf Mill Shopping Center via Milwaukee 


Avenue. This route has shown an In- 
crease of 1G2 per cent in ridership since 
June 18. 


Trustee Joseph DiJohn said this Is the 


slowest season for public transportation 
and greater increases can be expected in 
September. 


NSMTD IS underwriting the trial of the 


two routes for a three-month period that 
runs until the middle of September. At 
that time the trustees will determine 
whether or not the routes should be con- 
tinued. Their decision will be based on 
ridership and public acceptance of tho 
routes. 


Trustee Richard Hcchlcr, said greater 


publicity of the routes may be required it 
they are to be successful. 


The bus routes connect with all major 


rail lines and schedules are set to meet 
commuter and rapid transit trains. 


Fares are charged at a flat rate of 43 


cents per ride. Buses begin running at 6 
am. 


Route 50 travels from the Miner Street 


bus stop in downtown Des Plaines to 
Evanston through Skokie, Morton Grovo 
and Niles and returns to Des Plaines 
from the Davis Street "L" station in 
Evanston. 


Continuing probe of "building, zoning shakedowns 
Wheeling mayor subpoenaed by federal jury

Several Wheeling officials, Including 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon and Trustee 
Bill Heln, have been called to testify be* 
fore a U.S. Grand Jury investigating 
building and zoning shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


A new wave of subpoenas was served 


on a number of officials earlier this week 
by Internal Revenue Service agents, the 
Herald has learned. 


Both Heln and Scanlon said yesterday 


they received their subpoenas earlier 
this week, but said they were unaware 
who else had been asked to testify. 


WHEN ASKED about the subpoena, 


Scanlon said, "I guess I have been 
lucky." He said the subpoena merely 
asked that he appear before the grand 
jury and notify them if he cannot appear. 
He was not requested to bring any 
records with him. 


Hein said he had not yet had a chance 


to look at the subpoena. 


"It was delivered to my house and my 


wife received it for me, and I haven't 
even looked at it," he said. When asked 
If be knew of other village officials who 
received subpoenas, Hein tajd he could 


only speak for himself. 


It could not be determined which other 


village officials have been asked to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. One source, 
however, indicated that some members 
of village advisory boards and commis- 
sions were included In the latest group 
called to testify. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the village 


board said yesterday they had not been 
served with subpoenas. Several members 
of village boards and commissions also 
were contacted and said they had also 


not been subpoenaed to testify. 


However, Peter Egan, former trustee 


and a member of the police and fire 
commission, said he would not comment 
on whether he had received a subpoena. 


"I think if you want to find out,'you 


should call the U.S. Attorney's office," 
he said. "As far as I know it's a secret 
thing, and you're not supposed to reveal 
any information. I wouldn't make any 
comment." 


Egan was a trustee for eight years, 


serving from 1963 to 1971, when be re- 


tired. 


Those officials who have been subpoe- 


naed are expected to testify on village 
action taken in approving several major 
Wheeling construction projects hi the 
past five years. 


FEDERAL investigators are seeking 


evidence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible 
income tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


Earlier this summer, the grand jury 


also issued subpoenas to former village 
trustees Michael Valenza and William 
Hart. Also testifying was Village Mgr. 
George Passolt, who brought several 
cartons of subpoenaed village records 
with him when be appeared before the 
grand Jury. 


A number of developers have also been 


called to testify and some reportedly 
have been granted immunity from prose- 
cution for their testimony. It could not be 
determined which of the developers have 
been givetfLramunity or what their grand 
jury testimony has disclosed. 


The investigation, under way for sev- 


\ 


eral months, has caused some local offi- 
cials to complain that it has slowed tho 
operation of village government. Village 
officials have repeatedly denied any 
wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling is only 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. 


BOTH Hein and Scanlon have called 


for an end to "accusations and asper- 
sions" resulting from the Investigation 
until there is proof of guilt. Other village 
officials have said the probe has affected 
both their personal Me and their fami- 
lies. 


The investigation is believed to center 


on some but not all village officials, as 
well as others. 


Assistant US. Atty. Samuel Skinnner 


recently said the investigation "is prog- 
ressing at what I would call a normal 
pace." He declined to comment on any of 
the workings of the gn.nd jury in- 
vestigation. 


According to Skinner, the investigation 


can be expected to continue until Sep- 
tember. "I don't anticipate that there 
would be any resolution of (the grand 
jury probe) for at least two months,'' 
Skinner said.

If Mike Richardson, city planner, Is 


recommended by the mayor for the new 
Job of director of planning and zoning — 
he'll be doing more work, not to mention 
a little more walking. 


With the new Job, which comes up for 


a first reading at Monday's dty council 
meeting, Richardson would take over the 
duties of administrating and enforcing 
the zoning ordinance. The duties are pre- 
sently held by Building Comr. Alfred Prl- 
ckett. 


If he gets the Job, Richardson will be 


dividing his time and work between the 
city engineering department and the 
building department, making planning 
and zoning decisions and recommenda- 
tions. Although the new Job Includes a 
raise in salary, It also means he will be 
walking or driving back and forth be- 
twecn the two deportment offices, since 
they are located ot the opposite ends of 
town. 


AFTER THE elections last fall, Bchrel 


recommended the council's dty code and 
judiciary committee to look Into the pos- 
slbllltlcs of separating zoning adminis- 
tration duties from the building commis- 
sioner, sold Aid. Alan Abrams, (8th), 
chairman of the committee. 


Abrams said the idea came about as a 


result of creating the position of city 
planner. The theory was that It would bo 
more practical to have an individual 
more familiar with zoning matters, like 
the city planner, "rather than having the 
b u 1 I'd I n g commissioner wearing two 
hats," Abrams said. 


Richardson sold the new Job would put 


zoning, planning and subdividing all in 
one area, keeping the director of plan- 
nlng and zoning aware of what's going on 
in each area. 


If he is appointed, Richardson said his 


first concerns would be to familiarize 
himself with the process of reviewing 
zoning cases and to streamline the proce- 
dures "so It doesn't take quite as much 
time." 


Richardson said he would like to see a 


few things changed In the present zoning 
ordinance. "Parking requirements In the 
R-5 (multi-family) area should be In- 
creased. 


"Some of the wording In the ordinance 


needs to be re-written to moke it less 
ambiguous," he said. 


"The main advantage in having a di- 


rector of zoning and planning would be 
the reviewing of zoning requests In the 
light of good planning." 


THE NEW JOB would also Include the 


reviewing of all annexation and dis- 
annexation proposals upon requests or 
recommendations from the city council. 


Richardson, 31, was hired by the city 


on July 31, 1072. Before coming to Des 
Plalnes, he was the chief land use plan- 
ner for the East Central Wisconsin Re- 
gional Planning Commission. 


As the hind use planner, he reviewed 


zoning amendment changes and subdivi- 
sion plats for a nine county area, wrote 
zoning and official map ordinances, and 
updated regional land use plans. 


He also has worked for Rock Island 


County, The Illinois Planning and Zoning 
Commission and the Bl-State Metropoli- 
tan Planning Commission.

Holy Family's 'interpreters' help ease the pain

The pains started in Atlanta, a stop- 


over between Brazil and Chicago. By tho 
time foreign exchange student Max Bar- 
ros got to O'Hare, the pain had wor- 
sened. 


The Glenview host family didn't speak 


Portuguese. They took Max to a doctor. 
Max knew just enough English to tell tho 
doctor where it hurt. The doctor diag- 
nosed appendicitis and Max went to Holy 
Family Hospital. 


The operation was the easiest part. 


Then tho trouble began. Max spoke very 
little English, though he had studied the 
language at school The nurse did not un- 
derstand Portuguese. 


How do you tell a nurse you need a 


bedpan? Or that you want to get rid of 
those tubes? Or what type of food you 
like to eat? 


"IT WAS A real mess," said Maria 


Rosa Martins, a Portuguese and part- 
time employe at Holy Family Hospital. 
She Is one of the S3 hospital staffers who 


have volunteered to act as interpreters 
for non-English speaking patients. 


"Ho couldn't believe it when he saw 


me," she said. "Ho said he was so happy 
to sec me; he just couldn't communicate 
with anyone." 


Yearly, Holy Family admits about 15 


to 20 patients who face a language bar- 
rier. Sometimes, they come through 
emergency; generally, they come with 
their familUes. 


Once the patient is admitted, the fami- 


ly leaves, and there's no one to translate 
the day-to-day communication. Hospital 
staff volunteers' can Interpret Chinese, 
French, German, Greek, Italian, Polish, 
Portuguese, Russian, Spanish, Swedish, 
Tagalog and Ukrainian. 


IT'S LIKE AN American going over- 


sea!* and finding a hamburger, said Rose- 
marie Gloeckner, who speaks French, 
German and Russian. She manages the 
hospital's physical therapy department. 
"It feels awfully good." 


Milburn Brothers Inc. gets road contract 


The Illinois Department of Trans- 


portation has awarded a contract for the 
reconstruction of the Intersection of 
Touhy Avenue with DCS Plaines River 
Road to Milburn Brothers Inc., Mount 
Prospect, on a low bid of $230,099.45.

said Netta Pfeiffer, a nurse who speaks 
Italian. 


She said that speaking to someone who 


knows their language can cheer a patient 
and bring on a more positive attitude. 


Many people, who don't speak English 


very well, are depressed when they enter 
the hospital, she said. "They don't know 
all these procedures," she said. 


PEOPLE WHO COME through emer- 


gency ore even more upset, she said, but 
talking to them in their own language 
helps. "I've been able to calm down a lot 
of people," she added. 


Many who come to the hospital, though 


they speak broken English, still need an 
interpreter, not only to build up their 
spirits but to translate. 


"Sometimes they can understand, but 


they don't think they understand," said 
Maria Medina, a housekeeper who trans- 
lates for Spanish patients. 


"I myself feel that I've helped," said 


Mrs. Jenos. "It's a nice feeling," she 
added. 


Mormon church's wealth adds up to success

Nestled In the corner of a tree-shaded 


street In Mount Prospect Is a large, 
stone house Identified only by tho ad- 
dress, 500 Can-Doto Ave. Inside, plush 
sofas and white carpeting furnish tho 
rooms and black marble lines the front 
hallway. 


Tho homo does not belong to a bank 


president or a rich financier. Instead, it 
is tho homo of tho Church ot Latter Day 
Saints, popularly called the Mormons, 
and from It President Darrell Welling di- 
rects tho work of 160 young mlsslonalres 
throughout the state. 


The house on Can-Dota Avenue is proof 


of tho success of the Mormon Church and 
Its phenomenal growth In the last dozen 
or so years. Ten years ago, the church 
had 840,000 members. Today, this num- 
ber has jumped to almost 314 million. 


According to Welling, there Is no his- 


torical or sociological change responsible 
for tho huge growth In church member- 
ship. "Tho main reason for it Is the 
members are excited about the doctrine 
and they Invite their friends and neigh- 
bors to come to the church," sold Well- 
ing. "They're just sold on it and they 
enjoy It." 


THE WEALTH OF the church comes 


mainly from tithes. Each of the mem- 
bers pays 10 per cent of his or her in- 
come Into church coffers. The money is 
used for the building of chapels and tem- 
ples all over the world. According to 
Welling, "the church Is growing to the 
point where two of these chapels arc 
completed and paid for every day of the 
week throughout the world." 


Despite the wealth of the church, none 


of Its money goes to support Its mis- 
sionaries. "They receive no Income from 
the church whatsoever," said Welling. 


The young men and women pay board 


and room for their two years of mis- 
sionary work out of their own pockets. 
The cost usually Is between $135 and $140 
per month. 


Typical of the young missionary work- 


ing nil way through the ministry is Elder 
K. T. Miller, n native of Twin Falls, 


Idaho, who lives at the Mount Prospect 
residence while assisting Welling. 


Miller spent two years as a construc- 


tion worker to earn money so he could 
work In the missions. He definitely feels 
It was worth It, though. "There's no joy 
above bringing people into the gospel of 
Jesus Christ," he said. 


THE "GOSPEL" that Miller speaks of 


bringing to the people Is essentially the 
teachings of the Bible along with those of 
the Book of Mormon, which was trans- 
lated by Joseph Smith In 1830. According 
to the Mormon faith, Smith was given 
the book in the form of metal plates by 
an angel who appeared to him when he 
went to pray in a forest in Cumorah, 
N.Y. 


According to the Book of Mormon, 


Jesus Christ visited the American conti- 
nent shortly after his time In Jerusalem. 
He taught salvation and the gospel to 
Jews who had migrated to America 
about 600 B. C. One group of these mi- 
grants converted to the resurrected 
Christ. The other group turned away 
from the faith and eventually formed the 
basis of Indian tribes. According to the 
faith, the Christian group was annihi- 
lated by the apostates about 440 A.D. 
during a great battle In the eastern part 
of North America. 


AT ONE TIME Mormons practiced 


plural marriage as part of their faith, 
but the church discontinued these teach- 
ings in about 1890. However, this doesn't 
mean the church frowns on the practice. 
As Welling said, "Neither do we deny the 
fundamental truth of the principal (of 
plural marriage). If It was true In the 
days of the ancient prophets, then the 
Lord has the right to restore It at any 
time," he said. 


The teaching was discontinued In the 


1890's, Welling said, because of misun- 
derstanding and persecution. A law was 
also passed then prohibiting plural mar- 
riage In the United States. According to 
Welling, "there Is no division of the 
church that can legally practice polyga- 
my today." 


Another controversial aspect of the 


Mormon Church Is its attitude towards 


women and blacks. Neither group is 
allowed membership in the Mormon 
priesthood. 


Welling explained the elimination of 


women from the priesthood ranks saying 
that "women who are members of the 
church realize they have the same bless- 
ings of the church through their hus- 
bands." 


Ho found It a little harder to explain 


the objection to blacks, however. Appar- 
ently, this objection goes back to the 
Mormon belief that Negroes bear the 
curse of Cain. "Tho people do not believe 
that we have the priesthood so why 
should we give It to them?" Welling ex- 
plained. "It's like a lot of other things 
that can only bo completely understood 
by saying there Is a prophet in the land 
and he has the mind to reveal It to the 
land. Until the Lord directs any change 
In the priesthood, it (the doctrine) will 
remain the same," he said. 


Attempting to justify the church's 


viewpoint on blacks, Welling pointed out 
that Joseph Smith once proposed that all 
the slaves in the South be purchased with 
money from the sale of federal lands and 
then freed. 


But this Is as far as the church has 


ever gone In liberalizing its attitude. 


DESPITE 'THESE two controversial 


teachings, the church does not lack zeal- 
ous missionaries or elders, as they arc 
called. The church at present has 17,000 
elders working all over the world who 
hav each contributed two years of their 
lives to the service of their faith. 


Though they are zealous, the elders 


still find problems in trying to spread 
their ministry, however. Their ministry 
In the suburbs Is one example. Although 
the elders while visiting suburban fami- 
lies find the atmosphere, "friendly," El- 
der Miller said "they usually stop you at 
the door and say they're not Interested." 
Most people answering the door tell the 
elders they're already associated with a 
religion and they don't have time to talk. 


For missionaries who come mainly 


from the rural west, such as Idaho and 
Utah, the lack of time to discuss their 


faith Is a major stumbling block in try- 
ing to "sell" tho people in a metropolitan 
area. 


"Out there (in Idaho) people take a 


different view of talking to people. 
People have a little more time to talk," 
explained Elder Randall Probst, born In 
Midway, Utah. "It was a slower pace. 
They didn't move so fast there." 


ANOTHER PROBLEM, Welling said, 


is that people are afraid they're going to 
have to come through with some money 


when they see two young men knocking 
on their front door. "They're 
fearful 


you're selling subscriptions," said Well- 
ing. 


But the clean-cut looks and mannerly 


attitude of the young men and women 
who do missionary work do seem to in- 
vite some people to listen to their view- 
points on the church. According to Well- 
ing, the church converts about 1,000 
people a year to the church in the state 
of Illinois. 
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The Elk Grove Village Plan Commis- 


sion was expected to discuss potential 
flood problems and the impact on tax- 
atlon of the Devon-53 housing project at 
last night's meeting. 


As of late last night, the commission 


had not started discussion on the project. 
Members had revived several plot maps 
for other proposed housing project of 
single-family homes west of 111. Rte. 53. 


Centex Construction Corp. officials at- 


tended the meeting, seeking approval for 
Section 20. 


No recommendation by the plan com- 


mission on the Devon-53 project was ex- 
pected at last night's meeting. 


Any recommendation is expected at 


the next meeting, Aug. 16. 


The commission has already reviewed, 


at a meeting last month, traffic prob- 
lems, common open space requirements, 
park land donations and the density of 
the project. 


ON ALL REVIEWED points, the com- 


mission found the project failed to meet 
acceptable standards. 


The proposed Devon-53 development 


consists of three large sections, totaling 
267 acres, that arc to be built by several 
developers using a common plan. When 
completed, the project would have over 
6,400 living units, with a total estimated 
population of 13,000. 


The development would be a housing 


mix of single-family homes, quadroml- 
nlums, five and twelve-story apartment 
buildings and commercial stores. The 
project Is expected to take'eight to ten 
years to build. The evidence being re- 
viewed by the commission had been pre- 
sented at two public hearings during 
May and June. 


Public attendance at the meeting has 


been declining steadily. Only two citizens 
attended last night's meeting. The May 
public hearing had an estimated 300 
people attending. The June meeting drew 
about 75 people. 


AT THE JULY plan commission meet- 


ing, only about a dozen citizens attended. 


The project Is to be developed near the 


intersection of Devon-53 and 111. Rtc. 53. 
Most of the project is outside the village 
limits and the developers are seeking an- 
nexation. Before the project can be an- 
nexed, several changes In zoning ordi- 
nances must be made. 


An attorney for the developers has said 


if the village refuses annexation, the 
project will be built under county zoning. 
If the project were built in an unincorpo- 
rated area, the developers would con- 
tract for fire and other utility services. 
Police protection would have to be pro- 
vided by the county sheriff's department. 


Donald Meyer, spokesman for a citi- 


zens' group opposed to the development, 
has disputed the ability of the developers 
to get county zoning. Meyer has said the 
developers would have to obtain funding 
for the project from a large insurance 
company. He contends no company 
would loan money for such a large proj- 
ect that was not within a municipal limit

Continuing probe of building, zoning shakedowns 
Wheeling mayor subpoenaed by federal jury

Several Wheeling officials, Including 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon and Trustee 
Bill Heln, have been called to testify be- 
fore a U.S. Grand Jury Investigating 
building and zoning shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


A new wave of subpoenas was served 


on a number of officials earlier this week 
by Internal Revenue Service agents, the 
Herald has learned. 


Both Hein and Scanlon said yesterday 


they received their subpoenas earlier 
this week, but said they were unaware, 
who else had been asked to testify. 


WHEN ASKED about the subpoena, 


Scanlon said, "I guess I have been 
lucky." He said the subpoena merely 
asked that he appear before the grand 
jury and notify them if he cannot appear. 
He was not requested to bring any 
records with him. 


Hein said he had not yet had a chance 


to look at the subpoena. 


"It was delivered to my house and my 


wife received it for me, and I haven't 
even looked at it," he said. When asked 
If he knew of other village officials who 
received subpoenas, Hein said be could 


only speak for himself. 


It could not be determined which other 


village officials have been asked to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. One source, 
however, Indicated that some members 
of village advisory boards and commis- 
sions were Included In the latest group 
called to testify. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the village 


board said yesterday they had not been 
served with subpoenas. Several members 
of village boards and commissions also 
were contacted and said they bad also 


not been subpoenaed to testify. 


However, Peter Egan, former trustee 


and a member of the police and fire 
commission, said he would not comment 
on whether he had received a subpoena. 
. "I think if you want to find out, you 
should call the U.S. Attorney's office," 
he said: "As far as I know It's a secret 
thing, and you're not supposed to reveal 
any information. I wouldn't-make any 
comment." 


Egan was a trustee for eight years, 


serving from-1963 to 1971, when-he re- 


tired. 


Those officials who have been subpoe- 


naed are expected to testify on village 
action taken in approving several major 
Wheeling construction, projects in the 
past five years. 


FEDERAL investigators are seeking 


evidence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible 
Income-tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used In the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


Earlier this summer, the grand jury 


also issued subpoenas to former village 
trustees Michael Valenza and William 
Hart. Also testifying was Village Mgr. 
George Passolt, who brought several 
cartons of subpoenaed village records 
with'him when he appeared before the 
grand jury. 


A number of developers have also been 


called to- testify and some reportedly 
have been granted immunity from prose- 
cution for their testimony. It could not be 
determined which of the developers have 
been given Immunity or what their grand 
Jury testimony has disclosed. 


The •investigation, under way for sev- 


eral months, has caused some local offl-' 
cials to complain that it has slowed the, 
operation of village government. Village 
officials have repeatedly denied any 
wrongdoing and Insisted Wheeling is only 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. 


BOTH Hein and Scanlon have called 


for an end to "accusations and asper- 
sions" resulting from the investigation 
until there is proof of guilt. Other village 
officials have said the probe has affected 
both their personal life and their fami- . 
lies. 


The investigation is believed to center 


on some but not all village officials, as 
well as others. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Samuel Skimmer 


recently said the investigation "is prog- 
ressing at what I would call a normal 
pace." He declined to comment on any of 
the workings of the grand jury in- 
vestigation. 
. 


According to Skinner, the investigation 


can be expected to continue until Sep- 
tember. "I don't anticipate that there 
would be any resolution of (the grand 
jury probe) for at least two months," 
Skinner said.

A diversity of new courses and class*

"We tried not to make summer school

SOME OF THE new course entries In- 


cluded an animal talk class at Brentwood 
School, a bicycle safety class at Clear- 
mont School and a horsemanship class at 
Grove Junior High School. 


"TEACHERS WERE encouraged by 


their principals and other administrators 
to develop their own Interests and hob- 
bles Into practical and educational class- 
room ideas for children," Thornton said. 


Focusing less on skill development and 


gearing classes more towards the child's 
enrichment, students were taught things 
like how to cook gourmet dishes, con- 
struct model airplanes, ride horses and 
repair their own bicycles. 


"This type of approach took a lot more 


work and planning on everyone's part, 
but It was well worth the effort. The stu-

Into a regular school year curriculum. 
But teachers can take the concepts 
they've found successful this summer 
and apply them to the standard devel- 
opmental courses they teach during the 
year," Thornton said. 


FOR INSTANCE, the teacher who of- 


fercd the animal talk class this summer 
brought a variety of animals to class for 
children to learn about. In the coming 
year, the same teacher could apply the 
successful concepts that evolved from 
this summer school course to science 
classes or even social studies units. 


"In any case, our new approach to 


summer school has been a very profit- 
able one. It has taught and proven to 
administrators and teachers alike that 
new and unique.concepts can be applied 
to the study of standard subjects. We've 
learned that there are many ways to ex- 
tend and inspire a child's learning expe- 
rience," Thornton said.

Staffers break the language barrier 
Holy Family's 'interpreters' help ease the pain

The pains started in Atlanta, a stop- 


over between Brazil and Chicago. By the 
time foreign exchange student Max Bar- 
ros got to O'Hare, the pain had wor- 
sened. 


The Glenview host family didn't speak 


Portuguese. They took Max to a doctor. 
Max knew just enough English to tell the 
doctor where it hurt. The doctor diag- 
nosed appendicitis and Max went to Holy 
Family Hospital. 


The operation was the easiest part. 


Then the trouble began. Max spoke very 
little English, though he had studied the 
language at school The nurse did not un- 
derstand Portuguese. 


How do you tell a nurse you need a 


bedpan? Or that you want to get rid of 
those tubes? Or what type of food you 
like to eat? 


"IT WAS A real mess," said Maria 


Rosa Martins, a Portuguese and part- 
time employe at Holy Family Hospital. 
She is one of the 53 hospital staffers who 
have volunteered to act as Interpreters 
for non-English speaking patients. 


"He couldn't believe It when he saw 


me," she said. "He said he was so happy 
to see me; he just couldn't communicate 
with anyone." 


Yearly, Holy Family admits about 15 


to 20 patients who face a language bar- 
rier. Sometimes, they come through 
emergency; generally, they come with 
their famlllles. 


Once &e patient Is admitted, the fami- 


ly leaves, and there's no one to translate 
the day-to-day communication. Hospital 
staff volunteers can Interpret Chinese, 
French, German, Greek, Italian, Polish, 
Portuguese, Russian, Spanish, Swedish,

and think that you are going to get bet- 
ter, the chances are that you won't," 
said Nctta Pfelffer, a nurse who speaks 
Italian. 


She said that speaking to someone who 


knows their language can cheer a patient 
and bring on a more positive attitude. 


Many people, who don't speak English 


very well, are depressed when they enter 
the hospital, she said. "They don't know 
all these procedures," she said. 


PEOPLE WHO COME through emer- 


gency are even more upset, she said, but 
talking to them in their own language 
helps. "I've been able to calm down a lot 
of people," she added. 


Many who come to the hospital, though 


they speak broken English, still need an 
interpreter, not only to build up their 
spirits but to translate. 


"Sometimes they can understand, but 


they don't think they understand," said 
Maria Medina, a housekeeper who trans- 
lates for Spanish patients. 


"I myself feel that I've helped," said 


Mrs. Jenos. "It's a nice feeling," she 
added.

fore the firo and police commission, 
Jones said the hearing may be some 
kind of public forum.

ing to submit written reasons prior to the 
forum explaining why the board wanted 
to remove Centner. 


The original charges against Centner 


accused him of ineffective drug control, 
poor morale among men in the depart- 
ment, no patrol for overweight trucks 
and no surveillance of taverns for under- 
age drinkers In early morning hours. 


Jones said yesterday that the board 


had "definitely good reasons" for want- 
ing Centner out, but had not wanted a 
public hearing because "It would not be 
productive for Bob Centner."

Student milk prices more than double 


Student milk prices will more than' 


double this year In Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dlst. IS. 


The board of education has set the 


milk prices at eight cents per half pint of 
milk for kindergarten students and 10 


cents for all other students. This com- 
pares to four cents for the same quantity 
of milk last year. 


The two cents discrepancy In price Is 


because kindergarten parents pay for the 
milk by the term whereas other students 
buy the milk each day and the book- 
keeping costs are higher, according to 
school officials. 


The increase 
is due to a dis- 


continuation of the federal government's 
special milk program funding. President 
Nixon's budget for the 1974 fiscal year 
has requested only $25 million to fund the 
special milk program. These funds will 
only be available to school districts with 
no food service, child care centers and 
summer camps. 


CUSTOMERS AT THE Steak Shoppe 
in Wheeling were lined up out into 
the street yesterday, waiting to buy 
some hard-to-get meat. The store has 
reported similar lines for over a 
week, reflecting the current meat 
shortage. 


IN PAST YEARS the federal govern- 


ment has subsidized nearly half of the 
district's milk costs. While students paid 
four cents for milk last year, the federal 
government paid the remaining 3V4 
cents. 


Despite the end of federal subsidies for 


milk, Dist. 15 Is still required to serve a 
half pint of milk with its hot-lunch pro- 
gram to be eligible for federal and state 
reimbursements. 


The board has not raised the price of 


its hot lunches yet and is waiting to de- 
termine the cost of food and how much 
food it will receive from the federal gov- 
ernment before setting a price.

Continuing probe of building, zoning shakedowns 
Wheeling mayor subpoenaed by federal jury 


by LYNN ASINOF 


Several Wheeling officials, including 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon and Trustee 
Bill Heln, have been called to testify be- 
fore a U.S. Grand Jury Investigating 
building and zoning shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


A new wave of subpoenas was served 


on a number of officials earlier this week 
by Internal Revenue Service agents, the 
Herald has learned. 


Both Heln and Scanlon said yesterday 


they received their subpoenas earlier 
this week, but said they were unaware 
who else had been asked to testify. 


WHEN ASKED about the subpoena, 


Scanlon said, "I guess I have been 
lucky." He said the subpoena merely 
asked that he appear before the grand 
jury and notify them if he cannot appear. 
He was not requested to bring any 
records with him. 


Heln said he had not yet had a chance 


to look at the subpoena. 


"It was delivered to my house and my 


wife received It for me, and I haven't 
even looked at it," he said. When asked 
If be knew of other village officials who 
received subpoenas, Hein said be could 


only speak for himself. 


It could not be determined which other 


village officials have been asked to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. One source, 
however; indicated that some members 
of village advisory boards and commis- 
sions were Included in the latest group 
called to testify. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the village 


board said yesterday they had not been 
served with subpoenas. Several members 
of village boards and commissions-also 
were contacted and said they bad also 


not been subpoenaed to testify. 


However, Peter Egan, former trustee 


and a member of the police and fire 
commission, said he would not comment 
on whether he had received a subpoena. 


"I think if you want to find out, you 


should call the U.S. Attorney's office," 
be said. "As far as I know it's a secret 
thing, and you're not supposed to reveal 
any information. I wouldn't make any 
comment." 


Egen was a trustee for eight years, 


serving from 1963 to 1971* when be re- 


tired. 


Those officials who have been subpoe- 


naed are expected to testify on village 
action taken in approving several major 
Wheeling construction projects hi the 
past five years. 


FEDERAL investigators are seeking 


evidence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible 
income tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


Earlier this summer, the grand jury 


also issued subpoenas to former village 
trustees Michael Valenza and William 
Hart. Also testifying was Village Mgr. 
George Passolt, who brought several 
cartons of subpoenaed village records 
with bun when he appeared before the 
grand jury. 


A number of developers have also been 


called to testify and some reportedly 
have been granted Immunity from prose- 
cution for their testimony. It could not be 
determined which of the developers have 
been given immunity or what their grand 
jury testimony has disclosed. 


The investigation, under way for sev- 


eral months, has caused some local offi- 
cials to complain that it has slowed the 
operation of village government. Village 
officials have repeatedly denied any 
wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling is only 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. 


BOTH Heln and Scanlon have called 


for'an end to "accusations and asper- 
sions" resulting from the Investigation 
until there is proof of guilt. Other village 
officials have said the probe has affected 
both their personal life and their fami- 
lies. 


The Investigation is believed to center 


on some but not all village officials, as 
well as others. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Samuel Skimmer 


recently said the investigation "is prog- 
ressing at what I would call a normal 
pace." He declined to comment on any of 
the workings of the grand jury in- 
vestigation. 


According to Skinner, the investigation 


can be expected to continue until Sep- 
tember. "I don't anticipate that there, 
would be any resolution of (the grand- 
jury probe) for at least two mocths,"- 
Skinnersald.

Temporary traffic control lights at Al- 


gonquin and New Wilke Roads may be 
Installed and operational by mid-Septem- 
ber. 


A timetable calling for the lights to be 


operational within six weeks was outlined 
by Rolling Meadows City Engineer 
James Muldowney yesterday during a 
meeting held to discuss the proposal. 


The meeting was held in the Mount 


Prospect office of State Rep. Virginia 
Macdonald, R-Arlington Heights, who ac- 
ted as a mediator In a three-way dis- 
cussion on installing traffic controls at 
the Intersection. 


Attending the meeting were Muldow- 


ney and City Mgr. James Watson repre- 
senting Rolling Meadows, George Rich- 
ter of the state division of highways, and 
Village Engr. Allen Sander representing 
Arlington Heights. 


THE MUNICIPALITIES had agreed 


several weeks ago to meet to discuss 
joint funding of a traffic control device 
at the intersection, which has been the 
site of more than 113 accidents in the 
past Wi years. 


Muldowney said the lights could be in- 


stalled next month pending approval of 
funding for the lights from both commu- 
nities. He estimated the cost of tempora- 
ry lights, which will operate for a year, 
will be between $10,000 and $15,000. Each 
municipality will pay half the cost. 


The temporary lights will be in oper- 


ation until permanent lights are Installed 


when road work along New Wilke Road 
is completed next summer. The per- 
manent lights will be paid for by the 
state and each municipality, pending an 
agreement to the arrangement by each. 
The state could pay for half of the ex- 
pected $100,000 for the permanent lights, 
with the two municipalities splitting the 
remaining cost. 


THE REPRESENTATIVES at the 


meeting agreed to permit Muldowney to 
prepare plans for the lights and for Roll- 
ing Meadows to advertise for bids for the 
work. That preparation is expected to 
take four weeks, during which time the 
two towns will consider approving the 
funding.

Installation of the lights after a con- 


tract is awarded will take from two to 
three weeks, Muldowney estimated. 


"We can't really wait a year for a light 


at that particular corner," Mrs. Macdon- 
ald told the offlcals at the outset of the 
meeting. She said she was particularly 
concerned about the intersection next 
month when traffic increases due to the 
opening of Harper College.

Milk funding dropped, 
so students pay double 


Student milk prices will more than 


double this year In Palatine-Rolling 
Meadows Dist. 15. 


The board of education has set the 


milk prices at eight cents per half pint of 
milk for kindergarten students and 10 
cents for all other students. This com- 
pares to four cents for the same quantity 
of milk last year. 


The two cents discrepancy in price is 


because kindergarten parents pay for the 
milk by the term whereas other students 
buy the milk each day and the book- 
keeping costs are higher, according to 
school officials. 


The Increase is due to a dis- 


continuation of the federal government's 
special milk program funding. President 
Nixon's budget for the 1974 fiscal year 
has requested only $25 million to fund the 
special milk program. These funds will 
only be available to school districts with 
no food service, child care centers and 
summer camps. 


IN PAST YEARS the federal govern- 


ment has subsidized nearly half of the 


district's milk costs. While students paid 
four cents for milk last year, the federal 
government paid the remaining Stt 
cents. 


Despite the end of federal subsidies for 


milk, Dist 15 is still required to serve a 
half pint of milk with its hot-lunch pro- 
gram to be eligible for federal and state 
reimbursements. 


The board has not raised the price of 


Its hot lunches yet and is waiting to de- 
termine the cost of food and how much 
food It will receive from the federal gov- 
ernment before setting a price.

Student art projects, finished and un- 


finished, clutter the Rolling Meadows 
High School art classrooms. 


On a recent day as summer school was 


nearing an end, students worked alone or 
in pairs hi the classrooms as teacher 
Bruce Preo and student teacher Jens 
Brasch labored over a nearly completed 
work in one end of the room. 


When school opens this fall about 370 


students will be using the art classrooms. 
And, If a department can be judged by 
the number of awards its students win, 
tha Rolling Meadows students will be In 
one of the best art departments in the 
country. 


Last year in the national contest spon- 


sored annually by Scholastic Magazine 
Rolling Meadows placed second in the 
nation In the number of awards won. 
Preo thinks be knows why. 


"It's because this program is struc- 


tured the way it Is," Preo said. "The 
students are taught all the skills and In 
the first two years a kid is exposed to 
every possible area. They 'aren't just 
thrown Into a classroom and told to 


make art." 


THE PROGRAM used at Rolling 


Meadows is based on a program devel- 
oped for High School Dist. 214 about 
eight or ten years ago. Although some 
schools in the district have gotten away 
from that outline over the years, Preo 
says he believes in it. "When you start to 
depart from the program you start to 
lose kids," he said. 


When they begin Art I, Preo said, Roll- 


Ing Meadows students learn drawing and 
design and, most Important "They learn 
to see and re-see." A big problem when a 
person tries to learn to draw, he said, is 
that he thinks he knows what common 
objects look like. "We show them how to 
really see what they look like and then 
the drawings start turning out — which 
Is a real surprise to some of the kids." 


In the second year, students learn vari- 


ous techniques, such as jewelry and print 
making, in workshops lasting six to eight 
weeks. In the third year they are 
allowed to choose a few areas to work in 
and in the fourth year they can work on 
several different kinds of projects at 
once. 


"That way they can see how a design 


can become a sculpture," Preo said. 


THE PRACTICE of having all students 


learn about all media can put a strain on 
a teacher who over the years has un- 
doubtedly developed his own area of spe- 
cialty. However, Preo said it isn't a big 
problem. 


"I don't know any teacher who has 


known every area when he started," he 
said, "but if a teacher has enough integ- 
rity that isn't a problem. My first year I 
learned a lot from my students who had 
worked with the other teacher." 


Preo has been in High School Dist. 214 


for six years and came to Rolling Mead- 
ows from Forest View High School. The 
other two teachers hi the program are 
Jim Pink, who came to Rolling Meadows 
from Arlington High School, and John 
Doyle, also from Forest View. 


One problem Preo'said the teachers 


never have had Is student resistance to 
being required to learn to work In so 
many different media. "The things that 
are turned out are so good that the other 
students recognize it as being good and 
want to learn how," he said.

Continuing probe of building, zoning shakedowns 
Wheeling mayor subpoenaed by federal jury

Several Wheeling officials, including 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon and Trustee 
Bill Heln, have been called to testify be- 
fore a U.S. Grand Jury investigating 
building and zoning shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


A new wave of subpoenas was served 


on a number of officials earlier this week 
by Internal Revenue Service agents, the 
Herald has learned. 


Both Heln and Scanlon said yesterday 


they received their subpoenas earlier 
this week, but said they were unaware 
who else bad been asked to testify. 


WHEN ASKED about the subpoena, 


Scanlon said, "I guess I have been 
lucky." He said the subpoena merely 
asked that he appear before the grand 
jury and notify them If he cannot appear. 
He was not requested to bring any 
records with him. 


Heln said he had not yet had a chance 


to look at the subpoena. 


"It was delivered to my house and my 


wife received it for me, and I haven't 
even looked at it," be said. When asked 
If ha knew of other village officials who 
received subpoenas, Heln said be could 


only speak for himself. 


It could not be determined which other 


village officials have been asked to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. One source, 
however, indicated that some members 
of village advisory boards and commis- 
sions were included In the latest group 
called to testify. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the village 


board said yesterday they had not been 
served with subpoenas. Several members 
of village boards and commissions also 
were contacted and said they had also 


not been subpoenaed to testify. 


However, Peter Egan, former trustee 


and a member of the police and fire 
commission, said be would not comment 
on whether he had received a subpoena. 


"I think if you want to find out, you 


should call the U.S. Attorney's office," 
he said. "As far as I know it's a secret 
thing, and you're not supposed to reveal 
any information. I wouldn't make any 
comment."

Experimental 
hot lunch 
program OKd 


An experimental 30-minute lunch pro- 


gram for the 1973-74 school year was ap- 
proved for Armstrong, Mulr and MacAr- 
thur schools by a majority vote of the 
Dlst. 54 Board of Education lost night. 


Hot meals wilt be provided in these 


schools by Mass Feeding Corp. Results 
of the trial will be looked at within 12 
months. 


Related board action also introduced 


lunch-hour changes at Link, Churchill 
and Twuibrook schools. 


Pupils at Link School will bo limited to 


a 30-mlnuto lunch period; all students 
will be required to bring sack lunches. 


At Churchill School, the lunch period 


will be 45 minutes, with children also 
bringing sack lunches. Twirtbrook school 
will have a 30-minute lunch hour but a 
hot meal will not be provided — sacks 
also will be brought by children. 


All other schools in the district, with 


the exception of the three junior high 
schools and Sschaumburg, to which all 
students are bused, will have a one- 
hour lunch period. 


THIS ACTION eliminates the district 


wide hour-and-15-minute lunch period for 
students in grades one through three. 
Originally, administrators had asked that 
the 30-mlnute hot lunch plan be tried at 
Armstrong, Fox and MacArthur. 


However, board member Arlene Czaj- 


kowskl moved that Muir School, because 
It Is an Individually graded building, be 
substituted for Fox School. At Muir, the 
children move through the progression of 
studies at their own pace. 


A later motion to include Fox School, 


Introduced by board member Brenda 
Pulla, was defeated. Until now, Dlst. 54 
students had the option to go home for 
lunch, or carry a sack lunch and partici- 
pate In a paid program Involving inde- 
pendent supervisory personnel. 


A cold weather lunch program requir- 


ing parent participation also operated 
during winter months. 


Pupils bused to schools outside of their 


own neighborhoods also brought sack 
lunches and remained at school. Junior 
high school students will continue to re- 
main at school participating either in a 
hot lunch (tv dinner) program or bring 
sack lunches. 


The work will be done on a split season 


basis, said Donald C. Zimmer, Illinois 
Tollway Authority engineer. 


In the phase to begin Aug. 14, the wid- 


ening will be accomplished up to Bar- 
rington Road and three-foot concrete me- 
dian barriers will be constructed to block 
traffic from crossing medians. The road 
will also be resurfaced between Barring- 
ton Road and the Fox River during the 
first phase, said Zimmer. 


Resurfacing of existing lanes between 


Rte. 53 and Barrlngton Road will be done 
next spring when the second phase is 
scheduled.

Zimmer expressed hope the barriers

year to complete, but Zimmer empha- 
sized there should be "no problems for 
normal commuters." 


TWO EASTBOUND lanes will be kept 


open between 6 and 9 a.m. and west- 
bound lanes will be open between 3:30 
and 6:30 p.m. allowing for a normal traf- 
fic flow, he added. 


The work is being done at no cost to 


taxpayers, said Zimmer, adding, the 
costs will be covered through money col- 
lected In tolls. 


Zimmer also expects contracts to be 


let this fall for the construction of two 
loop ramps at the Tollway and Barring- 
ton Road. One ramp will loop traffic 
coming southbound on Harrington Road 
directly onto the eastbound tollway. The 
other will let westbound tollway traffic 
loop directly onto southbound Barrlngton 
Road.

Med center conflict probe set 


Sen. David Regner, R-Mount Prospect, 


has been named chairman of a subcom- 
mittee to investigate possible conflict of 
Interest in the licensing of the Schaum- 
burg branch of Rush-Presbyterlan-St. 
Luke's Medical Center. 


Regner is responsible for the in- 


vestigation being conducted. He In- 
troduced the resolution calling for the in- 
quiry by the Senate's Health and Welfare 
Committee. 


Regner hopes to call the first subcom- 


mittee hearing in two to three weeks, 
probably in the Chicago area. If numer- 
ous suburban residents are invited to tes- 
tify, the hearings likely will be held in 
the suburbs, he said. 


SCHAUMBURG MAYOR Robert 0. At- 


cher probably will be requested to testi- 
fy, said Regner, but he was not certain. 
A staff employe is researching material 
in preparation for the hearings, and the 
list of invited witnesses will depend on 
the information produced in the re- 
search, he said. 


Atcher could not be reached yesterday 


for comment. 


Certain to be invited are Doctors Joyce 


Lashof, Illinois Department of Public 
Health director, and Mark Lepper, state 
director of comprehensive health plan- 
ning. 


The original resolution was directed at 


Dr. Lepper, who still is a professor on 
the payroll of RPSL, earning a $27,500 
annual salary. However, Regner in- 
dicated yesterday Dr. Lashof may be the 
primary focus of attention. She is also on 
the RPSL payroll, but at a lower salary 
and in a less active capacity. 


Dr. Lepper signed the license for the 


Schaumburg branch facility, to open in 
early 1975 on a site north of Schaumburg 
Road and west of Roselle Road. 


WHEN REGNER introduced the reso- 


lution, he said the investigation would 
look into a possible conflict of interest on 
Lepper's part, but said "there is no accu- 
sation of hanky-panky." Regner criti- 
cized Gov. Daniel Walker for allowing 
appointees to retain private positions 
while holding key governmental posts. 
He suggested the state might need to pay 
higher salaries to avoid "not really get- 
ting a full-time employe." 


But Regner said yesterday Dr. Lepper 


has told the staff researcher he actually 
had no part in the RPSL approval. Dr. 
Lepper indicated he referred the matter 
directly to Dr. Lashof, which Regner de- 
scribed as irregular. 


"For the last several years, all hospi- 


tal final approval (has been given by) 
the director of comprehensive health 
planning," said Regner. The procedure 


was established by executive order of 
former Gov. Richard Ogilvle, he said. 


"If in fact Dr. Lepper was still on the 


payroll of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke's, 
how in heck could he not have a conflict 
in awarding requests (for licensing) for 
various groups?" Regner asked. The 
transfer of responsibility to Dr. Lashof 
raises the same question, he indicated, 
because of her similar relationship with 
RPSL. 


THE RESULT OF the inquiry may be 


to propose precise legislation estab- 
lishing licensing procedures, said Reg- 
ner. It could involve certificate of need, 
under which hospital license applicants 
would be required to prove a need for 
new medical facilities in the location of 
their proposed developments. 


Sen. Jack T. Knuepfer, R-Elmhurst, 


Health and Welfare Committee Chair- 
man, recently named Regner sub-com- 
mittee chairman along with four other 
members. 


Also on the inquiry group are Senators 


Jack Schaffer, R-Crystal Lake; James 
Bell, R-Joliet; Dawn Clark Netsch, 
D-Chlcago; and Richard 
Newhouse, 


D-Chlcago. 


The specifics for the hearing should be 


ready in about Hi weeks. Any person 
who wishes to testify will be more than 
welcome, Regner said. 


Continuing probe of building, zoning shakedowns 
Wheeling mayor subpoenaed by federal jury

Several Wheeling officials, Including 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon and Trustee 
Bill Heln, have been called to testify be- 
fore a U.S. Grand Jury Investigating 
building and zoning shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


A new wave of subpoenas was served 


on a number of officials earlier this week 
by Internal Revenue Service agents, the 
Herald has learned. 


Both Heln and Scanlon said yesterday 


they received their subpoenas earlier 
this week, but said they were unaware 
who else had been asked to testify. 


WHEN ASKED about the subpoena, 


Scanlon said, "I guess I have been 
lucky." He said the subpoena merely 
asked that he appear before the grand 
Jury and notify them if he cannot appear. 
He was not requested to bring any 
records with him. 


Hem said he had not yet bad a chance 


to look at the subpoena. 


"It was delivered to my house and my 


wife received it for me, and I haven't 
even looked at it," be said. When asked 
If be knew of other village official! who 
received subpoenas, Heln tald he could 


only speak for himself. 


It could not be determined which other 


village officials have been asked to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. One source, 
however, indicated that some members 
of village advisory boards and commis- 
sions were included in the latest group 
called to testify. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the village 


board said yesterday they bad not been 
served with subpoenas. Several members 
of Tillage boards and cmnmtatoiu also 
were contacted and old they had also 


not been subpoenaed to testify. 


However, Peter Egan, former trustee 


and a member of the police and fire 
commission, said be would not comment 
on whether he had received a subpoena. 


"I think if you want to find out, you 


should call the U.S.* Attorney's office," 
be said. "As far as I know It's a secret 
thing, and you're not supposed to reveal 
any information. I wouldn't make any 
comment" 


Egan was a trustee for eight yean, 


•erring from 1983 to 1971, when be re- 


tired. 


Those officials who have been subpoe- 


naed are expected to testify on village 
action taken in approving several major 
Wheeling construction projects in the 
past five years. 


FEDERAL investigators are seeking 


evidence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible 
income tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


Earlier this summer, the grand jury 


also issued subpoenas to former village 
trustees Michael Valenza and William 
Hart. Also testifying was Village Mgr. 
George Passolt, who brought several 
cartons of subpoenaed village records 
with him when he appeared before the 
grand jury. 


A number of developers have also been 


called to testify and some reportedly 
have been granted immunity from prose- 
cution for their testimony. It could not be 
determined whkh of the developers have 
been given immunity or what their grand 
jury testimony has disclosed. 


The investigation, under way for sev- 


eral months, has caused some local offi- 
cials to complain that it has slowed the 
operation of village government. Village 
officials have repeatedly denied any 
wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling is only 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. 


BOTH Heln and Scanlon have called 


for an end to "accusations and asper- 
sions" resulting from the investigation 
until there Is proof of guilt Other village 
officials have said the probe has affected 
both their personal life and their fami- 
lies. 


The investigation is believed to center 


on some but not all village officials, as 
well as others. 


Assistant U.S. Atty. Samuel Skimmer 


recently said the investigation "is prog- 
ressing at what I would call a normal 
pace." He declined to comment on any of 
the workings of the grand Jury In- 
vestigation. 


According to Skinner, the investigation 


can be expected to continue until Sep- 
tember. "I don't anticipate that then 
would be any resolution of (the grand 
jury probe) for at least two months,'*

Mormon wealth adds up to success

Nestled In the corner of a tree-shaded 


street In Mount Prospect Is a large, 
stone house Identified only by tho ad- 
dress, £00 Con-Data Avc. Inside, plush 
sofas and white carpeting furnish tho 
rooms and black marble lines tho front 
hallway. 


The homo docs not belong to a bank 


president or a rich financier. Instead, it 
Is the homo of tho Church of Latter Day 
Saints, popularly called tho Mormons, 
and from It President Darrcll Welling di- 
rects the work of 160 young mlsslonalrcs 
throughout the state. 


The house on Can-Dota Avenue is proof 


of tho success of tho Mormon Church and 
its phenomenal growth In the last dozen 
or so years. Ten years ago, tho church 
had 840,000 members. Today, this num- 
ber has Jumped to almost 3ft million. 


According to Welling, there Is no his- 


torical or sociological change responsible 
for the huge growth In church member- 
ship. "Tho main reason for It is the 
members ore excited about the doctrine 
and they invite their friends and neigh- 
bors to come to tho church," said Well-

THE WEALTH OF the church comes 


mainly from tithes. Each of the mem- 
bers pays 10 per cent of his or her in- 
come into church coffers. The money is 
used for tho building of chapels and tem- 
ples all'over the world. According to 
Welling, "tho church Is growing to the 
point where two of these chapels are 
completed and paid for every day of the 
week throughout the world." 


Despite the wealth of the church, none 


of Its money goes to support its mis- 
sionaries. "They receive no income from 
the church whatsoever," said Welling. 


Tho young men and women pay board 


and room for their two years of mis- 
sionary work out of their own pockets. 
The cost usually Is between $135 and $140 
per month. 


Typical of tho young missionary work- 


Ing his way through tho ministry is Elder 
K. T. Miller, a native of Twin Falls, 
Idaho, who lives at tho Mount Prospect 
residence while assisting Welting. 


Miller spent two years as a construc- 


tion worker to earn money so he could 
work In the missions. He definitely feels 
it was worth it, though. "There's no Joy 
above bringing people into the gospel of 
Jesus Christ," he said. 


THE "GOSPEL" that Miller speaks of 


bringing to the people Is essentially the 
teachings of the Bible along with those of 
the Book of Mormon, which was trans- 
lated by Joseph Smith in 1830. According 
to the Mormon faith, Smith was given 
the book in the form of metal plates by 
an angel who appeared to him when he 
went to pray in a forest in Cumorah, 
N.Y. 


According to the Book of Mormon, 


Jesus Christ visited the American conti- 
nent shortly after his time in Jerusalem. 
He taught salvation and the gospel to 
Jews who had migrated to America 
about 600 B. C. One group of these mi- 
grants converted to the resurrected 
Christ. The other group turned away 
from the faith and eventually formed the 
basis of Indian tribes. According to the 
faith, the Christian group was annihi- 
lated by the apostates about 440 A.D. 
during a great battle in the eastern part 
of North America. 


AT ONE TIME Mormons practiced 


plural marriage as part of their faith, 
but the church discontinued these teach- 
ings in about 1890. However, this doesn't 
moan the church frowns on the practice. 


As Welling said, "Neither do we deny the 
fundamental truth of the principal (of 
plural marriage). If It was true in the 
days of the ancient prophets, then the 
Lord has the right to restore it at any 
time," he said. 
, 


The teaching was discontinued in the 


1090'a, Welling said, because of misun- 
derstanding and persecution. A law was- 
also passed then prohibiting plural mar- 
riage In the United States. According to 
Welling, "there is no division of the 
church that can legally practice polyga- 
my today." 


Another controversial aspect of the 


Mormon Church is its attitude towards 
women and blacks. Neither group Is 
allowed membership in the Mormon 
priesthood. 


Welling explained the elimination of 


women from the priesthood ranks saying 
that "women who are members of the 
church realize they have the seme bless- 
ings of the church through their hus- 
bands." 


He found It a little harder to explain 


the objection to blacks, however. Appar- 
ently, this objection goes back to the 
Mormon belief that Negroes bear the 
curse of Cain. "The people do not believe 
that we have the priesthood so why 
should we give it to them?" Welling ex- 
plained. "It's like a lot of other things 
that can only be completely understood 
by saying there is a prophet in the land 
and he has the mind to reveal it to the 
land. Until the Lord directs any change 
in the priesthood, it (the doctrine) will 
remain the same," he said. 


Attempting to justify the church's 


viewpoint on blacks, Welling pointed out 
that Joseph Smith once proposed that all 
the slaves In the South be purchased with 
money from tho sale of federal lands and 
then freed. 


But this Is as far as the church has 


ever gone In liberalizing its attitude. 


DESPITE THESE two controversial 


teachings, the church does not lack zeal- 
ous missionaries or elders, as they are 
called. The church at present has 17,000 
elders working all over the world who 
hav each contributed two years of their 
lives to the service of their faith. 


Though they are zealous, the elders 


still find problems In trying to spread 
their ministry, however. Their ministry 
in the suburbs is one example. Although 
the elders while visiting suburban fami- 
lies find the atmosphere, "friendly," El- 
der Miller said "they usually stop you at 


the door and say they're not Interested." 
Most people answering the door tell the 
elders they're already associated with a 
religion and they don't have time to talk. 


For missionaries who come mainly 


from the rural west, such as Idaho and 
Utah, the lack of time to discuss their 
faith is a major stumbling block in try- 
ing to "sell" the people in a metropolitan 
area. 


"Out there (In Idaho) people take a 


different view of talking to people. 
People have a little more time to talk," 
explained Elder Randall Probst, born in 
Midway, Utah.

hours later netted $300, the largest single 
haul.

A seventh robbery occurred Sunday 


night at a 7-Eleven store at 1604 Golf 
Rd., in unincorporated Elk Grove Town- 
ship for $100. Monday the White Hen 
Pantry store, Oakton Street and North- 
west Highway in Park Ridge was also 
held up for $100. 


A similar description of the holdup 


man was given police by each of the 
holdup victims. 
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Mount Prospect officials are going to 


try once more to rid the village of down- 
spout connections to the combined sewer 
system. 


The connections, some illegal and 


some built before the ban, allow rain 
•from the roof of a building to run 
directly into the sewer system. Problems 
arise because the combined sanitary and 
storm sewers In the village already work 
at capacity. The downspout connections 
make the sewers surcharge and back up 
into basements. 


The last time the village made an ef- 


fort to disconnect downspouts only "a 
very small number (of homeowners) vol- 
unteered," according to Robert Moore, 
then village manager. This was in No- 
vember, 1963, and the village was offer- 
Ing to do the work for nothing. The 
homeowner merely had to buy an elbow 
for each downspout to direct the water 
away from the sewer to a splashblock. 


VILLAGE MGR. Robert J. Epplcy said 


the village now will not only provide the 
labor, It also will buy the necessary el- 
bows and splosh blocks. 


Epplcy said ho hopes many of the esti- 


mated 1,500 downspout connections will 
be removed under the program. Home- 
owners will be able to sign up for the 
program If they return the flood control 
questionnaire that will be distributed 


throughout the village the last week In 
August. 


Homeowners will also be given the 


chance to have qualified village person- 
nel Inspect their property in an attempt 
to identify and correct any sewer prob- 
lems. 


Village Trustee George B. Anderson 


estimated the program could cost the 
village about $20 per house. "The value 
really outweighs the cost," he said. "It 
will help stop backups Into basements." 


THE OTHER solution, Anderson said, 


would be for the village to put In an addi- 
tion! sewer line in the area of combined 
sewers. "Our benefit will be worth 100 to 
one dollars," Anderson said. 


Many of the downspout connections in 


the village are known to the village gov- 
ernment. In 1968, water meter readers 
made a list of all the connections they 
could find, Anderson said. He was on the 
flood control commission then. 


Anderson said most of the connections 


were found In the older section of town. 
This would be at homes built prior to 
August, 1962. The village ordinance ban- 
ning such connections was passed then. 
The ordinance reads, "Under no circum- 
stances shall rain water runoff from 
roofs be drained in any way Into the 
plumbing system of the building or be 
connected so as to drain directly into the 
public sewer without first being dis- 
charged onto the ground."

Summer school rivals recess as No. 1 in popularity

Summer school classes run a close 


first to recess in popularity for 3,700 stu- 
dents in Elk Grove Twp. School Dlst. 
59 this year. 


A diversity of new courses and class- 


room experiences focusing on the Inter- 
ests and backgrounds of student and

Continuing probe of building, zoning shakedowns 
Wheeling mayor subpoenaed by federal jury

Several Wheeling officials, including 


Village Pres. Ted C. Scanlon and Trustee 
Bill Hein, have been called to testify be- 
fore a U.S. Grand Jury investigating 
building and zoning shakedowns in 
Wheeling. 


A new wave of subpoenas was served 


on a number of officials earlier this week 
by Internal Revenue Service agents, the 
Herald has learned. 


Both Hein and Scanlon said yesterday 


they received their subpoenas earlier 
this week, but said they were unaware 
who else had been asked to testify. 


WHEN ASKED about the subpoena, 


Scanlon said, "I guess I have been 
lucky." He said the subpoena merely 
'asked that he appear before the grand 
jury and notify them if he cannot appear. 
He was not requested to bring any 
records with him. 


Hein said he had not yet had a chance 


to look at the subpoena. 


"It was delivered to my house and my 


wife received it for me, and I haven't 
even looked at it," be said. When asked 
If he knew of other village officials who 
received subpoenas, Hein said be could 


only speak for himself. 


It could not be determined which other 


village officials have been asked to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. One source, 
however, Indicated that some members 
of village advisory boards and commis- 
sions were included in the latest group 
called to testify. 


OTHER MEMBERS of the village 


board said yesterday they had not been 
served with subpoenas. Several members 
of village boards and commissions also 
wen contacted and said they bad also 


not been subpoenaed to testify. 


However, Peter^Egan, former trustee 


and a member of the police and fire 
commission,.said be would not comment 
on whether he had received a subpoena. 


"I think if you want to find out, you 


should call the U.S. Attorney's office," 
be said. "As .far as I know it's a secret 
thing, and you're not supposed to reveal 
any information. I wouldn't make any 
comment." 


Egan was * trustee for eight years, 


serving from 1963 to 1971, when.be re- 


tired. 


Those officials who have been subpoe- 


naed are expected to testify on village 
action taken in approving several major 
Wheeling construction projects hi the 
past five years. 


FEDERAL Investigators are seeking 


evidence of violations of the Hobbs Anti- 
Racketeering Act as well as possible 
income tax and fraud violations. The 
Hobbs Act has been used in the past to 
obtain convictions of public officials in 
bribery cases. 


Earlier this summer, the grand jury 


also Issued subpoenas to former village 
trustees Michael Valenza and William 
Hart. Also testifying was Village Mgr. 
George Passolt, who brought several 
cartons of subpoenaed village records 
with him when he appeared before the 
grand Jury. 


A number of developers have also been 


called to testify and some reportedly 
have been granted immunity from prose- 
cution for their testimony. It could not be 
determined which of the developers have, 
been given immunity or what their grand 
Jury testimony has disclosed. 


The investigation, under way for sev- 


eral months, has caused some local offi- 
cials to complain that it has slowed the 
operation of village government. Village 
officials have repeatedly denied any 
wrongdoing and insisted Wheeling is only 
one of a large number of suburbs being 
looked at by the grand jury. 


BOTH Hein and Scanlon have called 


for an end to "accusations and asper- 
sions" resulting from the investigation- 
until there Is proof of guilt. Other village 
officials have said the probe has affected 
both their personal life and their fami- 
lies.

The investigation is believed to center, 


on some but not all village officials, as 
well as others.

Assistant U.S. AUy. Samuel Skinnner: 


recently said the investigation "is prog- 
ressing at what I would call a normal 
pace."

According to Skinner, the investigation

Mormon wealth adds up to success

Nestled In the corner of a tree-shaded 


street In Mount Prospect Is a large, 
stone house identified only by the ad- 
dress, 500 Can-Dota Ave. Inside, plush 
sofas and white carpeting furnish the 
rooms and black marble lines the front 
hallway. 
• The home does not belong to a bank 
president or a rich financier. Instead, it 
is the home of the Church of Latter Day 
Saints, popularly called the Mormons, 
and from It President Darrell Welling di- 
rects the work of 160 young mlsslonalres 
throughout the state. 


The house on Can-Dota Avenue Is proof 


of the success of the Mormon Church and 
its phenomenal growth in the last dozen 
or so years. Ten years ago,, the church 
had 840,000 members. Today, this num- 
ber has jumped to almost 3V4 million. 


According to Welling, there Is no his- 


torical or sociological change responsible 
for the huge growth In church member- 
ship. "The main reason for it Is the 
members are excited about the doctrine 
and they Invite their friends and neigh- 
bors to come to the church," said Well- 
ing. "They're Just sold on It and they 
enjoy It." 


THE WEALTH OF the church comes 


mainly from tithes. Each of the mem- 
bers pays 10 per cent of his or her in- 
come Into church coffers. The money is 
used for the building of chapels and tem- 
ples all over the world. According to 
Welling, "the church Is growing to the 
point where two of these chapels are 
completed and paid for every day of the 
week throughout the world." 


Despite -the wealth of the church, none 


of its money goes to support its mis- 
sionaries. "They receive no Income from 
the church whatsoever," said Welling. • 


The young men and women pay board 


and room for their two years of mis- 
sionary work out of their own pockets. 
The cost usually Is between $135 and $140 
per month. 


Typical of the young missionary work- 


Ing his way through the ministry is Elder 
K. T. Miller, a native of Twin Falls, 
Idaho, who lives at the Mount Prospect 
residence while assisting Welling. 


Miller spent two years as a construc- 


tion worker to earn money so he could 
work in the missions. He definitely feels 
It was worth it, though. "There's no joy 
above bringing people into the gospel of 
Jesus Christ," he said. 


THE "GOSPEL" that Miller speaks of 


bringing to the people is essentially the 
teachings of the Bible along with those of 
the Book of Mormon, which was trans- 
lated by Joseph Smith In 1830. According 


to the Mormon faith, Smith was given 
the book in the form of metal plates by 
an angel who appeared to him when he 
went to pray in a forest in Cumorah, 
N.Y. 


According to the Book of Mormon, 


Jesus Christ visited the American conti- 
nent shortly after his time In Jerusalem. 
He taught salvation and the gospel to 
Jews who had migrated to America 
about 600 B. C. One group of these mi- 
grants converted to the resurrected 
Christ. The other group turned away 
from the faith and eventually formed the 
basis of Indian tribes. According to the 
faith, the Christian group was annihi- 
lated by the apostates about 440 A.D. 
during a great battle in the eastern part 
of North America. 


AT ONE TIME Mormons practiced 


plural marriage as part of their faith, 
but the church discontinued these teach- 
ings in about 1890. However, this doesn't 
mean the church frowns on the practice. 
As Welling said, "Neither do we deny the 
fundamental truth of the principal (of 
plural marriage). If it was true In the 
days of the ancient prophets, then the 
Lord has the right to restore It at any 
time," he said. 


The teaching was discontinued in the 


1890's, Welling said, because of misun- 


derstanding and persecution. A law was 
also passed then prohibiting plural mar- 
riage in the United States. According to 
Welling, "there is no division of the 
church that can legally practice polyga- 
my today." 


Another controversial aspect of the 


Mormon Church is Its attitude towards 
women and blacks. Neither group is 
allowed membership In the Mormon 
priesthood. 


Welling explained the elimination of 


women from the priesthood ranks saying 
that "women who are members of the 
church realize they have the same bless- 
ings of the church through their hus- 
bands." 


He found it a little harder to explain 


the objection to blacks, however. Appar- 
ently, this objection goes back to the 
Mormon belief that Negroes bear the 
curse of Cain. "The people do not believe 
that we have the priesthood so why 
should we give it to them?" Welling ex- 
plained. "It's like a lot of other things 
that can only be completely understood 
by saying there Is a prophet in the land 
and he has the mind to reveal It to the 
land. Until the Lord directs any change 
In the priesthood, it (the doctrine) will 
remain the same," he said.

ANOTHER PROBLEM, Welling said, 


Is that people are afraid they're going to 
have to come through with some money 
when they see two young men knocking 
on their front door.

No, 
because there is no depiction of an act. A 
young boy can look through the (mail 
order house) catalogs that suggest the 
body along lines he might find stimu- 
lating."

Buckholz said his concern was aimed 


at what magazines might be readily 
available to children. 


"THE COVER OF Playboy — When 


was It? Last month? — had a woman 
with just about everything revealed. I 
was in one store where It was right next 
to the bubble gum. I asked them if they 
could move It somewhere else. I mean, 
does it have to be with the bubble gum?" 


Calderwood said his actions came in 


part from the recent Supreme Court 
ruling on obscenity. He said his men 
were acting on behalf of the village in 


making the inspections. "The people of 
the community were given a tool with 
this decision," be said. 


The Supreme Court held in Miller vs. 


California, communities could apply their 
own local standards in judging whether a 
book or film is obscene. 


However, neither he nor the depart- 


ment has received any complaints from 


private citizens about any books or 
magazine or their availability, he said.

Traffic light soon for bad intersection

Temporary traffic control lights at Al- 


gonquin and New Wllko Roads may be 
installed and operational by mid-Septem- 
ber. 


A timetable calling (or the lights to be 


operational within six weeks was outlined 
by Rolling Meadows City Engineer 
James Muldowney yesterday during a 
meeting held to discuss the proposal.

Muldowney said the lights could be In- 


stalled next month pending approval of 
funding for the lights from both commu- 
nities. He estimated the cost of tempora- 
ry lights, which will operate for a year, 
will be between $10,000 and $15,000. Each 
municipality will pay half the cost. 


The temporary lights will be in oper- 


ation until permanent lights are installed 
when road work along New Wilke Road 
Is completed next summer. The per- 
manent lights will be paid for by the 


state and each municipality, pending an 
agreement to the arrangement by each. 
The state could pay for half of the ex- 
pected $100,000 for the permanent lights, 
with the two municipalities splitting the 
remaining cost.

TO THE NORTH the president of the 


Northgate Civic Association, Robert 
Griffith, says, "no apparent problems." 


How long can it last? 
"I don't know. It depends on how long

The U.S. Weather Service reports that

Going east, cars will be directed north 


on Wllkc to Northwest Highway where 
traffic will move southeast to Euclid. 


Euclid will remain open to local traffic 


only between Wllko Road and the rail- 
road tracks. However, at no time during 
the repairs will cars be allowed to cross 
the railroad right-of-way. 


Village Engineer Allen Sander said 


traffic signals at Euclid and Northwest 
Highway will be reset to avoid unneces- 
sary delays. The. traffic light sequence Is 
a long one, because of the three-way in- 
tersection. 


Sander said the repairs, which arc un- 


der the control of the railroad, will con- 
sist of asphalt paving between the track 
rails.

Workers are putting the finishing 


touches on two Dlst. 21 schools scheduled 
to open at the end of this month. 


Irving 
School, just off Arlington 


Heights Road near Hintz Road In Buffalo 
Grove, and Stevenson School, near the 
intersection of Palatine and Wolf roads 
In Wheeling, will bring the number of 
schools in the district to 17. 


Dlst. 21 serves Wheeling, Buffalo 


Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


Assistant Supt. John Barger said both 


buildings are on schedule and should be 
open by Aug. 23, when parents whose 
children will attend the schools are asked 
to come in and pay book rental and other 
fees for the 1973-74 school year. ' 


STUDENTS WHO live In the area 


south of Dundee Road, east of Arlington 
Heights Road and west of and including 
Frenchmen's Cove and Mill Creek will at- 
tend Irving School. These children for- 
merly attended Longfellow School. 


Attendance boundaries for Stevenson 


School are to include the area north of 
Willow Road, south of Palatine Road, 
weit of Milwaukee Avenue and east of 
Wheeling Road. Students there formerly 
went to Rlley School. 


Barger said the biggest difference in 


the new schools Is their interior folding 
walls, making classrooms more flexible. 
A few of the newer schools in the district 
have some folding walls, Barger said, 
but Stevenson and Irving will be the first 
buildings in which all classroom walls 
are removable. 


THE PARTITIONS will allow teachers 


to conduct regular-sized classes, or re- 
move walls to provide space for larger 
groups of students. 


"One of the reasons why we haven't 


used more folding walls in our schools 
•before is because they're relatively ex- 
pensive," Barger said.' "With these two 
schools, we had the budget to do It." 


Each of the new buildings contains 30 


classrooms, in addition to two kindergar- 
ten rooms and facilities for educable 
mentally handicapped students. 


Mentally handicapped pupils who pre- 


viously attended Longfellow School in 
Buffalo Grove will be transferred to Ir- 
ving School. Barger said the long-range 
plan is also to provide classes for edu- 


cable mentally handicapped at Stevenson 


when the enrollment of these students in- 
creases. 


A LARGE CARPETED library and 


learning center will be Included in the 
new schools, entirely equipped with new 
books. Barger said some texbooks have 
been purchased new for the schools and 
some will come from other schools in the 
district. 


Like the other schools in the district, 


Stevenson and Irving have a multi-pur- 
pose room that will serve as both gym 
and cafeteria. 


Barger said the furniture for the 


schools has not yet been received, but he 
has been notified that it's on its way 
He's been assured, he said, that it will 
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arrive before Sept. 4, the first day o£ 
School. 


Workmen are laying floor tiles at the 


schools now, and beginning to put In the 
acoustical ceilings, Barger said. The 
folding walls, chalkboards and bulletin 
boards are still to be installed. Paving is 
also being done this week. 


COMMENTING ON the design of the 


buildings, Barger said when the plans for 
the schools were developed two years 
ago, school officials tried to look ahead. 


"I think they're modern buildings that 


have the potential for meeting modem 
educational needs," he said. "We at- 
temted to make them flexible enough to 
meet not only today's needs, but the fu- 
ture's also."

The selling of a program 


The late comedian Fred Allen once quipped, that "adver- 


tising is 85% confusion and 15% commission/1 Well, regard- 
less of the unusual confusion centered around this year's 
"new TV .season," you can bet your bottom dollar that ad* 
vertising sales for the industry will result in many hefty 
commissions. 


AS EARLY AS last winter, the three commercial net- 


works-and the majority of their affiliates and major indc* 
pendents-were quietly fore- 
casting a booming revenue busi- 
ness in 1973-74. Their sweetest 
dreams are apparently coming 
true. 


Reports from a variety of 


sources'indicate that nearly all of 
next season's prime-time fare is 
"sold out.** In other words, ad- 
vertisers have contracted to buy 
so many minutes of commercial 
time in so many programs. The 
average TV viewer would be overwhelmed at the ways tele- 
vision "commercial time" is sold...and at the amounts 
shelled out by an advertiser for a certain program. 


WE CONSTANTLY HEAR so much about ratings and 


their importance. Very simply stated, an advertiser pays for 
numbers. According to a recent -eport in BROAD- 
CASTING magazine.' for example, CBS's top-rated "All in 
the Family** will cost a sponsor somewhere in the vicinity of 
$120,000 per minute. NBC's highly-rated "Sanford and 
Son" will mean a price tag of about $90,000 for a 60-second 
commercial. 


According to the trade magazine's figures, there arc sev- 


eral shows that reportedly will sell minute spots for $90.000 
or more. Included arc "Mary Tyler Moore" ($90.000). 
"Cannon" ($92,000),and MM*A*S'H** ($98.000). Most net- 
work programs will range from a low of about $45,000 a 
minute to the upper $80.000 area, insiders report. 


THE MOST DIFFICULT programs to gauge, naturally, 


are the new ones. While commercial pricing in this area is 
relatively close, it appears the CBS's "Kojack" (detective 
fare starring Telly Savalas), NBC's "Lotsa Luck" (situation 
comedy with Dom Deluise), and ABC's "Bob and Carol 
and Ted and Alice" (mild version of movie comedy) are the 
three networks* highest-priced debuts. 


Producing a television program is no small financial mat- 


ter, that's for sure. And neither is selling that program to ad- 
vertisers. With the immense power of the medium, how- 
ever, sponsors line up early for the programs that suit their 
needs. And 1973-74 looks like the best year yet.

...A report from the Screen Actors Guild, to which most 


movie and TV stars belong, gives a good indication why so 
many of our favorite personalities are popping up in com* 
mercials. On a report of Guild members salaries during 
1972, this is where they earned it: $22.1 million for theatri- 
cal movies. ..$38.5 million for TV films and series., and a 
whopping $62.3 million for TV commercials! Enuf said?...
